Tlio  ru.ih  Jo  iho  banlts  for  currinicy 
came  to  an  ond  with  the  Issue  of  small 
note's,  as  did  also  the  unusual  demand 
nt  the  shops  for  provisions.  People 
are  going  about  their  work  as  they  did 
before  the  crisis  arose,  stopping  only 
to  |>iclv  up  reports  of '  battles,  most  of 
■which  prove  false.  Them  is  some  dis- 
appointment at  the  success  of  the  Ger- 
nian  cruisers,  Goeben  and  Brealau,  in 
eluding  tiie  British  fleet  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, whlcli  naval  men  describe  as 
a  piece  of  splendid  seamanship  on  the 
part    of    the    Germans,    if    true. 

The  seiaure  of  Togoland  and  the  pen- 
etrating of  Alsace  by  th*  Trench,  to- 
gctlier  with  the  strong  opposition  of 
the  Belgians  to  the  German  advance, 
brought  some  consolation  to  English- 
men, but  it  is  to  the  navy  that  England 
looks    for    big    events. 

Berlin  has  been- celebrating  "the  fall 
tpf  Liege,"  but  the  reports  from  other 
quarters  indicate  thai  the  German 
troops,  having  fulled  to  tnke  the  fort- 
resse.H  hy  frontal  attack,  tire  attempting 
to  get  around  them.  This  is  a  haiiardous 
Undertaking,  asr  the  Belgian  guns  cover 
the    roads.

Important  Decision  Reached  at 
Conference  Between  Heads 
of  Railway  and  tiie  Premier, 
Sir  Richard  IVlcBride, 


Very  much  In  the  nature  of  a  gleam  oC 
sunlight  Ijreaking  unexpectedly  tliroiigli 
dark  and  lowering  clouds,  bearing  liopc 
and  encouragement  at  a  time  when  de- 
pression la  broadcast  throughout  the 
land,  cajne  an  announoement  to  'i'lm. 
Colonist  >'eslorday  that  every  arrange- 
ment has  be«n  made  to  ensure  that 
work  will  bo  prosecuted  In  the  most 
vigorous  fashion  towards  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Pacific  Great  Kastern  Riiil- 
way.  Not  a  man  will  be  laid  off;  tlio 
order  is  "full  speed  ahead." 

This  gratifying  development  in  iIil' 
grave  situation  threatening  largo  pub- 
lic undertakings  in  this  Province  as  a 
result  of  the  war,  followed  as  a  result 
of  a  conference  whidi  has  occupied  the 
better  part  of  two  days  between  Sir 
Richard  McBride  on  the  one  hand  and 
Mr.  P.  WeJch,  the  contractor  for  the, 
railway,  Mr.  .r.  W.  Stewart,  president, 
and  Mr.  D'Arcy  Tate,  \lce-p resident,  on 
the  other. 

Two   Says'   Confarenoe 

Interviewed  by  The  Colonist  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  conference,  Mr.  Tate 
said:  "The  extraordinary  and  totally 
une.vpectcd  situation  which  lias  tem- 
porarily (Usruptod  the  financial  system 
of  the  whole  world,  made  it  imperative 
Ihat  the.  heads  of  the  Paoifie  Great 
I'iastorn  should  consider  the  position  of 
the  enterprise;  and  Mr.  Welch  and  Mr. 
Stewart  came  to  Victoria.  Wo  have 
been  in  conference  with  the  Premier  for 
two   days. 

"At  the  suggestion  of  Sir  Riohard^o 
applied  ourselves  to  the  matter  of  de- 
vising ways  and  means  whereby  wo 
might  be  able  to  continue  actively  to 
prosecute  the  work  on  the  railway.  1 
am  hajppy  to  be  able  to  Bay  that,  aa  a 
result,  a  decision  has  been  reached  and 
all  arrangements  made  to  proceed  with 
the  work  as  it  nothing  had  happened. 
We  ahall,  indeed,  attack  our  task  with 
even  greater  energy.  We  have  ordered 
•full  Apeed  ahead.' 

"At  the  outset  of  our  deliberations. 
Sir  Richard  expressed  tho  opinion  that, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  bonds  had 
been  sold  and  tho  proceeds  placed  In 
the  bank  at  Vancouver,  there  was  op- 
portunity for  proceeding  uninterrupted- 
ly witii  tlio  work.  The  worklngmen,  he 
argued,  must  have  three  meals  a  day. 
Me  urged  that  this  was  no  time  for 
level-hea-ded  men  to  grow  faint-hearted; 
rather  should  they  by  their  example 
seek  to  calm  thu  business  community  of 
the  Province.  Ho  was  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  we  should  use  evcr.v  liffort, 
a.s  before,  to  push  the  entire  work  to 
an   early  completion.

"iMr.  ■^^■eIch  undertook  to  do  thi.«(,  and 
he  was  able  to  present  the  gratifying 
report  to  the  Premier  that  last  monlirs 
estimate  was  In  excess-  of  11,000,000 — 
the  largest  monthly  estimate  since  tl'.a 
commencement  of  the  undertaking.  .\t 
present  there  are  approximately  7,000 
men    employed.

OTTAWA.  Aug.  8— ,Tbe  following  of- 
fieial  st.iteiTicnt  wa.'?  Issued  by  the  Gov- 
ernment   today: 

"There  Is  no  authority  whatever  for 
the  statement  appearing  In  certain 
papers  that  the  Dominion  Government 
intends  to  forthwith  reduce  car>ltal  ex- 
penditures throughout  tl'anada.  The  ex- 
isting large  programme  of  worU«  under 
construction  will  be  mainlained.  .\'ew 
works  will  also  be  nndertakiui  from 
tlmf  to  time  as  revenues  permit  and 
^li»  Intcrnatloaal  financial  .situation 
•clcarsk.  The  IJominion'.s  present  e^- 
fellent  financial  position  Is.  duo  to  tho 
Inrffe  loan  of  125,000,000  floated  by  the 
Minister  of  Finance  in  June,  which 
could,  under  normal  conditions,  with  the 
ordinary  revenue,  have  carried  ttio  Do- 
minion until  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
revenues  for  August  have  been  keep- 
ing up  reasonably  well,  having  regard 
to  tho  interruption  of  internal  tonal 
trade." 

Tho  Government  hae  advised  the  Can- 
adian High  Commlasl-jner's  office  that 
it  stood  ready  to  advance  money  to 
Canadians  abroafi  II'  they  were  unalile 
to  obtain  money  on  their  circular  let- 
ters of  credit.  In  rpsponse  to  Its  offer, 
the  Government  has  been  ofllclally 
advised  that  no  difficulty  is  being  found 
In  cafihing  drafts  drawn  on  Canadian 
basks  Issuing  «uch  letters,  and  that  no 
special  assistance  is  necessary. 

It  Is  stated  that  tho  reason  that  ap- 
plicatoins  from  retired  naval  <pfflcers 
have  been  so  numerous  In  berause  the 
Admiralty  has  not  recorded  them  ft>r 
service,  but  they  want  to  get  back  In- 
to the  game,  however,  and  are  looking 
to  the  service  of  Canada  for  the  oppor- 
tunity.

'J'he  Government,  has  already  made  ar- 
rangements for  fulfilling  the  offer  and 
shipment  will  start  In  the  immediato  fu- 
ture. Tho  offer  was  inade  on  August 
e.  when  the  following  mcssiago  was  eent 
to  the  Imperial  Government  through 
ills  Royal  HiKhnoss,  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught: 

"My  advisers  request  me  to  Inform 
you  that  the  peo|)le  of  Canada,  through 
thftr  Government,  desire  to  offer  1,000.- 
000  bags  of  flour  as  a  gift  to  the  peoplo 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  to  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  Ills  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment and  to  he  ilaed  for  such  purposcH 
as    they    may    deem    expedient." 

Today  the  following  reply  was  re- 
ceived: 

"On  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom.  His  Majesty's  Government 
Hoeepts  with  deep  gratitude  tho  splen- 
did and  welcome  gift  of  flour  from  Can- 
ada, which  win  be  of  the  greatest  use 
for  the  steadying  of  prlceH  and  relief  of 
rtlstre.ss  in  thla  country.

Official  Account  of  Operations 
Up  to  August  5 — Three 
German  Army  Corps  Re- 
sisted by  Belgians. 


P.4RKS.  Aug.  S.  S:30  p.m.— While  the 
battle  between  the  Germans  and  tlio 
Belgians  is  «till  in  progress  around 
Llego,  and  the  final  result  Is  not  yet 
known,  an  official  detailed  account  of 
the  engagements  covering  a  period  be- 
tween August  "  and  5  was  iJsu  ^td  hero 
today. 

In  sumniarizing  the  operallon.s,  the 
account  says: 

"The  Germans  lost  o.OfiO  dead. 
Twenty-four  guns  were  captured,  and 
ono  general  was  made  prisoner.  The 
German  forces  numbered  120,000,  the 
Belgian  defenders   40,000. 

"The  German  attack  lacked' cohesion, 
while  tho  Belgians  ulllizod  their  re- 
serves with,  consumniato  success.  The 
German  artillery,  in  general,  was -badly 
supported  by  denso  attacking  columns. 
The  guns  were  badly  served  and' Inac- 
curate. 

Xilege  Forta  Intact 

"The  Belgian  forts  are  intact.  Not 
one  soldier  was  killed  and  not  o,ne 
wounded  during  the  three  hours'  bom- 
bardment of  Fort  Evagnoe,  tho  steel 
cupolat  of  wlilch  was  not  damaged. 

"The  Belgians'  flio  was  well  placed 
and  accurate,  proof  of  which  was  the 
ittstructlon  of  two  German  heavy  pieces. 
Gorman  air  craft,  to  deceive  the  Bel- 
gians,   carried    Belgian    flags," 

"Three  German  army  corps  are  well 
engaged  in  the  attack  on  Liege,  the 
sixth,  under  General  von  PrltKelwlta;,  the 
seventh,  under  General  von  Klnen,  and 
tho  tenth  under  General  von  Kmmich, 
General  von  J^mmich  has  in  addition  au- 
promo  command  of  the  three  corpa, 
known  as  the  Army  of  the  Meuse.

An  extensive  move- 
ment of  the  troops  has  already  been  ob- 
scrvtid  in  the  neighborhood  of  Huy,  and 
it  Is  presumed  that  they  intend  to  at- 
tack the  Belgian  army  beforo  the  arri- 
val  of    the   French    lelnforcements.

Official  Statement  Places  the 
Casualties  at  High  Total — 
Reports  of  Naval  Fight  in 
Adriatic  Sea, 


PAKIS.  Aug.  8. — News  of  the  first 
French  victory  of  the  war,  the  capture 
of  the  village  of  Altkirch.  in  Alsace, 
near  the  Swiss  frontier,  which  probably 
will  be  much  mors  Important  than  the 
official  announcement  Indicated,  was 
received  here  With  extraordinary  en- 
thusiasm. 

Shortly  after  the  War  Office  Issued 
the  bulletin  newsboys  rushed  through 
til''  streets  waving  leaflets  with  the 
hi'jse  h4>n<ili>t«^  "Vtot«ry-for-the-I"rench 
in  Alsace."  Observers  in  Paris  were 
piopared  to  hear  that  I  he  French  had 
been  obliged  during  the  first  days  of 
tho  fighting  to  give  way  before  the 
German  advance.  The  rejoicing  was  all 
the  greater,  therefore,  because  the  first 
important  engagement  had  been  fought 
In  German  territory  and  the  French  had 
obtained   a  footing   in    Al.sace. 

The  capture  of  Altkirch  appears  to 
have  taken  place  two  or  three  days  ago. 
Tho  French  army  has  now  penetrated 
the  enemy's  country  consl-derably  fur- 
ther. 

There  was  no  official  statement  of 
tho  losses,  but  they  are  believed  to  have 
been    heavy. 

Military  autliorltles_^  had  been  con- 
vinced that  the  French  army  would  as- 
sume the  offensive  at  tho  first  oppor- 
tunity, because  during  the  last  eight 
years  the  word,  "Oefensive"  has  dieap- 
peared  from  the  French  text  'books  on 
strategic  operations.  The  Instructions 
in  tactics  have  alTvays  been  to  go  for- 
ward.

Muelhausen  is  the.  eecond  largest 
town  of  Alsace-Lorraine,  and  lies  alxty- 
ono  miles,  to  the  southwest  of  Strass- 
burg,  the  capital.  It  became  a  free  city 
of  the  German  Emplro  in  1218.  In  tho 
ir>th  ceJitury  It  entered  Into  an  alllanca 
with  tlie  9wles,  which  lasted  until 
1738,  when  the  city  became  French.  It 
was  talccn  from  the  French  in  Septem- 
ber. 1S70,  and  was  ceded  to  Germany 
with  Alsace  In  1871.  Muelhausen  haH  a 
population  of  .about  100,000,  and  Is  tho 
principal  seat  of  the  cotton  spinniiiR  in 
Western  Germany.  Altkirch  1b  a  town 
of  4,000  people. 

Taken  by  Bayonet   Charge 

PARIS,  Aug.  8.— An  official  report 
of  the  capture  by  the  French  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Altkirch,  in  Alsace,  says  the 
French  advance  guard  a.Tlved  before 
tiio  place  before  nightfall  on  Frldj.y.

BRUSSELS,  Aug.  I.— Liege  still  holds 
out  after  another  day  of  fighting.

The  Belgian  defenders  still  hold  the 
forts,  and  although  their  Are  has  been 
blanked  at  points  of  oontaol  between 
the  lighting  forces  within  the  city, 
where  the  use  of  shell  fire  would  prove 
as  destructive  to  the  defenders  as  to  the 
Invaders,  their  efTectlveness  still  holds 
good  In  checking  reinforcements  to  the 
German   arms. 

The  fighting  In  the  atreets  of  the  city 
is  an  anachronism  of  modern  scl«ntlflc 
warfare,  going  back  to  the  primitive 
methods  of  hand-to-hand  conflict  wltli 
bayonet  charges  and  lanco  and  flabro 
thrusts.  The  execution  on  both  sides  U 
high,  and  the  roll  of  the  dead  and 
wounded  is  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
German  troop.s  were  thrown  tipon  ].,lege 
late  yesterday  afternoon.  It  was  the 
tliird  desperate  attempt  by  Gen.  von 
ICmmlch  to  capture  and  sweep  the  city. 
The  advance  wa.s  ordered  after  a  gall- 
ing fire  of  several  hours  by  eighty- 
seven  German  batteries  planted  along 
the  river  Meuse  In  a  vain  attempt  lo 
silence   the   Belgian   forts.

After  the  ainsring  of  tha  National 
Anthem,  the  Emperor  briefly  thankoil 
them  and  reiterated  his  confidence  In 
Rtisslans. 

Dnma  in  Sesalon 

In  an  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Duma  in  the  afternoon,  which  wa.s 
opened  with  a  religious  service,  Mr. 
Rodzlanko  read  the  Emperor's  mani- 
festo. Ho  asked  the  bli;s.sing  of  God 
on  the  Russian  arms,  %vhich  was  the 
signal  for  a  renewed  demonstration.  Ho 
then  proposed  that  the  House  .should 
salute  the  diplomatic  representatives  of 
the  friendly  mations.

In  the  uapilal  will  press  the  need  of 
lirovidlna  Prince  Rupert  with  a  system 
(•r   dofencf*. 

Tho  Princn  Rupert  arrived  in  Van- 
couver over  Ave  hours  ahead  of  her 
schijdulGd  time.  .Mayor  Nekton  said 
that  on  r-'rlday  thi^  captain  rocelviMl  a 
wlrelAKH  from  Vancouver  to  put  on  all 
possible  steam  anii  to  be  on  the  looiiout 
for  Gerrnan  cruisers.

■Till'  citizens  of  Prince  Rupert,"  Ilis 
Worship  continued,  "are  to  a  man 
anxious  to  assist  Canada  and  the  Km- 
pire  during  the  present  crlHl.«i.  Many 
men  are  anxious  to  go  lo  lOuropo  and 
figlit  under  tho  British  flag.  Politics 
liavt;  been  forKolten,  and  all  parties  and 
classes  arc  united.

Kleven  years  ago,  "rbbitic."  the  fii- 
mou.s  military  correspondent  Ot  The 
TIme.s,  published  a  book  which  attract- 
ed wide  attention  In  Kngkind.  The 
booiv,  which  was  callo«l  "Modern  War- 
fare," dealt  chiefly  with  an  Imaginary 
t;ampaign  wliich  was  carried  on  as  a  re- 
sult of  war  between  tho  British  iCmplre 
and  Germany.  The  steps  leading  up  to 
the  war  were  outlined  and  the  whole 
campaign  was  described  in  detail,  end- 
ing with  the  ultimate  imcomlltional 
surrender  of  tlie  German  nation  to  the 
terms  of  Great  Britain.  The  early 
chapters  of  this -book,  read  In  the  light 
of  recent  event.*;,  form  the  most  astound- 
ly  accurate  prophecy  of  what  has  actu- 
ally taken  place.  "Ublque"  suppose.^ 
that  the  war  will  take  place  In  the  year 
1905.  and  In  this  he  is,  of  course,  sonif 
years  astray,  but  he  places  General 
(now  Field  Jiarshal)  French  at  the 
head  of  the  X^uglish  expeditionary  force 
and  Earl  Kitcherter  as  Secretary  of 
War.  The  steps  which  led  up  to  the 
war  arc  outlined  in  tho  identical  man- 
ner In  which  they  have  actually  oc- 
ciirretf,  Portions  of  this  remarkable 
l)rophccy  arc  here  reproduced,  not  only 
because  they  foreshadow  what  has 
actually  occurred  in  the  last  few  days, 
but  because  they  contain  interesting  de- 
tails of  the  steps  which  must  be  takon 
when  auch  a  fofce  a«  England  in  now 
iicndlu^  to  Belgium   taUes  the  field: 

To  mobilize  inciins  to  prepare  an 
arniy  for  fighting  by  bringing  it  up  to 
wiir  strength  in  men  and  horses,  and 
providing  it  with  ammunition  and 
stores. 

This  is  .a  very  import.int  pii-ce  of 
Avork;  for  <Uirlng  peace  time  tho  differ- 
ent parts  of  an  army  are  only  kept 
at  "peace  strength,"  wlilch  in,  as  a  rule, 
far  h<dow  the  *ilrength  at  which  it 
should  enibark  for  active  service.  A 
battery  of  fU-ld  artillery,  for  example, 
requires  from  thirty  to  fifty  addition- 
al men,  and  from  eighty  lo  lllO  horses, 
to  ibring  It  up  to  "war  strength.'*  Homo 
parts  of  an  army.  In  fact,  do  not  exist 
at  all  In  peace  time,  as,  for  Instance, 
tho  "ammunition  columns,"  which  carry 
an  army's  spare  ammunition. 

In  order  to  make  mobilization  as 
rapid  a«  po.'wlble,  and  to  prevent  anj' 
hitcli  occurring,  very  careful  plans  are 
made  Iti  peace  tttno.  To  show  you  how 
thesn  plans  are  carried  out,  I  will  de- 
vscrlbe  the  way  in  which  one  of  the  In- 
fantr.v  battalions  of  the  1st  Army  Corps 
mobilizes.  The  method  adopted  differs 
slightly  from  that  In  which  cavalry, 
artillery,  and  other  branches  of  the 
army  mobilize,  but  In  its  main  points 
it  is   much   the  same. 

I  will  take  an  an  example  the  2nd 
Mncoln  Regiment,  which  means  the 
2nd  Battalion  of  th^i  Lincolnshire  Reg- 
iment, tho  old  10th  Fool.  The  battalion 
Is  stationed  at  Aldershot  when  war  Is 
declared    against   Germany. 

It  la  the  morning  of  this  eventful 
July  1.  The  general  commanding 
the  3rd  Division,  to  which  the  L.ln- 
colns  belong,  has  just  come  in  from 
an  early,  before-breakfaac  rldo,  and  In 
dtamotir.tlng  at  his  dooratep,  whon  a 
telegram  Is  handed  to  him  contaiDing 
the  word  "moblllie."  In  five  inin^tea 
the  general's  telephone  la  hard  at  work, 
and  ordm-lles  are  dashing  out  with  of- 
ficial blue  envelopes.  Th«  macninery 
for  mobilising  the  3rd  Division — care- 
fully oiled  and  kept  In  order  during 
peace  time — has  been  set  In  motion. 

The  Llncolns  have  been  out  drilling 
on  a  broad  stretch  of  green  turf  near 
their  barrarka,  and  are  returning  home. 
As  the  companies  form  up  o-  the  par- 
ade-ground, an  orderJy  hand'*  the 
colonel    one    of    those    blue     snrelvyea  '

Th<».  first 
Ihlnjr  to  do  la  to  telegraph  to  two  of 
the  offlcerH  who  are  on  lyave,  and  to 
several  men  on  furlough,  to  rejoin  at 
once.  Then  every  one  In  the  battalion 
Is  Inspected  by  a  medical  officer,  to  see 
If  he  is  fit  for  acllve  service.  When 
thle  l.s  done,  the  colonel  telegraphs  to 
the  War  Office,  elating  tho  number  of 
men  he  r*>ciulres  lo  bring  the  Llncolnn 
up   lo    war   .strength. 

In  peace  lime  the  full  strength  of  a 
battalion  Is  only  881  of  all  ranks,  and 
IhlH  1h  generally  reduced  by  Blcknc»8 
and  other  cauaes,  ao  that  from  230  to 
2B0  men  are  required  to  bring  It  up 
to  It-s  war  dtrenglh  of  1.120  officers 
and  men.  These  are  made  up  of  reserv- 
ists— that  18.  men  who  have  enlisted 
for  twelve  years,  and  after  serving 
tor  Bcvnn  with  the  battalion,  have  gone 
into  the  reserve  for  tTle  remaining 
five. 

An  officer  whose  duty  It  is  to  pay 
these  roaerviats  keeps  their  addresses, 
and  when  he  receives  the  order  to  mobil- 
ize, he  sends  eacti  man  a  letter  telling 
him  where  to  go,  a  postal  oMer  for 
lhre«  shillings,  and  a  "traveling  war- 
rant." This  last  la  a  printed  piece,  of 
pepor,  by  presenting  which  at  a  railway 
booking  office  a  soldier  obtains  a  free 
ticket.  The  railway  company  after- 
wards recovers  the  money  from  the  Oov- 
ernment.

The  eon.Htruetlon  of  Mils,  wltl'h  W«a 
iliseovereii  only  a  very  !«hort  time  before 
It  wa.H  eompletod.  although  il  took  two 
years  to  hiilld,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
aehievements  among  pufcl.y  strntegieal 
rallwayti  of  our  time.  Here  the  pros- 
peels  of  a  remunerative  traffic  are,  ab- 
solutely nil.  A  curious  traveler  can 
have  a  jvliole  rail  war  lo  himself,  npart 
from  officials  and  soldiers,  hut  It  Will 
enable  fJerman  troops  lo  be  moveil  with 
great  I'aiiidity  and  Hoereey  from  Bonn 
and  the  llhlne  as  well  as  from  (Cologne 
arul  Alx-la-i'happelle  to  the  undpfemlc.l 
part  of  the  Belgian:  frontier.  Immenio 
sidings  have  been  provided  at  .funker- 
ath,  Slttdkyall  and  Weywert/,  and  all 
the  Intermediate  stations  are  equlppail 
with  sidings,  reservoirs. '  turntables,  etc., 
sufficient  to  cope  witii  a  hundred  trains 
following   In   rapid   .succession.

A  fine  CaiiaOlan  clti/.m,  an  ardent 
Imperialist,  and  one  of  the  most  widely 
known  military  men  In  the  Donilnlon. 
passed  away  very  suddenly  at  Shaw- 
nlgan  Lake,  on  Friday  evening,  in  the 
lierson  of  Col.  Henry  C.  Rogers,  a  res- 
ident of  Victoria  for  over  three  year.«i. 
One  of  hl3  last  acts  was  to  bid  good- 
iiye  to  a  son  who  sailed  on  the  Kmpresa 
of  Russia  to  Join  hi.s  regiment  in  India. 

Col.  Koger.s  was  born  in  Oral'ton, 
Ont..  on  .Tilly  ]8,  1S39.  When  quitp  a 
young  man  he  went  to  Peterborough, 
whoro  the  earlier  years  of  his  life  were 
spent  in  Jictlve  buslne-SB  pursuits,  prior 
to  hie  accepting  the  postmastershlp  of 
tile  city,  whioh  position  he  held  for  no 
less  than   thirty-seven  years. 

Col.  Rogers  had  a  very  interesting 
military  career.  He  first  joined  the 
militia,  in  1883.V  in  the  PetcrhOrough 
IZifle  Co..  and  "in  ISS6,  a.s  lieutenant, 
was  one  of  the  fot-ce  In  the  field  at 
the    time    of    the    Fenian    raid. 

After  .  the  raid,  when  the  57th  Bat- 
talion of  Infantry  was  orgHnixed,  he 
look  the  post  of  captain  of  Xo.  1  Com- 
pany, which  conimi.s.ilon  he  held  until 
1S72,  when  he  retired  with  the  rank  of 
major.  Then  he  organized  "C"  troop, 
Tliird  Canadian  Dragoons,  of  which 
troop  he  was  captain.  He  wa«  lieu- 
tenant-colonel and  second  in  command 
of  the  Third  Dragoons  for  twenty-three 
year.s,  and  in  1S95  took  command  of  the 
rpglmont.  retiring  in  1S99,  on  reaching 
the  agi>  limit.  He  possessed  Fenian 
raid    and    long    .service    medals. 

I'pon  hts  relinriuishing  the  postrrii-st- 
trship  of  Peterborous-h  in  1903,  Col. 
lloger.s  removed  to  Victoria  to  Join  his 
children,  hi.s  wife  accompanying  hlin. 
Thfe- latter  prcdecea.sed  him  about  a  year 
ago.  He  at  once  became  one  of  the 
most  cntlnislastic  fidmlrer.s  of  Vic- 
toria, and  to  the  day  of  his  death  took 
the  keenest  Interest  in  military  mat- 
lf•r^7.  Ho  wa.s  one  of  the  m^sl  valued 
incrnlit-r-s   of    the    Canadian    Club. 

Col.  Itogers  had  been  staying  for  'the 
.Sumnii  r  month«  at  Shawnigan,  with  Jlr. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  Itoliurtaon.  He  had 
come  down  to  Victoria  early  in  the 
week  to  bid  jroodbye  to  his  son,  Capt. 
G.  H.  Kogcra,  of  the  Indian  Arjijjy,  who 
nn  Thursday  left  on  the  Kmpress  of 
Russia   to   join    his   India    reglhiont.

The 
color  tendency  Is  very  largely  for  soft, 
dark  tones. 

There  are  really  two  distinct  types  of 
coats.

Intervlewod  by  The  Colonlsl  yester- 
day, Mr.  John.son  explained  that,  whll« 
this  waa  his  first  visit  to  British  Co- 
in inbia'.  he  had  for  a  long  tiinu  beeji 
much  itriprossc-d  with  tlio  frull-Biowlns 
capabilities  of  Hrltish  CoUimbla.  as  it 
wa.s  admitted  tliat  tho  fruit  prodticod 
here  was  not  yurpa.sswl  by  llie  product 
of  any    other   .-icctlon   of    the   wurlJ.

book  of  mobollzatlon,  and  return  to 
Francii  by  the  shortest  route  without 
waiting  an  Individual  call.  Those  who 
may  not  have  the  means  to  start  on 
the  Journey  will  receive  a  Railway 
tlclvet  at  the  nearest  Hallway  Station 
on  showing  the  .-allway  orriclal  thetr 
military  book  for  mobilization  and  will 
pre.vent  themselves  at  the  General  Con- 
sulate at  Montreal,  wher<!  they  will 
have  to  establish  their  lack  of  means  to 
rojoln  their  corp.s,  and  where  (hey  w-ill 
receive  Instructions.  Tliose  Frenchmen 
who  are  subject  to  the  ordfr  of  mobi- 
lization and  who  find  tliemselves  In  the 
position  Just  referred  to,  will  await  be- 
fore  leaving  for  Montreal  another  ad- 
vice which  will  be  sliortly  published  In 
the  newspapers  hy  the  Consular  Au- 
thorlty.

No  lime  was  lost  in  taking  action  fol- 
lowing the  splendidly  enthusiastic  m.isa 
mf-eting  at  the  Royal  Vloloria  Theat.-.j 
of  Friday  evening.  Yesterday  morniui; 
ll-sts  were  opened  at  the  local  new.spapcr 
offices,  and  already  tlie  response  has 
been  exceedingly  generous.  The  Daugh- 
ters of  the  lOmpiro  had  young  ladles 
selling  "buttonhole"  bouquets  on  the 
streets,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  "l„i 
devoted  to  the  fund.

Tlie   city   has  already    made  a  grant   for 
that   purpose,   hut   no  «tart   on    the  erec- 
tion of  the  building  lias  yet  been   made, 
and    it    is    felt    that     this     year's     grant 
might    well   stand    over,  until   next   year. 
Unlil   another   session    of    the    bridge 
committee   is  held   no  report   will   be  be- 
fore  the  Council  as  such  relative  to   the 
proposed    Jolinson    .Street    bridge.        The 
question   of   the  cost  of  the   Interlocking 
switch  for  the  lines  of  the  B.  C.  Electric 
Company   and    K.   &   N.   Company    to    tlio 
west   of   the  proposed  bridge  is   now  be- 
ing considered.     It  is  liopcd   by  the  city

Mr.  H.  R.  MacMIUan,  Chief  Forester, 
has  Issued  the  following  official  state- 
ment explanatory  of  the  fire  situation 
In  the  timber  areas  in  British  Colum- 
bia: 

Natural  conditions  liave  this  Bummer 
been  mora  favorable  to  forest  fires  in 
Older  British  Columbia,  the  disfrlct 
south  of  the  railway  belt,  than  in  any 
other  previous  Summer  In  ten  years. 
There  have  been  clglit  weeks  of  drought, 
during  which  hot  days,  hot  nights  and 
high  winds  have  dried  timber  and  vege- 
tation, fanned  sparks  and  carried  flames 
beyond  control  In  an  Instant. 

The  .irest  dangei  lias,  fortunately, 
been  apparent  to  everyone.  Land  clear- 
ing operations,  campers,  construction 
works,  railroads  liave  been  kept  under 
careful  watch  by  private  citizens,  tim- 
ber owners  and  forest  guards.  During 
June  more  fires  were  extinguished  by 
forest  officers  in  dangerous  distrlcl.s 
than  had  occurred  all  last  Summer.  In 
July,  as  conditions  grew  worse,  th* 
patrol  staff  was  increased.  Towards 
the  end  of  July,  as  the  whole  country 
became  extremely  inflammable,  await- 
ing only  a  spark,  special  warning  was 
sent  forest  officers  to  «eo  that  all  t\re.-i 
wore  Immodiatcly  extinguished  and 
dangerous   operations   suspended. 

The  precautions  taken  were  well  Jus- 
tified. .Many  fires  escaped  control,  and 
were  only,  by  the  wholesale  employ- 
ment of  men,  by  loggers,  railway  com- 
panies and  the  Forest  Branch,  kept 
from  doing  serious  damage.  Fires  have 
gained  a  flying  start  on  the  slash  re- 
sulting from  the  past  few  years  log- 
ging. For  two  weeks  over  3,000  men 
and,  on  throe  occasions,  special  trains 
have  been  employed  restricting  fires  to 

-lugtfed^uvBr  araag. The   qfforta  have 

been  successful  except  In  '■i%itra  In- 
stances. The  worst  fire  loss  'has  been 
at  Bull  nivcr,  whore  two  flr^s.  starling 
from  logging  eamp.s,  swept  simul- 
taneously through  sla.sh.  surrounded 
500  flre-fightcrs,  with  great  loss  of  tim- 
ber and,  it  is  feared,  l.^.ss  „f  Jife. 
Another  fire,  starting  from  railroad 
construction,  destroy..,]  VHltiabie  timber 
in  the  .Slmilkameen  Valley.  Many  fires 
in  slashings  are  still  unextinguished. 
A  continuance  of  dry  weather  will  re- 
sult Jn  further  lo.ss  of  timber,  in  .spite 
of  the  efforts  of   the   |-orost   Branch. 

Th.r  prevention  of  forest  fires  Is  every 
citizen's  duty.  Kvcryonc  Is  urged  to  be 
careful  with  fire  In  or  near  wo.kIh  un- 
til the  dry  .Summer  season  has  passed. 
An  announcnment  of  the  dejtructlon 
win  be  issued  in  a  few  wcek.s.

The  Bishop  of  Columbia  has  issued 
the  following  special  circular  to  the 
clergy  of  the  diocese; 

"At  this  time  of  unusual  anxiety,  per- 
plexity and  strain,  while  wiirs  and  ru- 
mors of  wars  arc  hourly  in  the  thought.i 
and  on  th.;.  lips  of  all  men,  the  bishop 
arks  the  clergy  of  this  diocese  to  pray 
ccnstantly.  both  in  the  public  services 
and  in  their  private  devotions.  tliat 
peace  may  be  ruslored.  He  desires  to 
associate  himself  witli  the  message  is- 
sued by  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury 
and  Yorl;,  and  to  emphasize  it  by  call- 
ing the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  peo- 
ple to  the  words:  'It  is  necessary 
above  all  things  that  wc  remind  our- 
selves of  Him  Wlio  is  not  only  King  of 
all  the  earth  but  also  a  very  present 
help  in  trouble.  The  Prayer  Book  Is 
rich  In  prayers  for  peace,  and  with  lit- 
tle care  the  people  at  such  a  time  inay 
be  made  to  foe!  the  fresh  and  nving- 
significance  and  point  of  the  familiar 
wonls.

"Recessional  Hymn"  will  be  used  in 
most  of  the  Angelican  churches  at  to- 
daj'^s   services. 

Other  arrangements  for  the  day  In- 
clude a  united  prayer  meeting  which  Is 
to  bo  held  In  the  V.  M.  C.  A.  gymna- 
sium' this  afternoon.  Among  those  tak- 
ing part  are  the  Very  Rev.  Dean  Doull, 
the,  Rev.  J.  G.  Inkster,  Dr.  C.  T.  Scott, 
Rev.  T.  W.  Gladstone.

— H«ra  hae  )>«^«»n  a  familiar 
tlgure,  not  only  In  religious  gatherings, 
but  on  the  streets  and  In  the  homes 
of  the  sick,  the  atnicted  and  the  ovcr- 
liurdenod,  while  Iho  lonely  or  tht?  alnful 
found    In    lier   a    helper   and    comforter. 

Th.  viKoiHuis  figure,,  thfj  kindly  hut 
Mioiig  and  iHinoit  face  ■v\'ith  its  setting 
of  white  hair,  Invited  a  conlidence  that 
w.Ts  never  inisplac-od.  Perhaps  tin; 
pl.'iin  dark  blue  niiifoiin  with  it.s  riuaint 
bonnet  helped  to  attract  the  utt-entlon 
of  those  who  needed  such  aid  a:>  a 
good  w-oni.'in  could  give,  and  to  show- 
that  Its  wejirer  was  always  about  her 
iiaster's  'busiliess. 

Miss  KUlott  ,who  was  Imrn  ncy.v 
l^otcrUorongli,  (fntiiriti,  received  iKr 
training  In  Toronto,  and  eame  to  Vic- 
toria frbra  Fort  WHlltun.  Her  ihrce- 
year.-s'  term  expired  a  year  ago.  but 
Conference  granted,  at  the  retni'ssl  of 
Victoria  Methodists,  an  extension  of 
her  term.  Now  Mls.n  KUiott  goes  bat;k 
to  Kort  William,  the  congregation  she 
loft  there  having  made  a  ^^pecIal  re- 
quest that  she  should  bi-  -sent  again  to 
labor  among  them.  While  kei-nly  ap- 
preeiatlng  the  honor  and  accepting  the 
decision  of  the  church  ■  authorities,  nnci 
while  rejoicing  to  return  to  old  frlemls, 
iMiss  lOlUott  Ih  still  a  staunch  supporter 
of    the    Itinerant    system.

Kach  of  these 
wonwn  must  be  prepared  to  cure  for 
the  new-born  babe,  or  to  minLster  to 
the  aged  and  inOrm.  .She  must  be  pre- 
pared. If  necessary,  to  go  into  tlie 
kitchen  and  prepare  a  meal,  or  tukc 
iier  place,  at  th*  wash  ttib  of  the  over- 
tired,   hysterical    mother. 

.\S  Miss  rcillott  talked  i;  \mi«  .|, -y 
to  see  that  lu-r  keen  sen.sc  of  liuinor, 
as  well  as  her  ready  synipathy,  en- 
abled Ibis  UeaconesH  to  be  cspoclall.v 
effectlv(!  in  lightening  those  homely 
burdens  wbieh  are  often  too  much  for 
wives  and  niolhcrs.  It  Is  not  given  to 
every  woman  to  be  at  once  earnest  and 
merry,  but  Miss  TOUIott  has  trained 
herself  to  look  on  tho  bright  side  of 
things  and  to  see  the  best  in  f\  ■■i-y- 
body. 

Among  the  young,  espeiiollv  the  girls, 
every  Deaconess  ntust  be  ready  to  labor. 
In  the  Simday  school  the  seed  Is  sow-n. 
Miss  ICHbiit  Ih  a  great  ibullever  In 
education.  1  r  a  girl  I»  Wisely  guided 
and  warned  of  the  daiigers  thni  awnir 
her.  If  she  Is  sui'rounded  with  good 
inlluetiees  iind  insplri-d  by  true  ri'llglon, 
she  may  go  out  Into  the  world  In  <'on- 
fld<'nce.  It  is  in  this  work  of  pteven- 
tlon  that  aJl  good  women  should  en- 
gage. Young  girts,  iVllss  lilllott  thinks, 
arc  longing  for  tho  help  of  big  sisters. 
Yet  It  Is  not  only  tho  innocent  chll- 
di'eii  that  arousr'  the  InlercHt,  awaken 
the  sympathy  and  <'ull  forth  the  Io\e 
and  tendt-rnosa  of  this  big-hearted 
woman.  The  girl  who  has  lost  her 
way  Is  sougnt  by  her  and  cured  for  and 
tenrlcd.  She  lias  much  to  say  of  the 
heroic  struggles  made  by  many  a. 
woman  of  whom  the  world  stiys  hard 
things  and  is  warm  In  her  appreciation 
of  the  .lucccss  which  some  of  thi-se 
liavo   won. 

Then  there  are  others,  men  as  well 
as  women,  who  have  fallen  under  the 
spell  of  drink,  whom  the  IVeaconess  Is 
calleil  upon  to  help,  OP  this  side  of 
hor  work  Miss  bJlliott  speaks  with 
o|itimlsni.  .She  believes  that  love, 
bnnuin  inid  divine,  I?  able  to  effect  re- 
form, and,  hi  her  experience,  this  has 
often  been  done.  There  Is  nothing  of 
the  "stand  aside,  I  am  holler  than 
thou"  In  the  attitude  of  the  Deaconess 
towards  those  who  have  been  overcome 
In  this  way.  hut,  at  the  same  tlm<>, 
she  is  emphatic  In  declaring  that  the 
women,  especially  the  yotmg  woman, 
who.  uses  Intoxicants  habitually  Is  In 
great  danger. 

It  must  not  be  tlionght  that  the 
whole  life  of  a  Deiiconess  Is  taken  up 
with  such  duti'es.  In  the  religious 
work  of  the  church,  there  Is  comfort 
and  refreshment.  After  a  day  spent 
in  the  city  the  meeting  together  with 
Christian  peppin  In  various  classes  or 
societies  Is  not  only  a  rest,  but  *n 
inspiration.  Miss  Klliott  1*  •specially 
pleased  with  her  mission  circle,  a  band 
of  girls  which  has  not  onl.v  done  tnuch 
charitable  work,  but  has   raieed,  dtirlng

Old  Nanaimo  Miner  'Gave 
Great  Wrestling  Champion 
a  Terrific  Tussle  for  Honors 
— Won  First  Fall, 


If  you  would  ask  Frank  Gotch,  the 
world's  champion  wrestler,  what  was 
the  hardest  tussle  of  his  career,  his 
memory  would  doubtless  rove  'oack  over 
scores  of  terrific  combats  on  the  n;at 
to  his  struggle  with  Dan  McLeod  at 
Vancouver,  B.  C,  a  decade  ago.  August 
R.  li'OI.  The  Iowa  fai-iner  had  tri- 
umphed over  Tom  Jenkins,  ,Ilm  Farr 
and  I'^arnier  Burns,  and  stood  at  the  top 
of  the  heap  In  the  wrestling  game. 
There  was  Ju.-^t  one  weak  point  in  his 
record  that  had  not  been  wiped  out  by 
victory,  and  that  was  his  defeat  by 
I>an  .McLeod  at  Luverne,  In.,  in  ISJi!). 
It  i.s  true  that  when  Frank  first  strug- 
gled with  McLeod  he  was  a  novice  at 
the  game,  and,  even  so,  .McLeod  had 
fotmd  the  Hawkeyc  State  man  tho 
hardest  customer  he  had  ever  mcst.  In- 
deed, Dan  openly  declared  after  the 
bout  that  Gotch.  If  he  took  care  of  him- 
self .-jr.d  trained  proi)erly,  had  the  mak- 
ings of  a  world-beater.  It  was  a  dif- 
ferent Gotch  who  faced  Dan  In  the 
arena  at  Vancouver  on  that  August  day 
In  1904.  Ho  was  champion,  supremely 
confident  and   trained    to   the  :n:nutc. 

The  big  crowd  favored  McLeod.  as  ho 
had  been  a  miner  at  Xanaimo  before 
he  took  to  tJie  mat.  .Scores  of  his  old 
friends  of  his  mining  days  cheered  Dan 
as  he  cnicrc:<I  tlie  gladiatorial  arena, 
and  wagered  their  lust  cent  on  their 
former  champion.  At  that,  they  came 
mighty  near  winning,  and  Gotch  liad  a 
narrow  escape  from  losing  bis  new 
crown.  No  more  sensational  mat  battle 
was  ever  witnessed.  Tho  first  en- 
counter was  hair-raising  from  start  to 
finish.  JIcLcod  sent  the  Iowa  man 
down  within  a  minute  or  two,  and  ro- 
■peated  a  little  later,  while  the  miners 
raised  the  roof  with  their  cheers.  Fight- 
ing like  Roman  gladiators  who  bad 
their  lives  at  stake,  the  men  wrestled 
on  for  a  little  more  than  half  an  ho\ir, 
when  the  cliamplon  found  his  shoulders 
pinned  to  the  mat.  .nnd  Dan  arose  to 
receive    the    plaudits    of    the   crowd. 

And  plaudits  they  were,  too!  Pande- 
monium rrlgnod — to  coin  an  original 
phrase — but  the  cheers  soon  died  out, 
for,  when  McLeod  came  up  for  the 
.second  bout  it  was  soon  observed  that 
he  was  shaky  on  his  pine.  Dan  was  an 
old  timer  at  tho  game,  and,  compared 
with  Gotch,  an  old  man.  Youth  had  to 
bo  served,  and,  altiiough  ihc  veteran 
labored  valiantly,  and  at  one  time  came 
near  to  pinning  Gotch  to  the  mat  again, 
liie  second  bout  ended  In  Gotch's  favor! 
The  third  cnoountcr  was  comparativoiy

His  winning  of  tho  Knglish  champion- 
ship from  the  enormous  field  entered 
and  his  victory  over  his  own  team- 
mate, Wilding  hlm.9elf,  .jumped  his  stock 
to  the  high-water  mark,  and  once  more 
he  is  looked  upon  as  the  kIng-pin  of 
the  tennis  world.  So  far  as  can  oe 
seen,  McLoughlln  is  about  the  only 
American  who  can  have  very  high  hopes 
of  stopping  him.

The  first  instance  of  Japanese  UneS 
benelitirtg  by  the  withilrawal  of  trans- 
pacific steamships  for  naval  service  will 
be  apparent  on  Tuesday  next,  when  the 
Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha  liner  Awa  Maru 
clears  this  port  for  ports  in  the  Far 
Kast.  Kvory  available  berth  in  all 
classes  has  been  booked  In  advance, 
and  tho  Victoria  agents  are  now  unable 
to  guarantee  pa.ssago.  although  three 
days  have  to  elapse  before  the  Awa 
Maru  puts  to  sea. 

The  Awa  has  accommodation  for 
about  thirty  cabin  passengers,  and  this 
space  has  all  been  taken  up  in  Seattle. 
Ifer  .steerage  accommodation  will  also 
bo  full  up,  as,  in  addition  to  a  big  list 
from  Puget  Sound,  the  Awa  will  take 
out  about  150  Chinese  and  Hindus  from 
Victoria  and  Vancouver,  all  of  whom 
will  board  the  vessel  at  the  Outer 
Docks.

The  record  dasli  by  motor  traction 
from  .ShefHetd  to  thi.>  i:ust  Coust  by  the 
AVest  Riding  Terrltoiiul  Battery  of 
Royal  Horso  .\rtillevy.  at  tho  beginning 
of  .lul\',  created  a  greal  iiiilu-cssion  in 
military  circles  in  ICnglund.  it  Is  gen- 
erally agreed  that  liuri  I'iizyvilllam's  ex- 
periment will  glvu  a  cousidurublt  im- 
petus to  tho  military  aiiplicallona  of  mo- 
tor traction. 

Interviewed  by  a.  reiiresentative  of 
The  London  Standard,  Colonel  Sir  lOd- 
ward  Ward,  ox-Seerelnry  of  the  AVar 
Ofllcc,  who  was  present  during  the 
demonstration,  oxpres.'^ed  bis  •delight 
with  tho  result.  "Although  It  must  not 
bfl  Interpreted  that  1  consider  the  pres- 
ent shortage  of  horaes  to  be  of  no  mo- 
ment,'" he  said,  "I'^arl  l-*itviwilliajn*s  ex- 
periment lias  shown  that  we  have  In  all 
parts  of  tlie  country  haulago  power 
which.  even  mi  rough  grountl, 
can        be  made         to  take  the 

places  of  horses  in  an  emer- 
gency. AVhat  struck  mc  most  about  the 
niot<u  side  of  the  feat  was  the  steadi- 
ness of  the  cars  acting  as  tractors. 
There  was  no  swinging  on  tho  load,  and 
they  hauled  the  guns  into  action  on  tho 
field  at  Clcethorpes  exactly  as  tr.ninod 
liorseti  would  have  done.  The  facts 
that  there  was  not  a  single  breakdown 
on  the  road  ami  that  tho  brakes  upon 
the  cars  were  sufficieirt  to  ludd  the 
guns  and  limbers  on  the  hlll.s  spouk 
well  for  the  motors  and  for  tho  gun 
wheels.  I  bcliove  I  am  right  In  say- 
ing," he  added  ,"thar  guns  and  Umbers 
have  never  before  been  driven  at  so 
greal  a  pace."

advantii.gf.  "(Jnc  or  more  of  ihe  spare 
clias.'^is,"  he  said,  ■"could  haio  lieen  de- 
tailed for  scouting  puriJose.s,  and  cars 
cajialjlc  of  lrii\idiug  at  -sixty  inllea  sin 
hour  would  not  be  long  in  tinding  a  sut- 
Isf.ictory  crossing.  A  detour  of  .lifteeu 
miles  to  an  untouchc<l  bridge  north  or 
south  of  the  original  route  would  riol 
have  fatigued  the  mo.tors  as  It  .would 
ha>-e  fatigued  horses.  A  delay  of  an 
liour  or  two  niigiit  have  resulted,  but 
not  of  one  or  two  days." 

Tiie  feeling  in  military  circles  is  that 
the  AVar  (Jffice  will  be  well  advised  to 
see  how-  far  they  can  enrol  the  Inter- 
e.«!t  of  the  great  motor  mnnufactiiring 
firms  in  the  Midlands.  It  Is  calculated 
that  an  attacliiiient  suitable  for  hitching 
llmherr  and  wagons  to  motor  eiiassis 
can  be  mode  for  a  few  shillings,  and 
that  In  many  esses  It  could  be  fixed  in 
position  in  live  minutes.  Thero  are  sev- 
eral batteries  of  artillery  in  the  :Mld- 
lands  whicli  would  have  to  take  circuit- 
ous routes  to  reach  the  coast.  By  call- 
ing Into  service  the  chassis  In  stock  at 
the  several  motor  works,  or  a  number  of 
private  cars  siilisldizcd  for  the  purpose, 
an  important  lu-oblem  In  the  defence  of 
the  country  under  emergency  conditions 
wmild   bo  s<dvcd.

This  Is  the  View  Put  Forward 
at  the  Convention  of  Can- 
adian Clubs  at  Vancouver 
— Interesting  Addresses. 


The  fact  that  all  parts  of  Canada 
should  stand  together  on  fjuesllons  af- 
foctlng  them  Jill,  such  as  the  Oriental 
problem,  was  the  sentiment  expressed 
In  the  speeches  and  reports  of  Provin- 
cial vice-presidents  read  at  the  first 
session  of  the  sixth  annual  convention 
of  the  Associated  Canadian  Clubs  at 
Vancouver  on  Tuesday.  All  tho  speak- 
ers emphasized  the  fact  that  this  coun- 
try cannot  afford  to  take  the  attitude 
that  the  problems  of  one  aectlon  do 
not  concern   the  whole. 

At  the  eonimenccm'ent  of  the  sesslou 
Players  for  world-wide  peace  and  for 
the  success  of  the  sixth  annual  con- 
vention were  offered  by  Right  Rev.  A. 
V.  de  Penoler,  Lord  Bishop  of  New 
SN  estminster. 

Referring  to  the  present  trouble  In 
Murope.  Rev.  Principal  John  Mackuy, 
piesident  of  the  Associated  Canadian 
Clubs,  said  that  even  while  they  re- 
giVlled  the  circumstances  under  which 
they  mot,  they  must  go  un  with  their 
task. 

The  fir.st  paper  was  by  Itcv.  Princi- 
pal Mackay.  entitled.  "The  r^aciflc  Ocean 
in  the  Twentieth  Century."  It  wa.i,  he 
SMiid,  declared  many  years  ago  tliat  the 
.Psiclflc  Ocean  wouhl  be  the  theati'c  of 
the  world's  greatest  events  and  up- 
tieavals,  The  British,  he  declared, 
never  realized  the  importance  of  llio 
Pacific  and  ullowed  tho  Alaskan  '"Pan- 
handle" and  the  Hawaiian  Islands  to 
ppss  from   under  her   control. 

To  British  Columbia,  he  sal4,  the 
PiiClfh-  should  have  a  mighty  mining. 
1-lere  could  he  offered  homes  for  10.000,- 
ocn  neople,  and  the  Pacific  Coaat  can 
I  1  adc  a  great  centre  of  Anglo-Saxon 
civilisation. 

fiangera  in  Pacific 

"The  Pacific  also  brings  Us  dangers*" 
he  Bald.  "^,"6  In  this  ProAMtice  are 
brought  face  to  face  with  ihe  Orient 
with  Us  complex  problems.  It  Is  time 
for  the  people  of  flic  Dominion  to  de- 
clare what  their  eitiaonshlp  will  consist" 
of,  whether  it  will  consist  of  a  ruling 
class,  with  OrientaLs  acting  as  serfs 
wiio  wore  unable  10  speak  our  language 
tind  accustom  tiiemsclves  to  our  laws, 
or  a   homogeneous  civlllaatlon. 

"Wc  must  try  and  co-operate  with  the 
Orientals,"  said  Dr,  Mackay,  "bat  their 
ordinary  citizens — mind,  l  do  nut  n.dVr 
to  their  educnied  class — do  not  know  us 
well  enough  to  govern  us.  Kveryone 
wno  comes  to  thi.s  country  and  be- 
comes a  citizen  of  It  becomes  a  gover- 
nor. The.\  differ  from  iis  .so  radically 
that  assimilation  with   us  is  not  safe." 

"What  we  should  do  Is  wljat  wo  ex- 
pec.t  them  to  do  to  us,"  ho  continued, 
"Arrangements  should  be  made  where- 
by scholars,  teachers  and  merehanls 
should  be  allowed  in  for  certain  slate<l 
periods,  but  the  mass  of  the  people 
.Hliould  be  excluded.  We  do  not  want 
Ihe  masses  here  any  more  Hian  they  do, 
and  it  Is  the  duty  of  our  legislators 
reasonably  to  reslricl  even  If  we  do  not 
prohibit  their  entry   to  this  country," 

He  referred  to  the  growth  of  tlii» 
various  Asiatic  races  and  South  America 
and  the  excellent  opportunities  off^-red 
to  Canadian  merchants  and  manufHc- 
turcrs  for  trade.  These  onportunltlcj 
should  be  taken  advautago  of  by  Cana- 
dians,  he  declared.

were  very  influential  in  molding  the 
tastes  and  the  character  of  their  read- 
ers. These  two  papers  were  the  grain 
In  a  heap  of  chaff  of  wortliless  and  al- 
most debauching  periodicals  that  Virro 
nevertheless  tho  only  food  of  tho 
inas.ses.  The  now  melhod  of  reading 
was  generating  a  fresh  deeire  for  news, 
and  In  course  of  time  this  demand  was 
met  by  the  halfpenny  press.  In  Can- 
ada, where  the  best  papers  sell  for  Ic, 
It  Is  not  easy  to 'understand  the  con- 
tempt   with    which    British    critics    of   a 


few  years  ago  spoke  of  the  halfpenny 
pres.s.  Ho.wffver,  In  the  .Souili  Afrlcaji 
"War  The  Daily  Mail  showed  England 
that  a  halfpenny  paper  could  be  the 
best  paper  in  13ngland,  as  far  as  facili- 
ties for  getting  the  news  to  Its  read- 
ers   was   concerned. 

An  Improvement  in  Taat« 
Iri  England  the  halfpenny  press  has 
come  to  .slay,  and  even  the  papers  that 
once  sneered  at  It  are  gradually  re- 
ducing their  price  to  the  hated  half- 
penny standard.  It  Is  not  pretended 
by  the  author  that  the  halfpenny  press 
has  the  editorial  influence  possessed 
by  The  Times,  Tiie  Post  or  The  .Stan- 
dard, and  he  Is  in  doubt  as  to  the  fu- 
ture influence  of  t)ie  leader  writer. 
There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  nqw  to 
react  from  the  cheapness  of  .some  of 
the  halfpenny  papers.  Readers  nowa- 
days may  b«  reading  the  half- 
penny papers.  but  '  they  are  .ilso 
re.idihg  cheap  editions  of  the  world'.s 
liost  literature  and  are  showing  symp- 
toms of  a  desire  that  their  favorito 
newspapers  shall  display  sonic  famil- 
iarity with  what  they  are  reading.  The 
desire  Is  not  now  for  cheapness  at  the 
cost  of  everything  el.se.  There  Is,  in 
fact,  every  reason  to  believe  tliat  the 
halfpenny  pro.«8  In  lime  will  present 
its  readers  with  a  riuallty  of  common t 
that  has  hitherto  been  reserved  for 
jiiore  expensive  papers,  and  that  thus 
the  influence  of  the  tiress  will  be  malii- 
talncd. — Toronto    Mail    an<l    Empire.

Horses  have  to  be  obtained,  as  a  bat- 
laDon  keeps  only  four  in  peacf  time, 
and  wani.«i  thirty  more  to  drag  all  the 
wagons  which  it  takes  with  It  on  ser- 
vice. The  way  this  Is  arranged  for  Is 
as    follows: 

The  Covernmonl  eayg  lo  any  per.son 
owning  H  horse:  "Look  here,  we  will 
Rive  you  ten  shillings  a  year  for  every 
horse  you  have.  If  you  will  promipe 
to  bring  those  horaeu  and  sell  them  to 
us  when  war  breaks  out."'  A  large  num- 
ber of  peoplp  accept  this  offer.  the 
prices  are  agreed  beforehand:  and  then, 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  rpcsivlng 
the  order  to  do  so,  the  owners  are 
bound  to  deliver  the  horses  at  some  con- 
venient place  within  ten  miles  of  their 
stivblcs.  If  they  fall  to  do  so.  they  are 
fined  £50'  for  each  horse.  This  Is  what 
Is   known   as   "registering  horaee." 

The  colonel  of  the  Ltncolna  sends  a 
oarty  of  men  to  take  ever  the  horses 
from  thel>  owners.  They  are  brought 
back  and  flHed  with  saddles  and  har- 
ness, which  are  kept  really  in  the  bat* 
taiion'a    "moblllaatlon    atorehotiae." 

While  thle  in  go\ng  on,  nine  wagoni 
and  a  large  amount  of  warlike  gtorog 
are  being  obtained  from  the  Army 
Ordnance  offleer,  who  keeps  them  ready 
for  Issue.  The  baggage,  atorc  and 
supply  wagons  of  the  liattallon  are 
then  filled  wHIv  iheir  proper  stores.  By 
tha-  Time  -tha  laat  .reaorviat.  iolii^  oc 
the  last   lioriie  ie  brought  In,  the  otber 


preparations  are  complete,  and  from 
five  days  to  a  week  after  the  orrt«fr  for 
mobilization  Is  given,  the  Lincolna  are 
ready   for   eervlce. 

There,  are,  however,  certain  parts  of 
an  army  which  require  longer  than  a 
week  to  mobilize — for  Instance,  the  am- 
munition columns,  ammunition  park, 
field  liospitals.  heerer  companies,  etc. 
Tho  wagons,  harness,  anna  and  equip- 
ment of  all  these  are  kept  ready  In  time 
of  peace  at  headquarters  of  tlic  five 
BrltLsh  army  (;orps,  under  tho  charge 
of  a.  few  men  who  look  after  theiii.  On 
mobliUatlon,  all  the  horses  and  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  men  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. The;  artillery  take*  charge  ot 
the  aiTimunltion  columns,  the  Army 
Service  Corps  of  the  supply  columns, 
and  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  of 
the  field  hospitals  and  bearer  com- 
panies. 

Preparatlona    for    Ziandlug 

On  the  day  following  the  deilaratinn 
of  war.  General  French,  commanding 
the  1st  Army  Corps,  embarks  with  his 
staff  on  a  fast  cruiser  for  Otstend.  Be- 
fore leaving  London,  he  has  a  long  In- 
terview with  the  commander-in-chief 
and  the  Secretary  of' State  for  War.  At 
this  interview  he  is  given  the  latest 
official  news  from  Brussel.-j.  This  Is 
dated  midday  on  July  3,  and  reports 
that  the  Uertnanq  have  arrived  opiios^Ue" 
Ucge,  The  Belgians,  who  are  greatly 
outnumbered,  have  assembled  chlofly. 
at  Louvaln,  C'harlcrol,  Liego  and  Xamur. 
It  Is  privatcdy  Intimated,  however,  that 
no  very  serious  resletance  can  be  .of- 
fered to  the  enemy  at  these  places,  ex- 
cept  at    Namur. 

It  Is  decided  that  the  iK^st  pluCe  for 
the  British  army  to  disembark  Is  Oa- 
toiid.  By  landing  at  Owtcnd,  and  along 
the  coast  on  earh  side  of  it,  the  army 
;i;.s  throe  lines  of  railway  by  which  to 
Mih.ince,  all  leading  straight  througli 
ilriissels  towards  the  enemy.  If  tlie 
army  were  to  disembark  ai  Antwerp, 
which  at  first  sight  seem."  tho  be.st 
I)lace.  owing  to  its  numerous  wharves 
and  docks,  it  would  first  have  to  crawl 
up  the  mouth  of  the  .Schelde,  then,  the 
line  by  which  It  would  afterwards  have 
to         advance         from  .\ntworp  to 

Krussels  Is  exposed  to  an  attack  by  the 
(.■rrrman.<5  from  the  east.  They  wojild, 
in  fact,  lie  iii  a  good  position  for  cutting 
the  British  "line  of  comniunteatlons." 
Ko  Antwerp,  in«plte  bf  its  docks  and 
wharves,  is  not  chosen  as  the  landlug- 
lilace.  By  dleembarklng  at  Blenken- 
lierghe.  Ostend  and  Xieupont  Bains, 
wliich  lie  al>out  ten  miles  apart,  .nnd  by 
advancing  .simultaneously  along  the 
tliree  sejHirate  linos  which  run  to  Brus- 
sels, tho  army  will  lie  able  to  assemble 
there  In  a  third  of  thn  time  It  would 
lake  If  It  landed  at  Ostend  only.  So 
these  three  place.^  are  chosen  for  land- 
ing   the    Britl.'ih    force. 

On  tieneral  P'rench's  arrival  at  Os- 
tejid,  he  proceeds  straight  to  Brussel.=i, 
arriving  there  early  in  the  morning  of 
.luly  3,  ten  hours  after  leaving  London. 
.\t  D  o'clock  he  lias  an  interview  with 
the  Belgian  .Minister  of  \Var,  at  which 
the  following  arrangementij  are  made. 

The  three  lines  of  railway  from 
Blankenbcrghc.  Ostend  and  N'ieuportare 
placed  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  ilio 
British.  Sufficient  trains  for  bringing 
the  army  up  rapidly  are  to  be  as- 
sembled at  all  three  places.  The  centre 
railwa.v  is  aelected  as  the  British  "Una 
of  comnuinicatlons,"  along  which  all  the 
supplies  and  ammunition  of  tho  army 
will  be  forwarded  direct  frorn  England. 
The  Belgian  .Minister  of  "War  promlfloa 
tO'  mass  troops  at  Xivclles  nnd  Brus- 
sels for  guarding  this  line.

On  Ji;ly  i,  the  British  India  steamer 
Virawa,  esft-'orled  by  two  second-class 
cruisers,  arrives  tvt  Ostend  with  the 
gfnoral  who  Is  in  command  ot  the 
"line  of  commnnicatlon.y,"  and  a  strong 
advanced  party  fti-  making  iirepara- 
_  tlotis  for  the  dlscmliai  king  and  the  sulj- 
«ei:iuent  supply  of  the  British  army. 
Work  of  the  Adraaoaa  Vartf 
A  railway  company  of  the  Royal  En- 
gineers takes  cliargc  of  the  railways 
which  have  hc^n  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  British.  The  Belgian  engine- 
drivers,  gtiards,  etc.,  are  still  employed: 
but  the  sappers  superintend  the  gen- 
eral working  of  the  line,  draw  up  fresh 
time-tables,  and  make  very  careful 
preparations  for  sending  on  the  army 
when  it  arrives  with  the  least  possini- 
delay.  As  the  engines  and  carriages 
sent  by  the  Belgian  ^Sovernment  arrive, 
they  are  made  up  into  trains,  which  are 
numbered  and  made  large  enough  to 
carry  the  different  parts  of  the  army 
corps.  A  battalion,  for  example,  ro- 
qu'lrea  two  Trains,  each  of  twenty-seven 
carriages,  a  squadron  wants  one,  a  field 
battery  two,  etc.  Altogether  UiO  trains 
have  to  be  got  ready  for  dispatching 
the  army  as  quickly  a«  they  are  n'.led 
when    thi-    troops    disembark. 

A  great  many  preparations  have  to 
be  made  at  Ostend,  which  la  selec-ed 
as  the  "basi"  froin  which  the  army  la 
lo  be  supplied.  Blankenbergh?  and  N'leu- 
port  being  intended  merely  for  hasten- 
ing the   landing  of  the  troops. 

The  -Vimy  Ordnance  Corps  takes  a 
large  numtSer  of  sheds  near  the  liarbor 
•itation,  and  gets  them  ready  for  re- 
ceiving the  enormous  quantity  of  «',i(rea 
which  an  army  reqtilres.  These  in- 
clude spare  rlffes  and  guns:  cartridges, 
.shells,  and  all  kinds  of  ammuniliorT; 
upare  wagons  for  replacing  eny  that 
are  lost  or  broken;  boots,  clothes,  cook- 
ing utensils,  and  medicine — In  fact, 
everything  that  an  army  want.*,  exc'pi 
food. 

The  Army  .Service  Corpis  (the  A.8.C.) 
prepai'es  several  warehouses  In  the 
docks  for  receiving  food  supplies  from 
England.  As  most  of  the  food.  how. 
ever.  Is  to  ^be  obtained  from  the  coun- 
try, a  company  of  the  A.  s.  C.  goea  to 
Ghent,  where  It  makes  an  enormoua 
"supply  depot"  In  some  large  bulldinga 
juat  outside  the  town  and  near  the  rail- 
way Contracta  are  tnade  with  farmara 
•nd  otiiar  pe:iple  for  adding  In  food 
to  thle  depot,  and  by  th^  lime  the  army 
land*  In  Bvlglum  enough  flour,  clttla, 
•heap  and  bay  kava  t>««n  collacted  t6 
feed  tho  troopa  for  a  week.  Further  nr- 
rangementa  are  madt  for  keaptns  tilt 
depot  constantly  auppUed  with  theuf 
things,  and  alao  with  treah   v»-ga|j|Mes.

New  Street  Regulations  Pro- 
hibit All  Unnecessary  Noise 
— Hand  Trumpet  Used  Out- 

■  side  Cities. 


The  Berlin  correspondent  of  The  Lon- 
don Tliiit^s,  writing  under  date  of  July 
15,  said:  This  year  there  are  to  be  new 
street  regulations  for  Berlin,  but  they 
may  not  bo  published  for  a  long  time, 
and  meanwhile  an  Imperial  law,  with 
Its  various  supploinentary  ordinances 
for   motor  car   hooters   ia   .•still   In  force. 

Motor  cars  hero  must  have  a  deep- 
noted  horn  or  klaxon,  and  motor-bi- 
cycles must  have  a  hjgh-notcd  horn. 
Kor  tho  horns,  chords  are  allowed,  but 
not  tuno.s  or  short  refrains.  If  tho 
"looter"  ha.s  many  notes,  the  different 
!>«>♦*>#  »H»i»t—  l>e-— t«nind-cd— at — the — stamre- 
time.  1  have  never  been  able  to  find 
out  whei'e  In  tho  scale  Ls  tho  dividing 
line  between  high  notes  and  low  notes, 
but  thf  commonest  motor-horn  has  a 
Jfllrly  docp  boom.  The  n)otor  car  horn 
Is  stipposod  to  have  a  "dull"  tone.  Out- 
sido  the  towns  motorists  may  use  a 
hand  tru)npet  which  "may  be  u.-sed  at 
the  responsibility  of  the  driver."  Other 
kinds  of  warjiing  signals,  in  particular 
long-drawn  signals  llki.-  fir<i  signals, 
are  not  allowed  in  Berlin.  Kxcmpt,  of 
course,  from  all  tlieso  ii-strlctlons  aro 
the  royal  )notor  car.s.  certain  military 
cars,  post  office  cars,  nnd  fire  brigade 
cars.  Tlio  trumpet  calls  of  the  Km- 
poor's  t-ar  and  that  of  tho  Crown 
ITIncc  are  som'e  of  tiie  most  fa)nlUar 
Bounds  here.  and  are  sometimes 
.'.musingly  parodied  in  the  music-halls. 
Vnaeeesaary  Noiae 

The  regulations  require  particularly 
that  motor  cars  avoid  all  unnecessary 
noiae  which  might  cause  annoyance  to 
tlie  public.  Drivers  are  not.  in  theory, 
allowed  to  run  With  tl)e  cut-out  open, 
anil  no  Interference  Willi  tho  workings 
of  the  silencers  Is  allowv<l.  In  practice, 
however,  tlie  cut-out  is  a  good  deal 
iLsed  because  many  policemen  do  not 
know  enougli  about  cars  lo  understand 
when    it   la    open. 

Berllners  find  the  hooting  a  consider- 
able nuisance,  and  probably  there  la  as 
much  unnecessary  hooting  as  in  Lon- 
don, but  there  aro  fewer  motor  cars. 
The  Prussian  driver  is  natui'ally  more 
cautious  than  the  London  one,  and  the 
regulations  c-all  his  attention  to  U»e  ne- 
cessity of  giving  H  warning  signal  on 
all  occasions  where  ho  cannot  see  his 
route  absolutely  clearly,  for  example, 
in  du,sk  or  in  thick  fog,  when  he  turns 
frojii  one  street  Into  another,  at  cross- 
ings, when  ho  loaves  a  yard  leading 
into  a  street,  or  enters  a  yard  from  a 
street,  and  by  bridges.  There  is  no 
regulation  against  unnecessary  "foot- 
ing," but  thnre  l«  the  general  regula- 
tion mentioned  above  against  unneces- 
sary noise  which  niigltt  annoy  tho  piih- 
llc.  and  a  regulation  against  "tooting" 
when  horses  si) v.

"Boundary  Country"  Pioneers  at 
the  recent  "Chahko  Mlka"  festi- 
val at  Nelson.  The  old  chap 
whose  bent  form,  wrinkled  face 
and  white  hair  still  showed  rem- 
^1%J  nanls  of  former  physical  gran- 
<k/ lift  deur,  now  lives  in  a  frame  house. 
He  seldom  wanders  far  from  his 
cozy  and  comfortable  ranch,  but 
with  the  men  who  came  into  the 
Kootenays  in  the  sixties  and  the 
seventies  he  was  again  "one  of  the  boys,"  the 
brave  boys  who  came,  saw  and  conquered  a 
region  of  wonderful  possibilities,  the  fringe  of 
development  only  just  touched,  a  region  which 
owes  its  present  prosperity  to  courage,  endur- 
ance, enterprise  and  a  boundless  optimism. 
Nelson  at  the  time  of  a  "Chahko  Mika"  festival 
is  not  the  place  for  a  man  with  nothing  in  his 
pocket  to  rattle  but  keys.  The  fact  that  "Old 
Timers"  poured  in  from  the  "Boundary 
Towns"  to  Nelson,  bringing  in  sons,  daughters, 
sisters,  cousins  and  aunts  "to  see  the  fun" — 
and  all  with  money  to  spend — some  apparent- 
ly with  money  "to  burn,"  proved  that,  in  spite 
of  depression,  those  who  have  pitched  their 
tents  along  the  Kootenay  and  in  the  fertile 
Kettle  Valley  region  are  doing  well,  and  have 
no  reason  to  regret  that  they  located  there. 

Nelson  is  a  beautiful  city  on  the  West 
Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake.  It  did  not  lack 
appreciation  from  its  many  hundreds  of  visitors, 
but  no  matter  wliat  town  the  ''Old  Timer" 
came  from  his  heart  was  true  to  the  place  he 
had  made  a  home. 

The  stranger,  judging  only  by  what  he 
heard  in  tiiat  historical  "log  cabin"  would,  in- 
deed have  found  it  difficult  to  correctly  appraise 
the  respective  merits  of  Phoenix,  Armstrong, 
Trail,  Grand  Forks,  and  other  centres  of  in- 
dustry. It  was  a  case  of  "how  happy  could  I 
be  with  either  were  t'other  sweet  charmer 
away,"  for  every  townsman  "stuck  up"  for  his 
own  town  M'ith  laudable  patriotic  pride,  and 
the  listener,  unacquainted  with  the  country, 
could  only  guess  that  half  a  dozen  Edens  had 
sprung  into  existence. 

Nelson  was  said  by  the  men  "who  know" 
to  have  around  it  and  within  easy  distance,  a 
mining  district  producing  in  gold,  silver,  cop- 
per, lead,  zinc  and  marble  a  wealth  of  over 
five  millions  of  dollars  a  year.  This  sum  has 
sometimes  been  largely  exceeded,  and  the  gen- 
eral opinion  as  expressed  at  the  Nelson  Festi- 
val, was  that  the  Kootenay  mines  will  "come 
back"  and  that  times  will  be  as  good  as  ever. 
This  opinion  was  emphatically  expressed  by  Mr. 
H-^  B.  Thomson,  M.P.P..  and  his  very  sanguine 
Vtewrs  were  heartily  endorsed  by  .Korcs  of  men 
wliOvitnov  the  Kootenay  mines  as   a   child 


knows  its  mother's  face.  Statistics  support  the 
hopes  which  Mr.  Thomson,  and  not  he  alone, 
entertains  of  the  future  of  the  Kootenay  mines. 
Shipments  of  ore  to  the  smelter  at  Trail  have 
reached  6,120  tons  in  one  week.  Last  year 
the  Kootenay  mines  showed  an  increase  of 
$3,127,457  over  the  previous  year. 

From  every  town  in  the  Boundary  Dis- 
trict the  "Old  Timers"  at  Nelson  brought  rosy 
reports.  Phoenix  has  the  "Granby,"  "Snow- 
shoe,"  "New  Dominion,"  and  other  mines  and 
at  this  town  great  developments  are  anticipated. 
Grand  Forks  had  its  champion,  who  pointed 
out  the  strides  that  city  is  making,  not  only  in 
mining,  but  in  other  wAys.  Iron  works,  nur- 
series and  other  industries  are  in  full  swing, 
and  railway  developments  are  opening  up 
fresh  channels  for  tnule  In  various  directions. 

The  enthasiasm  of  the  miners  w^is  out- 
done, pe(li4|is»  k^  those  witp  culti^te  'fthe 


kindly  fruits  of  the  earth."  From  Penticton 
and  other  fruit-growing  districts  came  men  who 
would  make  you  believe  that  "you  have  only 
to  tickle  it  with  a  hoe  and  it  will  laugh  forth 
flowers,"  and  the  beautiful  fruits  they  pro- 
duced seemed  to  confirm  sucTi  assertions. 
Certain  it  is  that  the  Boundary  country,  para- 
doxically, offers  boundless  opportunities  for  the 
fruit  grower.  In  spite  of  difficulties  of  trans- 
port, in  spite  of  lack  of  capital,  one  grower  on 
a  small  ranch  of  some  ten  acres  makes  $2,000 
a  year,  and  less  than  ten  years  ago  he  was  a 
"(iockney"  in  a  London  slum,  who  hardly  knew 
a  raspberry  from  a  thistie~-unless  he  saw  the 
fruit  on  a  "barrer!"  The  "Boundary  Country" 
ii  a  wonderful  country,  indeed,  for  the  tourist, 
the  sportsman,  the  fruitgrower,  the  miner  and 
the  rapidly  developing  towns  afford  employ-

The  "Chahko  Mika"  at  Nelson  will  long 
be  remembered  by  every  one  there.  It  was 
good  to  see  the  Pioneers  enjoying  an  old  age, 
"frosty  but  kindly"- — good  to  see  them  look- 
ing at  the  youngsters  (for  whom  their  efforts 
have  provided  a  future  of  hope  and  comfort) 
in  the  spirt  of  the  old  man  in  Burns"  poem, 
who  says  to  his  Joan : 

"Yoli'll  In  your  firls  iKain  be  courted. 
And  I'll  e^  wooln*  in  my  boyi." 

The  boys  of  today  have  easier  times  in  the 
"Boundary  Country"  than  those  who  "mushed" 
it  into  that  glorious  region  in  the  sixties  amJL 
the  seventies.

Britain's  New  Naval  Service 


HERE  are  sailors  who  navigate 
on  and  under  the  sea,  and  the 
future  calls  for  sailors  who  will 
navigate  the  air,  says  the  Lon- 
don Telegraph.    They  will  rep- 
resent the  new  age  of  warfare  afloat.  Rec- 
ognizing the  trend  of  events,  the  Admiralty 
have  decided  to  make  a  great  experiment. 

Tiie  airship  and  seaplane  have  come  to 
stay  and  to  affect  powerfully  naval  strategy 
and  naval  tactics.  A  new  service  has  to  be 
created,  with  somewhat  tii€  same  relation- 
ship to  the  navy  as  the  submarine  branch 
lias  acquired.  It  is  recognized  that  eventu- 
ally llie  air  section  will  absorb  an  immense 
number  of  officers  and  men — as  pilots,  us 
trained  oliservers  when  scouting,  as  crews  'of 
airships,  and  as  mechanics.  So  much  pro- 
,i;:ress  has  already  l^een  made  that  the  Admir- 
alty has  been  forced  to  consider  how  the 
new  service  should  be  manned,  whether  en- 
tirely from  the  navy,  or  from  civil  life,  or 
by  drawing  upon  both.  The  latter  alter- 
native has  been  determined  upon. 

Henceforward  any  civilian  with  suitable 
qualifications  may  hope  to  become  an  officer 
or  air  mechanic,  with  high  pay — somewhat 
higher  than  that  of  the  submarine  branch — 
and  ,  a  uniform  resembling  that  of  the 
sea  service,  'but  with  an  eagle  as  the  dis- 
tinctive emblem  in  place  of  the  familiar 
anchor.  At  the  same  time,  officers  and  men 
of  the  fleet  will  be  allowed  to  volunteer  for 
duty  for  limited  periods;  as  a  rule,  they  will, 
after  a  few  years,  revert  to  their  normal 

UiiUes. 

By  this  means  the  new  army  will  be 
closely  associated  with  the  Navy,  with  its 
splendid  traditions  and  its  high  standard  of 
esprit  de  corps,  while  continually  drawing 
fresh  energy  and  impetus  from  its  direct  en- 
trants— men  who  have  the  instinct  of  air 
travel,  and  who  hitherto  have  found  no  door 
open  which  would  enable  them  to  place  their 
gifts  at  the  service  of  their  country.  Officers 
and  men  who  pass  direct  into  the  air  service 
will  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  opportun- 
ities which  it  can  offer;  no  distinctions  will  be 
drawn  between  those  who  volunteer  from  the 
Royal  navy  or  Royal  marines,  and  those  who 
enter  from  civil  life. 

THE  COURAGEOUS  EXPERIMENT. 

This  is  the  most  striking  feature  in  the 
new  scheme  of  organization  of  the  naval  air 
service,  which  was  issued  recently.  It  rep- 
resents a  courageous  experiment,  credital^le 
alike  to  the  enthusiasm  of  ihe  First  Lord, 
who  has  from  the  first  taken  a  personal  in- 
terest in  the  development  of  aviation,  and  to 
the  organizing  ability  of  Captain  Murray 
Sueter,  C.B.,  the  director,  and  the  other  of- 
ficers of  the  air  department  of  the  navy. 
Possibly  experience  will  show  that  the 
scheme  is  not  perfect,  but  the  breadth  of 
view  which  it  exhibits  will  ensure  for  it  gen- 
eral approval  The  aim  is  apparently  to  build 
up  a  great  service  closely  linked  to  the  Royal 
navy,  and  yet  recruited  largely  from  civil  life. 
There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  naval 
authorities  in  adopting  this  course  have 
placed  the  naval  air  service  on  solid  founda- 
tions. 

Candidates  for  appointment  as  officers — 
who  must  be  between  19  and  23  years  of  age 
— will  undergo  a  short  course  of  prelimi- 
nary instruction,  and  will  then  be  attached  to 
an  air  station  or  a  seaplane  ship.  The  sylla- 
bus suggests  that  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
make  them  realize  that  they  belong  to  the 
naval  service.  The  training  wilt  presumably 
cover  about  a  year.  'Ihey  will  then  be 
qualified  air  sailors.  When  the  instruction 
is  complete,  they  will  be  able  to  look  for- 
ward to  a  career  with  high  rates  of  pay  and 
the  prospect  of  a  gratuity  at  the  rate  of  £1 5o 
for  every  year's  service  when  they  pass  Into 
the  reserve. 

RANK  OF  "WING  CAPTAIIS." 

The  officers  will  enjoy  the  same  chances 
of  promotion  as  (he  naval  elemenU  even  to 
the  highest  rank  of  "wing  captain" — 
equivalent  in  status  to  a  captain,  R.  N. — 
with  pay  at  the  rate  of  £2  los,  besides  lodg- 
ing and  rations.

Men  who  enter  as  air  mechanics — the 
age  limits  being  18  to  3o  years — will  sub- 
mit to  a  three  months'  course  of  training, 
which  will  include  lectures  on  a  variety  of 
subjects  connected  with  aeronautic;  and 
practical  Instruction  of  a  technical  cbiracler,

Herewith  we  reproduce  in  facsimile,  by  kind  permission  of  Colonel  Wadmore,  an  autograph  letter, 
written  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington  from  Trinzen,  Spain,  on  June  24,  1813,  to  the  Duke  of  York,  reporting 
the  general  action  near  Vittoria.  This  letter  was  given  to  James  Wadmore  about  1830,  left  by  him  to  his 
son,  James  Foster  Wadmore,  and  given  by  the  latlci  to  his  second  son,  Robinson  I.yndhurst  Wadmore, 
Infantry  School  Corps  of  Canada,  in  the  year  1.S.S4. 


In  addition  generous  allowances,  varying 
from  Is  to  4  a  day,  will  be  paid,  as  well  as 
Id  a  day  for  each  good  conduct  badge. 

Among  the  advantages  offered  are  free 
rations,  free  accommodation,  free  medical 
attendance,  and  free  kit  on  entry,  while  the 
State  will  make  provision  for  widows  and 
children. 

Such  in  briefest  summary  is  the  new 
naval  air  service,  in  which  injury  while  flying 
will  be  regarded  as  equivalent  io  wounds  re- 
ceived when  facing  the  enemy.  It  is  to  be  a 
distinct  part  of  the  fighting  navy,  drawing 
volunteers  from  all  sections  of  the  sea  service 
— the  Royal  marines  as  well  as  the  Royal 
navy  and  the  naval  reserve  forces — and 
from  the  civil  population.  The  door  has 
been  opened  v/ide,  so  that  no  one  with  the 
instinct  for  Hying  may  be  shut  out.  It  is 
hoped  to  maintain  a  naval  atmosphere,  and 
with  this  euvl  in  view  officers  entered  from 
civil  life  will  go  to  sea  in  warships  at  inter- 
vals, so  that  they  may  feel  that  they  share 
in  the  traditions  of  the  navy.  By  every 
means  it  is  apparently  intended  to  create  a 
close  sympathy  between  the  s;iilors  who 
navigate  on  and  under  the  sea,  \\\\^\  the 
sailors  of  the  air — the  men  of  the  Eagle.

It  is  simply  astonishing,  in  case 
of  fatigue,  how  quickly  the  rarified  atmos- 
phere of  high  altitudes  will  restore  normal 
physical  conditions;  but  having  previously 
experienced  this  when  viewing  Mt  Everest, 
from  Darjeeling,  it  was  not  now  such  a  sur- 
prise. On  this  occasion,  too,  1  ate  heartily  of 
most  delicious  wild  berries  and  was  soon  in 
condition  to  thoroughly  enjoy  the  scenery. 
On  the  mountains  to  the  East  were  patches 
of  snow  and  the  monotony  of  the  color  of 
their  tree  covering  was  further  relieved  by 
cascades,  which  in  one  place  extended  a 
thousand  or  more  feet  without  a  break. 
North  and  West  also  were  mountains  of  vari- 
ous shapes,  but  no  one  peak  particularly  con- 
spicuous. In  the  valley  Drumm  Lakes  were 
the  most  prominent  feature. 

Returning  to  the  valley  I  gazed  once 
more  on  something  that  had  interested  me 
before  ascending  the  mountain,  but  which 
1  could  not  see  when  there  although  very 
near  to  me.  The  face  of  the  rocky  summit 
overlooking  the  Drumm  Lake,  on  which  1 
had  stood,  for  a  drop  of  500  or  more  feet  is 
almost  true  perpendicular,  smooth  and  bar- 
ren. But  just  about  the  centre,  the  bulls- 
eye  so  to  speak,  there  is  a  small  green  spot 
which  on  closer  inspection  proves  to  be  a 
clump  of  fir  trees.  By  some  freak  of  nature 
a  pocket  was  formed  in  the  wall  in  which 
these  trees  now  grow;  proof, against  all  ele- 
ments and  the  machinations  of  man.  It  is 
now  up  to  the  Alpine  Club  to  disprove  the 
last  assertion,  and  it  would  certainly  be  in- 
teresting to  know  the  depth  of  the  pocket 
which,  judging  from  the  trees,  may  be  100  or 
more  feet  deep. 

There  is  some  fine  timber  in  the  park; 
but  the  absence  of  animal  and  bird  life  is 
very  noticeable.  The  camps  had  been  well 
placed  and  the  surroundings  of  Lewis'  camp 
were  particularly  impressive  while  we  held 
our  first  Sunday  service.  It  was  evening, 
and  looking  up  as  it  were  through  a  funnel 
forrtied  by  the  big  trees,  a  single  star  was  visi- 
ble and  there  was  a  glimmer  of  rising  moon- 
light Below  all  was  dark  save  round  the 
camp  fire,  and  it  seemed  as  though  only 
human  life  was  left.  The  absence  of  animal 
and  bird  life  was  now  even  more  striking;

A  Dag  to  Remember 

THE  SIEGE  OF  HARFLEUR.  AUGUST  13, 
1415. 


In  July,  1414,  Henry  V.  of  England,  but 
a  little  more  than  twelve  months  king,  made 
a  final  claim  upon  the  crown  of  France,  His 
demand  received  no  answer,  upon  which  he 
reduced  his  claims,  and  proposed  in  detail  a 
scheme  equally  impossible  of  acceptance. 
Some  time  was  occupied  with  negotiations. 
Henry  sent  an  embassy  with  six  hundred 
horsemen  to  Paris,  an  argument  more  calcu- 
lated to  excite  fear  than  to  carry  conviction. 
Later  an  embassy  from  Paris  attended  Henry 
v.,  but  only  to  repeat  the  modified  proposals 
already  made  by  the  French  and  retused. 

But  Henry's  mind  was  made  up.  He  pro- 
ceeded to  Southampton  to  superintend  the 
preparations  for  the  embarkation  of  his  army 
which  there  awaited  him,  and  once  more 
sent  messengers  to  the  King  of  France,  re- 
peating his  demands  and  delivering  the 
King's  defiance.  .- 

It  was  at  this  time,  says  Hewitt,  when  the 
old  king  made  a  mild  but  firm  reply,  that  the 
wild  and  profligate  Louis,  the  dauphin,  sent 
his  gasconading  message,  accompanied  by  a 
parcel  of  tennis  balls,  telling  Henry  that  they 
much  better  befitted  him,  by  all  accounts  of 
his  past  life,  than  cannon  balls,  on  hearing 
which  Henry  is  said  to  have  been  stung 
rith  monrentary  anger,  and  to  have  Tcphcd-r- 
"These  balls  .shall  be  struck  back  with  such 
a  racket  as  shall  force  open  the  gates  of 
Paris."  Attempts  to  throw  discredit  on  this 
story  may  be  allowed  to  pass.  It  was  be- 
lieved by  every  chronicler  of  the  time,  and 
is  quite  consistent  with  all  the  known  circum- 
stances. 

On  the  i.3th  of  August,  1415,  the  royal 
fleet  hoisted  sail,  and  with  a  favorable  wind 
put  to  sea.  The  force  consisted  of  6,000 
men-at-arms  and  2.5,000  archers,  and  the 
fleet  numbered  1,5oo  sail.  On  the  I8th  the 
king  entered  the  Seine,  and  the  next  three 
days  were  occupied  in  landing  troops  and 
stores. 

The  strong  f^ortress  of  Harfleur,  situated 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  was  the  first 
object  of  the  king's  solicitude,  and  a  siege 
took  place  conducted  according  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  Master  Giles,  then  accounted  the 
greatest  military  engineer  of  the  time.  En- 
trenchments were  thrown  up  in  spite  of  gal- 
lant attempts  to  impede  the  work,  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  French  knights, 
who,  however,  received  such  a  warm  wel- 
come from  the  English  archers  that  they  re- 
tired to  the  shelter  of  their  walls.  The  town 
was  in  sorry  plight.  The  walls  were  in  bad 
repair,  and  offered  feeble  resistance  to  the 
English  artillery,  and  the  undermining  oper- 
ations of  the  sappers  and  miners.  The  gar- 
rison surrendered  on  Septemi:er  2  2nd,  141 5.

The  hero  of  this  historical  ro- 
mance is  Frederick,  son  of  William  Frederick 
of  Prussia,  and  reading  of  that  Prince  who 
afterwards  became  king  and  is  known  to  the 
world  of  today  as  Frederick  the  Great,  one- 
wonders  if  the  present  Emperor  of  Germany 
has  not  taken  his  famous  countryman  as  an 
example,  in  the  methods  he  is  apparently  fol- 
lowing. The  Germany  of  Frederick's  time 
was  very  different  from  the  Germany  of  to- 
day, as  we  all  know,  but  Frederick  and  Em- 
peror Wilhelm  had  much  the  same  reason  for 
going  to  war,  which  is  no  real  reason  all. 
•'There  is  no  honor  in  politics,"  said  Fred- 
erick the  Great,  "and  treaties  only  hold  good 
when  a  nation  is  powerless  to  resist  them. 
If  it  is  a  question  of  aggrandisement  or  of 
revenge,  then  the  same  principle  holds  good." 
The  story  like  all  historical  novels  failS 
in  the  respect  that  it  tells  both  too  much  anC 
too  little,  but  it  is  very  interestijig,  and  one 
can  always  conclude  it  at  leisure  by  reading 
part  of  the  history  of  Germany. — London;

The  Principles  of  Vocal 
Science 

The  third  distinctive  property  of  tone  is 
quahty,   or  what  the  French  call  "timbre." 

If  a  tone  oT  any  pitch  be  sounded  upon  a 
violin,  a  flute,  a  clarionet,  a  piano,  or  by  a 
human  voice- it  will  be  readily  observed  that 
the  tone  of  each  of  these  instruments  is  dif- 
ferent from  the  others;  that  is,  that  each  in- 
strument has  a  quality  of  tone  peculiar  to 
itselL  It  may  also  be  noticed  that  no  two 
voices  sound  exactly  alike,  and  that  the  same 
voice  can  produce  many  different  qualities 
of  tone.  The  cause  of  these  peculiarities  is 
what  we  now  have  to  consider. 

It  has  been  found  tliat  it  is  impossible  to 
sound  a  stretched  string  as  a  wiiole  without 
at  the  same  time  having  it  subdivide,  each 
of  these  .subdivisions  producing  sounds  of 
various  degrees  higher  in  pitch  than  the 
w.hole  string.  The  tone  produced  by  the 
whole  string  is  called  the  "fundamental," 
and  the  tones  produced  by  the  subdivisions 
are  called  "overtones."  It  is  the  same  with 
other  sounding  bodies;  in  all  cases  we  have 
thesco-existence  of  vibrations  higher  in  pitch 
than  the  fundamental  tone.  It  is  the  varia- 
tion in  the  number  and  the  relative  intensity 
of  these  overtones  that  causes  the  ditferences 
in  the  quality  of  sound,  and  as  there  is  no 
limit  to  these  Vibrations  we  have  an  endless 

The  mechanism  of  a  piano  is  so  arranged 
that  a  hammer  strikes  a  string  between  one- 
seventh  and  one-ninth  of  its  length.  W^^hen 
so  struck  the  string  subdivides  first  into  two 
equal  parts,  then  into  three,  four,  five,  six, 
seven  and  eight  parts,  thus  sounding  seven 
dilTerent  tones  with  the  fundamental.  When 
this  form  is  obtained  the  combination  of 
tones  is  the  fundamental,  the  octave  above 
it,  the  fifth  above  that  octave,  the  second  oc- 
tave, the  third,  fifth  and  flat  seventh  above 
the  second  octave,  and  tlie  third  octave.  (See 
notation  in  Fig.  1.)  Tliis  series  comprises 
the  tones  of  the  common  chord  with  the  flat 
seventh  added,  all  of  which  are,  of  course,  in 
harmony  with  the  fundamental.  Hence  tlie 
name  "harmonies,"  which  is  frequently  ap- 
plied to  the  overtones  of  this  series.

Presently  Gerald  looks  up  and 
sees  her.  She  is  so  beautiful  that  the  young 
man  for  a  moment  is  speechless  witii  surprise 
and  admiration.  Then  he  asks  her  name  and 
she  tells  him  she  is  Lakme.  daughter  of  tlie 
Brahmin.  Gerald,  with  all  of  youth's  im- 
petuosity, falls  in  love  with  her,  and  before 
he  goes  from  the  garden  the  two  have  ex- 
changed vows.  Indeed,  it  is  only  the  com- 
ing of  Nilakantha  that  makes  Gerald  depart, 
but  Lakme  is  sweetly  importunate,  and  he 
leaves  with  all  haste.  Not  soon  enough,  how- 
ever. Nilakantha  has  heard  his  voice,  and 
rudely  questions  his  daughter.  She  will  not 
reply  to  his  accusation.s.  and  Nilakantha  is 
convinced  that  his  garden  has  been  profaned. 
He  takes  an  oath  of  vengeance. 

In  a  nearby  city  a  festival  is  in  progress, 
and  Lakme  and  Nilakantha,  disguised  as 
penitents,  are  among  the  crowd.  The  Brah- 
min has  taken  this  means  of  discovering  his 
daughter's  lover,  and  Lakme,  at  her  father's 
command,  raises  her  voice  in  a  Vedic  hymn. 
Immediately  from  among  the  throng  of  peo- 
ple Gerald  starts  forward,  having  recognized 
his  loved  one's  voice,  and  the  two  lovers  for 
a  few  moments  are  happily  reunited.  But 
when  night  descends  and  the  crowds  have 
scattered,  Nilakantha  steals  upon  Gerald  and 
Lakme  and  strikes  the  Englishman  down, 
leaving  him  for  dead.  He  is  only  wounded, 
however,  and  that  not  mortally;  so  Lakme 
orders  Hadji,  a  faithful  attendant,  to  bear 
the  young  man  away  and  minister  to  him. 

Gerald  recovers,  and  he  and  the  Indian 
maiden  are  reunited;  together  they  have 
journeyed  to  the  sacred  waters  to  drink  and

As  one  reads  Eden  Phillpoti's  new  novel, 
"Faith  Tresilion,  in  which  there  are  many 
different  kinds  of  men,  one  recalls  Mr.  Phill- 
potts'  description  of  the  "complete  man" 
contained  in.  "The  Three  lirothers."  Applying 
the  test  which  this  interpretation  embodies 
lo  some  of  the  characters  in  the  new 
story,  one  reaches  the  conclusion  Dial  since 
the  writing  of  the  lines  in  19o9  Mr.  Pliill- 
potts'  creed  has  undergone  little  change, 
tor  while  the  book  hardly  boasts  a  "com- 
plete man"  there  are  several  in  it  whose 
characters  possess  some  of  the  stipulated 
qualities. 

"A  complete  man,"  Mr,  Phillpotts  says, 
"feels;  a  complete  man  suffers  with  all  his 
tingling  senses;  a  complete  man  smarts  to 
see  the  world's  negligences,  ignorances 
brutalities;  he  "endures  them  as  wrongs  to 
himself  and  because  he  is  a  complete  man, 
he,  too,  blunders  and  adds  his  errors  to  the 
sum  of  human  tribulation,  even  while  he 
fights  with  all  his  power  for  the  increase  of 
human  happiness.  The  world's  welfare  is 
his  own;  its  griefs  are  also  his.  He  errs  and 
makes  atonement;  he  achieves  and  helps 
others  to  achieve;  he  loathes  the  cloister  and 
loves  the  hearth.  He  suffers  when  society 
is  stricken;  he  mourns  when  the  tide  of  evo- 
lution seems  to  rest  from  its  eternal  task  'of 
pure  ablution  round  earth's  human  shores'; 
he  is  troubled  when  transitory  victories  fall 
to  evil  or  ignorance;  in  fine,  he  lives.  And 
his  watch-tower  and  beacon  is  not  content, 
not  peace,  but  faith." 


The  most  thorough  investigations  have 
established  the  fact  that  the  fullest,  roundest 
and  most  beautiful  quality  of  tone  possible 
is  produced  when  the  fundamental  tone 
sounds  together  with  these  seven  overtones 
of  the  major  chord,  the  fundamental  being 
the  strongest  and  the  overtones  gradually  de- 
creasing in  intensity  as  they  increase  in  pitch, 
so  that  the  seventh  is  almost  at  the  vanishing 
point  If  the  higher  overtones  grow  stronger 
than  the  lower  ones  the  tone  grows  shriller, 
and  if  the  overtones  of  the  octave  above 
those  mentioned  grow  prominent  or  over- 
power the  fundamental  tone,  the  quality  be- 
comes sharp  and  disagreeable.  The  slightest 
variation  in  the  intensity  of  any  overtone 
aUers  the  quality  of  the  whole  "clang"  (Tyn- 
dall  calls  the  combination  of  the  fundamen- 
tal tone  and  overtones  of  any  particular 
series  a  "clang"),  and  if  any  of  them  be  ab- 
sent a  still  greater  change  is  efl'ected.  It  is, 
therefore,  an  established  fact  that  the  quality 
of  a  tone  depends  upon  the  number  and 
relative  intensity  of  the  overtones,  and  that 
the  ideal  tone  is  not,  as  so  many  people  sup- 
pose, a  matter  of  taste,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
it  is  a  physical  fact. 

An  experimental  analysis  of  the  com- 
pound sounds  of  a  piano  string  will  illustrate 
what  has  been  stated:  Gently  press  down 
the  key  of  middle  C  of  a  piano  (marked  2 
on  Fig.  2),  the  damper  will  lift  from  off  the 
wire,  the  hammer  ascend,  touch  the  wire, 
and  then  fall.  Thus  this  wire  is  free  to  vi- 
brate. Now  strike  strongly  the  fundamental 
note.  1,  and  holding  it  for  a  few  seconds, 
remove  the  finger.  This  wire  ceases  to  vi- 
brate, but  at  once  is  heard  a  higher  tone. 
It  is  the  sound  of  the  wire  of  note  2.  This 
experiment  shows  that  the  number  of  vi- 
brations which  make  the  sound  of  tone  2 
must  have  been  in  the  .sound  of  tone  l ; 
otherwise  the  wire  of  2  would  not  have  vi- 
brated, because,  according  to  a  well-known 
law  of  sound,  if  two  strings  be  tuned  in  uni- 
son and  one  be  set  vibrating,  the  other  will 
also  vibrate.  Therefore,  the  wire  of  middle 
C  evidently  co-vibrated  to  the  simple  sound 
2,  contained  in  the  compound  sound  of  the 
fundamental  tone  1. 

Now  make  similar  experiments  by  de- 
pressing in  order  the  keys  of  the  notes  3,  4, 
5,  6  and  8.  You  will  discover  that  the  wire 
of  each  of  these  notes  will  co-vibrate  to  the 
compound  sound  of  1,  showing  that  each  of 
these  sounds  therein  exist.  Some  of  these 
tones  will  sound  out  louder  or  feebler  than 
others,  showing  that  they  exist  with  more 
or  less  force  in  the  compound  sound.  This 
fact  proves  that  the  quality  of  a  sound  does 
not  alone  depend  on  the  number  of  the  sim- 
ple overtones  which  compose  it,  but  also  on 
their  relative  intensities.

That  Richard  Strauss  has  received  S25,- 
000  from  the  Diaghilew  Russian  dancers  for 
the  exclusive  control  of  "The  Legend  of 
Joseph"  for  a  season  confirms  The  London 
Daily  Telegraph's  statement,  that  the  com- 
poser of  "The  Rose  Cavalier"  affords  a 
striking  exception  to  the  general  rule,  that 
it  "doesn't  pay"  to  write  serious  music.

THE  SPANIARDS  REACH  MEXICO. 

The  journey  through  the  mountains  was 
a  hard  one  for  the  Spaniards  it  led  them,  tor 
the  most  part,  above  tlie  verdant  lands, 
through  intricate  gorges  and  wild  solitudes, 
where  the  icy  wind  from  the  snowy  summits 
swept  down  upon  them,  bringing  sleet  and 
hail  and  chilling  the  Christians  to  the  bone, 
though  their  Indian  allies  the  Tlascalans,  ac- 
customed to  the  rigorous  climate  of  their 
native  sierras,  suflered  very  little  discomfort. 
But  all  s;.ffering  and  hardship  were  forRol- 
ten  when,  at  length,  the  troops  succeeded  in 
gaining  the  crest  of  Ahualco.  which 
"stretches  like  a  great  curtain  between  the 
two  great  mountains  of  the  North  and 
South."  Prescott  "has  so  .  iioquently  des- 
cribed the  sight  that  met  their  eyes  then  that 
we  feel  we  can  do  no  better  than  to  quote 
him.  'it  was  the  Valley  of  Mexico  which  lay 
before  them,  which  in  its  picturesque  assemb- 
lage of  water,  woodland  and  cultivated 
plains,  its  shining  cities  and  shadowy  hills, 
was  spread  out  lilce  some  gay  and  gorgeous 
panorama  before  ihem.  In  the  highly  rare- 
fied atmosphere  of  these  upper  regions  even, 
remote  objects  have  a  brilliancy  of  coloring, 
and  a  distinctness  of  outline. which  seem  to 
annihilate  distance.  Stretching  farijaM'ay  «t 
their  feet,  were  seen  noble  forests  of  oak, 
-*j,:ca4n^re_4tn4-Gedar,-aaui — bc.y.and — yellow.. 


And  now  the  path  of  the  army  wound 
through  most  beautiful  country,  skirting  the 
shores  of  some  vast  lake  for  a  few  hours, 
and  then  leading  througli  noble  woods  or 
rich  orchards,  the  latter  glowing  red  and  gold 
from  the  ripe  fruits;  again  passing  over  cul- 
tivated fields,  where  the  corn  grew  shoulder 
hi-gh  and  yellow  as  the  sunshine,  and  thence 
again  by  way  of  little  hamlets  and  towns 
nestling  amid  their  fruit  lands  and  fields  of 
maize,  and  lovely  wit)i  the  rainbow  colors 
of  countless  gardens.  And  so  they  came  to 
the  great  dyke  or  causeway  wliich  some  four 
or  five  miles  in  length  divided  Lake  Chalco 
from  Xochicalco.  It  was  a  solid  structure  of 
stone  and  lime,  running  directly  through  the 
lake,  and  the  Spaniards  considered  it  to  be 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  works  they  had 
seen.  On  the  lake  itself  were  hundreds  of 
little  boats,  carrying  eager  and  curious  In- 
dians, and  the  Spaniards  were  amazed  and 
delighted  to  behold  the  floating  gardens  of 
the  Mexicans,  rafts,  big  and  little,  like  lovely 
islands  teeming  with  fruit  and  flowers,  and 
moving  about  over  the  water.  "All  around 
the  margin  and  occasionally  far  into  the 
lake,  they  beheld  little  towns  and  villages, 
which,  lialf  concealed  by  the  foilage,  and 
gathered  in  white  clusters  around  the  shore,' 
looked  ih  the  distance  like  companies  of 
wild  swans  riding  quietly  on  the  waves.  A 
scene  so  new  and  wonderful  filled  their  rude' 
hearts  with  amazement.  It  seemed  like  en- 
chantment."' 


We  shall  not  tell  the  story  of  the  cele- 
brated invasion,  which  met  with  appalling 
disaster.  It  is  a  terrible  tale.  Perliaps  it 
may  be  well  to  mention  that  the  invading 
army  was  less  than  half  French.  It  repre- 
sented almost  every  nation  in  Continental 
Europe,  except  Austria,  Turkey  and  the  Bal- 
kan people.  Read  in  the  clear  Wghi  which 
history  casts  upon  it,  dismissing  all  the 
glamor  which  surrounds  Napoleon's  name, 
it  seems  as  if  the  invasion  must  be  described 
as  the  act  of  a  man,  who  was  obsessed  with 
RV.  idea  of  his  own  invincibility.  The  six 
hundred  thousand  men,  who  crossed  the  Nel- 
men,  marched  forward  to  inevitable  disas- 
ter. The  road  to  Moscow  was  strewn  by 
their  corpses,  many  of  which  lay  yet  un- 
buried  wlien  the  returning  stragglers  wearily 
sought  to  escape  from  the  terrors  of  Winter 
and  the  harassing  Russians.  There  is  no 
other  recorded  incident  so  insane  in  its  con- 
ception and  in  the  attemfits  to  carry  it  into 
execution.  Napoleon  plight  easily  have  oc- 
cupied the  Baltic  provinces,  restored  the 
Lithuanian  principality  .ind  erected  it  into  a 
kingdom,  an  act  wiiich  might  have  altered 
the  whole  course  of  European  history;  but  he 
went  blindly  on,  ignoring  a  triumph  at 
hand  and  seeking  to  achieve  what  lie  must 
have  realized,  had  lie  been  possessed  of  his 
ordinarily  calm  judgment,  was  an  impossibil- 
ity. 

The  story  of  the  burning  of  Moscow  has 
been  told  in  several  ways.     Rostopschin.  the 


fields  of  maize  and  the  towering  maguey, 
intermingled  with  orchards    and     blooming 

gardens;  for  flowers  in  such  demand  for  their 
religious  festivals,  were  even  more  abund- 
ant in  this  populous  valley  than  in  other  parts 
of  Anabuac.  In  the  centre  of  the  great  basin 
were  beheld  the  lakes,  occupying  then  a 
much  larger  portion  of  its  surface  than  now, 
their  borders  ihickly  studded  with  tpwns  and 
hamlets,  and  in  the  midst,  like  some  Indian 
empress  with  lier  coronal  of  pearls,  the  fair 
city  of  Mexico  with  her  while  towers  and 
pyramidal  temples,  reposing. as  it  were  on  the 
bosom  of  the  water,  the  far-famed  'Venice 
of  the  Aztecs.'  Higli  over  all  rose  the  royal 
hill  of  Chapultepec,  the  residence  of  the 
Mexican  monarchs,  crowned  with  the  same 
grove  of  gigantic  cypresses,  whicli  at  this 
day  fling  their  iiroad  shadows  over  the  land." 
Small  wonder  that,  beholding  evidences  of 
such  a  civilization  the  more  timid  of  the 
Spaniards  quailed  at  tlie  prospect  of  continu- 
ing their  marcli  and  daring  to  offer  battle 
to  llie  people  in  possession.  They  clamored, 
in  fact,  that  Cortes  should  lead  them  at  once 
back  to  Vera  Cruz;  that  they  would  not  take 
part  in  a  conflict  which  must  prove  so  parn- 
lyzingly  unequal.  But  their  general,  instead 
of  being  disheartened,  wa's  more  than  ever 
fired  with  a  desire  to"conquer  and  to  possess 
all  the  riclies  of  the  wonderful  conntry  for 
himself.  He  was  bravely  upheld  by  his 
cavaliers  who,  no  less  than  himself,  possessed 
the  courage  engendered  by  many  victories, 
and  who  spoke  so  clieeringly  to  the  troops 
that  the  more  timid  were  shamed  into 
acquiescence,  uuvl  the  more  daring  wrouglit 
up  111  a  fever  pitch  uf  excitement  and  dar- 
ing. 

And  now  the  Spaniards'  way  was  easier 
and  tliey  advanced  without  effort,  met  "at 
every  turn  by  members  of  friendly  tribes  who 
had  many  complaints  to  lay  before  Monte- 
zuma, chief  of  which  was  the  summary  .way 
he  had  of  carrying  off  their  youths  to  serve 
in  Ihe  Imperial  army,  and  of  enslaving  their 
most  beautiful  maidens  for  his  harem. 
Presently  an  embassy  from  the  capifal  met 
them,  bringing  as  usual,  rich  gifts  of  gold 
and  silver  and  robes  of  fur  and  feaihcrwork. 
They  alstj  brought  a  message  from  tlie  Aztec 
ruler  to  the  effect  that  if  the  Spaniards 
would  turn  about  and  retrace  their  steps, 
he  would  agree  to  pay  Cortes  four  loads  of 
gold  a  year,  his  captains  each  one  load,  and 
a  yearly  tribute  to  the  Spanish  monarch. 
Cortes  received  the  embas.sy  with  his  usual 
tact  and  courtesy.  He  bade  them  tell  their 
king  that  his  mission  was  purely  one  of 
peace,  but  thai  lie  had  undertaken  it  at  the 
command  of  his  sovereign,  and  even  were 
he  so  inclined  dare  not  turn  hack  until  he 
had  mot  the  Montezuma  in  his  Mexican  cnpi- 
lal. 

Some  days  later  a  courier,  riding  post 
haste,  came  up  to  the  Spanish  army.  The 
Tezcucan  king  was  advancing,  he"  told 
Cortes,  and  the  latter  prepared  to  mecl  him. 
Soon  after,  this  young  monarch,  who  ruled 
over  one  rif  (he  richest  and  most  famou.s 
cities  of  Mexico,  appeared.  He  was  at  thi.s 
time  about  twenty-five  years  of  age.  hand- 
some of  feature,  erect  and  stately  in' carriage. 
He  was  born  in  a  palanquin  or  litter,  "richly 
decorated  with  plates  o(  gold  and  precious 
stones,  having  pillars  curiously  wrought,  sup- 
porting a  canopy  of  green  plumes,  a  favor- 
ite color  with  the  Aztec  princes."  He  was 
accompanied  by  a  numerous  retinue,  and  dis- 
mounting from  his  littfer.  he  greeted  Cortes, 
by  touching  the  earth  with  his  right  hand  and 
raising  it  to  his  head.  Cortes  greeted  him 
with  much  cordiality,  and  when  the  young 
King  presented  him  with  three  magnificent 
pearls,  he  in  turn  threw  about  that  monarch's 
neck  a  chain  of  cut  glass,  for  glass  was  as 
rare  with  the  Mexicans  as  diamonds.  The 
Indian  Prince  told  the  Spanish  general  that 
he  had  been  sent  by  Montezuma  to  welcome 
the  new-coniers  to  the  Mexican  capital,  and 
after  some  further  intercljange  of  courtesies, 
he  left  the  Spanish  camp.

(Concluded) 

We  have  now  followed  the  story  of  Rus- 
sia from  the  time  when  the  Varangians  came 
out  of  the  North  and,  headed  by  Rurik,  the 
chief  of  the  "Family  of  Princes,"  set  up  their 
rule  over  Eastern  Europe.  We  have  traced 
the  long  process  by  -which  Russia,  from  be- 
ing a  congeries  of  independent  principalities, 
became,  consolidated  into  a  mighty  empire. 
We  have  seen  how  the  Mongols  invaded 
the  land  and  the  standard  of  the  Golden 
Horde  was  set  up  and  all  the  region  from  the 
Arctic  to  the  Black  Sea  paid  obeisance  to  it. 
We  have  told  the  story  of  the  break-up  of 
Mongol  supremacy,  have  related  how  the 
principality  of  Kiev  became  supreme,  only 
to  lose  its  supremacy  to  Souzdal,  which  prin- 
cipality was  the  germ  of  modern  Russia.  V\'e 
have  outlined  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  Nov- 
gorod republic,  and  shown  how  slowly  abso- 
lutism established  itself.  The  wonderful  ex- 
pansion of  Russian  territory  has  been  related. 
The  efforts  of  the  Czars  to  Europeanize  their 
subjects  and  the  enormous  difficulties  en- 
countered in  that  task  have  been  given  in 
some  detail.  We  have  told  of  the  entry  of 
Russia  into  world  politics;  have  indicated  the 
steps  by  which  education,  commerce  and  in- 
dustries were  promoted,  and  we  leave  the 
story  with  Alexander  on  the  throne,  united 
with  the  Powers  of  Central  Europe  to  resist 
the  efforts  of  Napoleon  to  attain  to  universal 
rule. 

Alexander,  who  came  to  the  Ihroiie  in 
1801,  was  an  enlightened  monarch.  He 
speedily  extricated  his  country  from  the  cm. 
barrassments  which  his  predecessor,  Paul,  had 
brought  upon,  it  through  his  vacillation  and 
mad  admiration  of  Napoleon.  Indeed,  there 
is  scarcely  any  reason  to  doubt  tliat  Paul  was 
insane,  and  that  his  murder  was  an  advan- 
tage to  all  Europe.  Alexander's  first  act  was 
to  become  reconciled  with  England,  and  the 
result  was  the  establishment  of  a  complete 
understanding  with  the  British  Government 
and  the  granting  by  it  of  certain  concessions 
to  the  so-called  "League  of  Neutrality," 
which  the  northern  powers,  Russia.  Sweden, 
Norway  and  Denmark  had  formed  against 
Britain.  The  events  of  the  years  following 
the  accession  of  Alexander  are  so  interwoven 
with  the  history  of  all  Europe  that  to  relate 
them  would  simply  be  to  give  an  account  t)f 
the  Napoleonic  wars,  which  are  already  be- 
ing i^ealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  Magazine 
Section.  While  the  outstanding  ligure  in 
these  events  was  necessarily  the  great  Cor- 
sican,  the  place  in  history  occupied  by  Alex- 
ander is  scarcely  less  important,  if  less  spec- 
tacular. He  saved  Prussian  nationality  from 
extinction,  and  undoubtedly  prevented  Na- 
poleon from  overrunning  the  whole  of 
Europe.  He  was  not  always  at  war  with  his 
brother  Emperor,  and  the  latter  tried  every 
means  in  his  power  to  win  him  over  to  his 
support.  But  Alexander,  though  inclined  lo 
waver  at  times,  had  in  his  heart  the  spirit  of 
his  grandmother,  the  great  Catherine.  What- 
ever happened,  Ru.ssia  must  be  pre.servcd.  II 
is  a  singular  ligure  he  presents,  that  of  a  ruler 
of  a  people,  who  had  been  vainly  struggling 
for  years  to  became  a  European  Power,  rom- 
ing  to  the  very  forefront  and  upholding  the 
nations  of  Central  Europe,  or  what  was  left 
of  them,  Napoleon  was  so  anxious  to  se- 
cure the  active  sympathy  of  Alexander  that, 
after  he  had  div_orced  Josephine,  he  sought 
the  hand  of  one  of  Alexander's  relatives  in 
marriage,  but  religious  questions  arose.  The 
Russian  princess  refused  to  marry  a  divorced 
man  or  to  change  her  religion  for  the  sake 
even  of  so  distinguished  a  husband.  This 
refusal  really  was  the  cause  of  the  invasion 
of  Russia  by  Napoleon,  although  the  way  his. 
torians  tell  the  siory  other  causes  led  up  to 
it.  But  these  other  causes  would  never  have 
arisen,  if  the  Princess  Anna  had  wedded  the 
French  Emperor. 


governor  of  the  city,  states  in  his  memoirs 
•that  he  had  made  all  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  such  a  stroke,  but  denies  that  he 
ordered  it.  He  says  he  gave  orders  for  the 
burning  of  some  stores  of  alcohol  and  other 
liquors  lying  in  Ihe  Volga,  his  object  being 
lo  prevent  the  terrible  scenes  that  would 
have  been  enacted  had  the  invaders  and  the 
invaded  seized  them  and  become  maddened 
by  intoxication.  This  may,  he  says,  have 
been  the  cause  of  the  terrible  conflagration, 
but  he  disclaims  all  responsibility,  except  as 
above  stated,  for  its  occurrence.  Be  this  as 
it  may,  there  is  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  its 
effect.  Napoleon's  position  became  instant- 
ly hopeless,  and  only  retreat  through  a  rav- 
aged country  was  left  open  to  him.*^ 

At  this  point  we  shall  leave  the  history  of 
this  wonderful  country,  which  is  in  many 
respects  the  most  amazing  of  all  the  nations 
of  the  world.  Its  emergence  from  barbar- 
ism, its  conquest  In-  the  Mongols,  its  over- 
throw of  Asiatic  control,  its  entry  upon  the 
steep  up-hill  road  to  a  place  in  the  European 
family  of  nations  form  a  tale  that  is  unique 
in  the  world's  records.  It  is  impossible  to 
justify  the  terrible  cruelty  exhibited  liy  some 
of  its  rulers;  but  it  is  also  impossible  to  deny 
the  claims  to  greatness  of  such  persons  as 
Ivan  IIL,  who  shook  oft"  the  Mongol  yoke; 
Basil,  who  Consolidated  the  empire;  Ivan  the 
Terrible,  who  extended  its  boundaries  and 
made  it  dreaded;  Peter  the  Great,  who  gave 
it  a  wonderful  impetus  towards  civilization; 
Catherine  the  Great,  who  made  it  respected, 
and  Alexander,  who  advanced  it  to  a  pin- 
nacle of  influence  never  before  attained  or 
since  enjoved.

ingly alike,  and  yet  they  so  differ  that  they 
produce  results  so  widely  apart  from  each 
other  as  a  clod  of  earth,  a  flower  and  a  man. 
It  Is  claimed  that  recent  investigations  have 
established  that  it  is  possible  to  take  certain 
minerals  and  by  a  certain  process.  In  which 
nothing  organic  enters,  produce  something 
which  exhibits  some  of  the  phenomena  of  the 
lowest  form  of  vegetable  life.  The  experi- 
menLs,  which  are  thought  to  demonstrate 
this,  are  very  recent,  and  have  yet  to  receive 
confirmation.  The  possibility  of  eliminating 
every  chance  that  organc  matter  may  be  in- 
troduced into  a  solution,  supposed  lo  contain 
nothing  but  distilled  water  and  chemically 
pure  minerals,  is  a  very  remote  one,  and  yet 
the  experimenters  think  they  have  been  able 
to  accomplish  it.  If  the  claim  referred  to 
can  be  supported,  it  will  be  one  step  towards 
establishing  the  essential  identity  of  all  forms 
of  matter.

Laws  of  Existence 

One  of  the  methods  by  which  minerals 
arc  distinguished  is  the  study  of  the  forms 
in  which  they  crystallize.  Two  minerals 
may  resemble  each  other  in  casual  appear- 
ance very  clo.sely,  but  if  they  show  different 
crystallization,  we  know  they  are  different 
substances.  We  do  not  mean  that  there  are 
as  many  different  forms  of  crystallization  as 
there  are  minerals,  but  only  that  each  min- 
eral crystallizes  in  a  particular  way.  If 
you  take  a  piece  of  galena  and  break  it  up 
finely,  you  will  find  that  the  result,  if  you 
do  not  grind  it  to  an  impalpable  powder,  will 
be  practically  identical  with  granulated  .sugar 
in  the  shape  of  its  crystals,  cubical  crystalli- 
zation being  common  both  to  sugar  and 
galena.  A  perfect  quartz  crystal  is  a  six- 
sided  prism,  terminating  at  the  top  of  a  six- 
sided  pyramid,  to  use  an  expression  not  very 
accurate  scientifically.  Gold,  when  precipi- 
tated from  solution,  forms  in  needle-shaped 
crystals.  Crystallization  is  a  law  of  the 
physical  existence  of  minerals. 

Cellular  structure  Is  the  dominant  feature 
of  plant  and  animal  life.  When  we  speak  of 
a  cell,  we  are  likely  to  have  in  mind  an  en- 
closed space,  large  or  small,  with  defined 
sides.  Many  cells  are  like  thi.s,  but  many 
others  have  no  v.alls  at  all.  The  scientific 
(.lefinition  of  a  cell  is  that  it  is  "the  morpho- 
logical and  physiological  unit  of  the  body  of 
organisms."  Usually  cells  are  microscopic, 
but  sometimes  they  have  considerable  mag- 
nitude, as  In  the  case  of  the  yolk  of  an  egg, 
which  is  a  single  cell.  The  contents  of  a  cell 
consist  of  the  nucleus,  which  is  always  more 
or  le.ss  spherical,  and  a  substance  called 
cytoplasm,  the  combination  of  the  two  form- 
ing what  is  known  as  protoplasm.  We  are 
speaking  now  of  cells  In  animals.  Cyto- 
plasm contains  water-filled  spaces,  and  what 
are  called  food  substances.  The  really  vital 
elements  in  a  cell  is  called  plasma,  which  is  a 
filmy  substance  surrounding  water,  just  as 
the  film  of  water  surrounds  the  air  in  a  soap 
bubble.  The  process  called  life  is  associated 
in  Some  way  with  the  sub-divtsion  of  the  cells, 
and  loss  by  some  of  them  a(  an"  essential 
principle.  Cells  are  formed,  subdivide  and 
die.    Each  microscopic  partkle  seems  to  11- 
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verge  of  very  important  discoveries,  *  As 
most  newspaper  readers  know  certain  ele- 
mentary substances  have  been  converted  into 
certain  other  elementary  substances,  and 
and  there  is  at  least  some  reason  to  suppose 
that  there  is  really  only  one  elementary  sub- 
stance, which  assumes  various  forms  accord- 
-ing  as  the  motion  of  its  electrons  varies.  The 
remarkable  resemblance  between  animal  and 
plant  cells  indicates  that  there  is  no  essential 
fundamental  physical  difference  between 
the  two  great  divisions  of  organic  nature. 
The  experiments  above  referred  to  suggests 
that  there  may  be  no  essential  difference  be- 
tween the  laws  inorganic  and  organic  exist- 
ence. These  things  point  to  the  essential 
unity  of  every  material  thing. 

Let  no  one  assume  that  more  has  been 
proved  or  is  likely  to  be  proved  by  investi- 
gation than  has  been  suggested.  The  obedi- 
ence of  all  matter  to  certain  law  is  one  thing. 
The  origin  of  those  laws  is  quite  another. 
Minerals  in  solution  obey  a  certain  law  and 
form  crystals.  Plant  cells  obey  a  certain 
law  and  form  leaves,  fruits  and  flowers.  Ani- 
mal cells  obey  certain  laws  and  form  all  the 
varieties  of  self-conscious  life  ,  of  which 
humanity  is  the  culmination.  But  science 
has  never  demonstrated  that  matter  devel- 
oped the  laws  which  govern  it.  Indeed,  if 
chemists  shall  be  able  to  demonstrate  that 
they  can  take  materials  and  from  them  pro- 
duce vegetables  or  living  creatures,  without 
the  intervention  of  organic  life  in  any  form, 
they  will  only  succeed  in  showing  what  can 
be  done,  not  what  has  been  done  in  the  evo- 
lution of  the  ages.  It  seems  inconceivable 
that  in  the  chaos,  out  of  which  science  tells 
us  that  everything  has  been  evolved,  con- 
ditions could  ever  have  existed  which  would 
provide  for  the  action  of  those  processes, 
which  it  is  said  can  be  obtained  in  the  labora- 
tory only  under  circumstances  involving  a 
degree  of  isolation  from  disturbing  elements 
almost  impossible  of  realization.  Moreover 
science  has  never  claimed  that  it  can  create 
the  laws  of  existence.  Its  utmost  expecta- 
tion is  that  it  may  be  able  to  create  con- 
ditions under  which  these  laws  may  work  in 
new  directions,  so  that  what  was  once  inert 
mineral,  with  apparently  no  other  inherent 
power  than  that  of  crystallization,  may  be- 
come a  plant,  capable  of  reproducing.--ltSu 
kind,  and  a  plant  may  become  a  self-con- 
scious creature,  or,  in  other  words,  an  animal. 
It  stops  short  of  suggesting  whence  came  this 
law  of  being,  just  as  it  must  stop  short  of 
suggesting  whence  came  matter.  All  it  can 
hope  to  do  is  to  investigate  the  laws  of  exist- 
ence.

Unseen  Entities 


The  line  of  thought  followed  in  this 
article  is  not  intended  as  an  expression  of 
opinion,  but  only  to  direct  attention  to  a 
subject,  which,  in  these  materialistic  days,  is 
vcrv  little  considered.  We  read  in  the  Epis- 
tle of  Paul  to  the  Ephesians  the  following 
words: 

"For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and 
blood,  but  against  principalities,  .^gainst 
pov/ers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of 
this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in 
high  places." 

The  terms  used  to  describe  the  antag- 
onists, against  whom  we  must  struggle,  have 
no  relation  whatever  to  physical  beings, 
political  organizations  or  the  character  of 
high  otf»cials.  They  are  terms  of  well  de- 
termined  meanings  and  are  intended  to  de- 
scribe various  grades  of  non-material  In- 
influcnces  by  which  humanity  is  assumed  to 
he  surrounded.  We  find  the  same  expres- 
sion used  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans, 
where  he  said : 

"For  I  am  pertMltded  that  neither  death, 
nor  life,  nor  angeU,  nor  principalities,  nor 
pdwffs,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to 
come,  nor  height,  nor  depth.  n<!n'  any  other 


creat^ure  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from 
the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord." 

Dr.  Alfred  Russell  Wallace,  one  of  the 
most  noted  scientists,  of  modern  times, 
frankly  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  is  a 
Deity,  a  great  controlling  mind,  Who  created 
all  things,  but  exercised  control  over  what 
He  had  made  by  means  of  intermediary 
'spiritual  agencies.  This  v/as  also  the  view  of 
Swedenborg,  who  was  one  of  the  master 
minds  of  his  day,  and  a  trained  scientist, 
Milton  held  to  the  same  idea,  and  these  two 
quotations  from  St.  Paul  show  very  clearly 
that  he  accepted  the  doctrine  of  intelligent 
entities,  unseen  and  yet  ever  present  with  us. 
The  Christian  Church  inculcates  a  belief  in 
angels  and  other  spirits.  Both  the  Old  and 
New  Testament  are  full  of  references  to  such 
beings. 

It  is  all  very  hard  to  understand.  We 
are  really  not  able  to  conceive  of  such  be- 
ings; but  we  must  remember  that  we  only 
know  what  we  know,  and  that  innumerable 
things  may  be  concealed  from  our  know- 
ledge. Dr.  Wallace,  in  speaking  of  the  lini- 
itations  of  human  knowledge,  likened  man 
to  a  minnow  living  in  a  brook,  which  flows 
into  the  boundless  ocean.  Let  us  apply  this 
simile  in  another  way.  Down  on  the  rocks 
in  sight  of  whicli  this  is  written  is  a  little 
pool.  Some  of  the  water  in  it  was  cast  up 
there  by  the  waves  of  last  V/inter's  storms; 
-some  of  it -doubtless  came,  from .  the  rainfalL- 
Within  the  pool  are  scores  of  living  creat- 
ures. There  are  little  crabs,  minnows  and 
others.  They  seem  to  live  and  die  there, 
within  sight  and  sound  of  the  boundless  sea, 
yet  knowing  nothing  of  it.  Daily  the  tides 
rise  and  fall;  but  these  little  creatures  know 
it  not.  Many  times  daily  great  ships  sail 
within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  them,  but  the 
denizens  of  the  pool  know  nothing  of  them. 
Possibly  next  Winter  some  storm  will  come 
and  with  its  waves  sweep  this  miniature  sea, 
with  its  burden  of  life,  out  into  the  ocean 
and  launch  it  upon  the,  to  it.  Unknown. 
Let  us  suppose  that  these  small  creatures  are 
endowed  with  intelligence  such  as  we  pos- 
sess. Do  we  not  know  that  the  wisest  of 
them  would  be  unable  to  have  formed  in  ad- 
vance any  just  idea  of  the  immensity,  the 
new  order  of  things,  the  new  and  tremendous 
forces  with  which  it  would  have  to  contend 
in  the  new  sphere  into  which  the  waves  had 
ushered  it?  This  will  illustrate  what  we 
mean  by  the  self-evident  statement  that  we 
only  know  what  we  know;  that  there  may 
be  and  probably  is  an  ocean  of  knowledge 
and  experience  awaiting  us,  of  whose  nature 
and  immensity  we  may  have  no  conception 
at  all.  Our  ignorance  of  a  thing  does  not 
prove  it  to  be  non-existent. 

Belief  in  the  existence  of  Unseen  entities 
is  apparently  as  old  as  humanity  and  as  uni- 
versal. David  prayed  that  "the  angel  of 
the  Lord  may  persecute"  his  enemies.  He 
tells  us  that  God  will  "give  his  angels  charge 
over  us."  We  tind  Solomon  warning  us 
against  saying  "before  the  angel"  that  sin 
is  the  result  of  error.  The  story  of  the 
Herald  Angels  is  familiar  to  us  all.  After 
the  temptation  of  Jesus,  it  is  said  that  "an- 
gels ministered  unto  Him."  There  were 
angels  waiting  at  the  empty  sepulchre.  All 
through  the  whole  Biblical  narrative  we  liave 
the  existence  of  these  beings  spoken  of,  and 
there  are  many  references  to  evil  spirits.  We 
know  that  it  was  once  thought  that  insanity 
was  caused  by  the  presence  in  the  individual 
of  malign  spirits,  and  although  medical 
science  has  proved  the  fallacy  of  such  sug- 
gestions, it  does  not  destroy  its  value  as  a 
proof  of  the  universality  of  Iniman  belief  in 
the  existence  of  malevolent  as  well  as  be- 
nign spirits. 

As  we  said  at  the  outset,  this  article  is  not 
intended  to  be  an  expression  of  opinion,  but 
simply  to  draw  attention  to  a  little-consid- 
ered subject.  It  was  suggested  by  an  article 
by  Dr.  Wallace,  in  which  he  declared  his  pro- 
found conviction  Ui  the  existence  of  Deity, 
and  it  may  be  worth  adding  that  he  was  also 
a  devoted  supporter  of  Darwin,  of  whom  he 
speaks  as  "the  Master."  We  do  not  know 
that  the  subject  has  any  special  bearing  upon 
our  everyday  life,  unless  the  possibility  that 
we  may  be  surrounded  with  unseen  in- 
fluences ought  to  lead  us,  as  Paul  exhorted, 
"to  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God." 

We  have  used  the  words  "entities"  and 
"influences"  for  the  purpose  of  distinguish- 
ing between  things  that  are  human  and 
things  that  are  not  human.  The  highest 
type  of  creature  of  which  we  have  knowledge 
from  observation  is  maa-  Hence  we  adopt 
the  anthropomorphic,  that  is  manlike,  con- 
ception of  all  other  intelligent  beings.  The 
Deity  is  to  our  imaginations  only  an  exag- 
gerated man,  for  we  can  think  of  nothing 
greater  than  human  nature.  If  we  think  of 
good  spirits  we  have  a  mental  picture  of  beau- 
tiful human  forms;  if  we  think,  of  evil  .spirits 
we  conjure  up  hideous  hags  or  Mephisto- 
phelian  men.  Nearly  all  artists  so  depict  them. 
It  was  Raphael,  we  think,  who  first  tried  to 
break  away  from  this  idea,  and  by  paintttif 
winged  heads  sought  to  convey  the  Wea  of 
Incorporeal  intelligence.  Therefore,  we  tltf^ 
not  dismiss  the  ideas  advanced  by  l^i ' 
Swedenborg  and  Wallace  as  mer$  fifKitflitl 
of  disordered  imagination,  bapaiise  tli^ 
presence  about  us  of  beinn  rbembU^g  0i^« 
selves  and  yet  invisible  seenis  ridll^^ 
lous.  Perhaps  that  Is  not  what  is  IMttd  IJl 
all,  nor  s^nythlng  tike  that. 
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Canadian  Camp  Life 

"Canadian  camp  life!"  Canadian 
fiddlesticks!"  Piker  Joe  snorted  as  he  laid 
down  the  cloth-bound  bit  of  wax-work.

1  had  slid  down  ravines  and 
struggled  up  again,  "butted"  my  way 
through  the  underbrusii,  and  swung  by  my 
hands  along  limbs  of  trees  over  tumbling 
creeks,  thankful  that  one  of  my  greatgrand- 
dads  was  likely  a  baboon,  or  1  could  not  have 
made  it.  At  last,  however,  1  stood  in  llie 
little  open  space.  It  was  no  larger  than  a 
six-by-eight  bedroom,  but  I  could  stand  up 
straight  and  look  about  me.  Soon  I  heard  a 
crackling  of  the  twigs,  and  listened,  my 
right  hand  closing  tightly  on  my  automatic 
pistol.  1  looked  in  the  direction  of  the  sound, 
but  could  see  nothing  for  some  time.  Then 
I  thought  I  saw  a  white,  hairy  back  coming 
slowly  through  the  trees. 

"The  goat!"  1  thought  eagerly. 

On  it  came  while/  I  waited,  my  arms 
hanging  at  my  sides.  I  wanted  a  close  shot, 
and  intended  to  wait  until  the  animal  entered 
the  enclosure  where  I  was.  On  it  came, 
and  I  began  to  wonder.  There  seemed  some- 
thing strange  about  it.  I  heard  a  grunt,  and 
the  beast  came  leisurely  through  into  the 
opening.  My  heart  leapt  up  and  seemed  to 
turn  over. 

"A  silvertip!" 

And  so  it  was — the  largest  i)!  grizzly 
bears — and  I  v/as  in  a  trap.  The  silvertip 
gives  a  man  no  chance.  Where  a  black  bear 
will  rear  on  its  hind  legs  and  give  you  lime 
for  a  quick  shot  at  its  breast  before  It  at- 
tacks, the  silvertip  keeps  its  head  down  and 
its  little  pig  eyes  on  you,  and  if  (here  is  a 
single  move  it  will  rush  and  tear  you  to 
pieces.  1  dared  not  lift  my  arms  to  shoot. 
I  could  not  get  to  a  tree.  For.' though  the 
grizzly  climbs,  it  cannot  climb  a  six-inch 
tree,  and  I  had  lost  my  chance.  Motionless, 
I  kept  my  eye  on  the  beast,  while  thought 
after  thought  raced  through  my  brain.  The 
grizzly  eyed  me  and  slowly  wagged  its  head 
from  side  to  side.  1  thought  it  was  laughing 
at  me — that  a  smile  of  amusement  was  in 
its  little  stupid  eyes  as  it  continued  to  wag 
its  head.  I  still  eyed  it  steadily,  and  hours 
and  weeks  seemed  to  pass.  Every  second  I 
imagined  its  hair  bristling  for  an  attack.  I 
was  afraid  my  fingers  would  twitch,  or  that 
the  pistol  would  clatter  to  the  ground.  I 
tiiought  that  my  knees  would  give  way.  and 
that  I  would  sink  to  tiie  earth.  But  none  of 
these  happened.  I  continued  to  stare  at  tlie 
animal,  and  slowly  but  surely,  its  steady, 
amused  eyes  on  my  face,  and  its  head  wag- 
ging slowly  in  a  ridiculous  manner,  it  backed 
toward  tlie  wood.  Back  it  went,  and  back, 
never  taking  its  eyes  from  me,  hiit  I  knew 
if  I  made  a  move  it  would  rush  forward,  not 
back.  Slowly  it  continued  back,  until  its 
body  was  all  in  the  bush,  and  its  head,  then 
it  turned  and  ran  off,  away  from  me  and  my 
death-trap  that  might  have  been.  I  fired 
then,  shot  after  sliot,  but  every  one  missed, 
and  Grizzly  got  away  scot-free. 

I  ,made  my  way  back  to  camp,  glad  to 
be  scratched  and  torn  and  bruised  by  thorn 
and  brush  and  rock — glad  that  I  was  alive  to 
feel  the  hurt  and  see  the  blood  oozing  from 
a  gasli  or  two  In  my  hands — glad  when  1 
came  on  Old  Piker  cussing  again  like  the  old 
heathen  he  was. 

"What's  the  matter?"    I  asked. 

"What's  the  matter?"  he  bellowed. 
"Matter  enough!"  tracks  of  a     grizzly     all 
round  that  there  durn  goat,  and  no  goat  left, 
not  a  bone,  hot  more'n  a  piece  of  the  off  hind 
leg,  that's  what's  the  matter/' 


October  in  Orkney 

An  October  visit  to  the  island,  promising 
as  it  sounded,  did  not  altogether  fuitil  anti- 
palions,  October  proving  to  be  what  may 
be  called  a  "between"  month — too  late  and 
too  early  at  one  and  the  same  time.  Home- 
bred snipe  had,  many  of  them,  left,  and  few 
migrants  had  arrived.  Golden  plover,  too, 
bred  on  the  island,  had  long  since  vanished, 
and  though  the  lirst  touch  of  snow  or  really 
c^Id  weather  brings  foreigners  by  thousands, 
such  conditions  are  not  to  be  expected  un- 
til December.  As  to  duck,  they  do  not  or- 
dinarily appear  in  force  before  the  end  of 
November,  the  fleeting  glimpse  1  had  one 
day  during  this  visit  of  several  hundreds  be-; 
ing  altogetITer^~exceptional,  whlTe^ven  then 
1  did  not  manage  to  come  to  close  quarters.. 

Ahd  yet,  whatever  the  sporting  attrac- 
tions of  the  moment,  Orkney  always  has 
its  charm.  So  at  least  it  seemed  to  us  on  that 
October  morning  after  our  arrival,  when  we 
found  ourselves  standing  by  the  familiar  old 
archway  of  the  farm,  looking  out  on  a  scene 
of  utter  desolation,  unrelieved  by  the  purple 
of  heather  and  the  gold  and  green  of  low- 
lying  fields.  Barrenness  and  melancholy 
were  intensified,  and  more  subdued  than  ever 
showed  the  narrow,  rocky  shore  beneath  us, 
with  its  huge  slabs  and  boulders,  its  even  rim 
of  seaweed  and  driftwood,  its  screeching  gulls 
and  terns  driven  helplessly  by  the  wind; 
leaden  skies  and  leaden  seas  being  alike 
flaked  by  scudding  white,  and  misty,  deso- 
late hill  tops  rising  all  around. 

Blusteringly  breezy  was  the  morning, 
with  fitful  gleams  of  sunshine,  on  our  moving 
oil  to  a  reed-grown  swamp  near  the  farm 
buildings,  generally  like  a  wilderness,  but 
now  somewhat  depleted,  the  reeds  having 
been  cut  in  places  to  supply  litter  for  the  cat- 
tle. Here,  only  yesterday,  on  our  landing  in 
the  bleak  twilight,  we  had  seen  a  couple  of 
moorhens,  slinking  into  cover — in  itself 
rather  a  strange  circumstance,  for  moorhens 
do  not  habitually  frequent  the  island,  and  to 
reach  it  have  to  fly  across  a  wide  expanse  of 
sea  from  the  lochs  of  the  mainland  of  Ork- 
ney, this  small  swamp  of  a  few  square  yards 
being  the  solitary  attraction.  Of  these  wan- 
derers it  was  unlikely  we  should  see  anything 
today,  our  dog"  not  having  yet  arrived  from 
Scotland,  but  no  sooner  had  we  set  foot  in 
the  reeds  than  there  was  a  general  uprising 
of  snipe,  accompanied  by  the  emptying  of 
four  barrels.  Two  birds  dropped,  and,  on 
our  reloading,  a  straggler  rose  behind,  fall- 
ing to  my  gun  and  twisting  down  into  open 
water,  the  wind  carrying  it  to  shore.  At 
the  end  of  the  swamp,  a  few  yards  farther  on, 
another  snipe  was  bagged,  and  then,  return- 
ing to  pick  up  the  one  blown  to  shore,  we 
foimd  it  to  be  a  jack — a  sure  proof  the  an- 
nual  migrations  were   beginning. 

Two  couple  in  the  first  five  minutes — it 
was  not  a  bad  start;  and  on  crossing  to  a 
pond  in  a  paddock  on  the  other  side  of  the 
farm,  a  fifth  bird  was  dropped  high  up  on  the 
grass;  and  then,  climbing  a  stone  dyke,  we 
found  ourselves  on  the  shore,  the  farm  being 
situated  on  a  notchy  headland  with  sea  to 
right  and  left.  Along  the  coast  our  path  lay, 
the  cliffs  graudally  mounting  upward,  and 
from  the  rocks  below  rose  redshanks  in- 
numerable, their  wild,  shrill  cries;  so  strange- 
ly in  keeping  with  the  surroundings,  coming 
back  to  us  on  the  wind.  Before  reaching 
the  heather  we  had  to  pass  through  a  rank 
"grass  field,  abounding  with  tussocks  and  this- 
tles, the  zigzagging  course  of  streamlets  be- 
ing marked  by  denser  cover.  Here  was  the 
certainty  of  sport,  and  as  practically  the 
whole  of  the  island  was  virgin  ground,  we 
took  broad  sweeps  of  the  field,  with  little  at- 
tention to  careful  walking.  Volleying  soon 
began  in  earnest,  but  shooting  in  such  a  high 
wind  was  no  easy  matter,  and  on  our  cross- 
ing the  boundary  mound,  riddled  with  rabbit 
holes,  the  bag  had  increased  by  only  three 
birds.  Immediately  on  gaining  the  heather, 
J.  accounted  for  another,  while  one  snipii 
that  was  missed  gyrated  back  to  the  field  just 
left,  and  being  followed  up  eventually  fell 
to  my  gun. 

Without  more  delay,  we  now  struck  out 
across  the  ridges  and  hollows  of  the  hillside, 
lovely  in  Summer,  with  its  masses  of  purple 
and  gracefully  winding  burns,  but  now  a 
blackened  waste,  with  only  here  and  there  a 
spray  of  bloom,  showing  the  more  vividly 
by  contrast  amid  the  general  desolation. 
Yet  to  lovers  of  wild  life  this  island  hillside 
must  ever  have  a  fascination.  Cormorants, 
gulls,  cider  ducks  and  seals  to  seaward;  red- 
shanks, dotterels  and  turnstones  on  the, 
shore;  curlews  and  an  occasional  heron  over- 
head— such  are  its  ordinary  sights,  so  much 
a  part  of  the  scenery  that  Orkney  would  not 


be  Orkney  without  them.  And  then,  too, 
there  is  always  a  chance  of  meetin|;  with  rare 
visitors.  We  once  saw  a  couple  of  ravens 
circling  over  the  hillside,  while  a  wild  swan, 
shortly  before  our  arrival  on  this  visit,  spent 
a  whole  day  on  one  of  the  island  ponds,  al- 
lowing strangers  to  approach  without  taking 
to  flight. 

Trudging  over  the  stunted  heather,  with 
the  wind  cutting  full  in  face,  for  a  long  while 
we  had  little  opportunity  of  increasing  the 
bag,  the  curlews  wheeling  overhead  keep- 
ing at  a  safe  distance.  And  then,  swiftly  and 
silently,  a  covey  of  grouse  was  seen  disap- 
pearing over  a  ridge,  and  as  there  are  few 
grouse  on  the  island,  we  followed  in  pursuit. 
Again  they  rose  well  out  of  shot,  this  time 
making  for  the  upper  slopes,  and  we  decid- 
ed to  leave  them  in  peace  for  the  present  and 
try  conclusions  later.  Where  the  clifl"s  sank 
level  with  the  shore  was  a  broad  strip  of 
luxuriant  reed  grass,  green  in  Winter  and 
Summer  alike,  and  a  very  probable  spot, 
especially  in  windy  weather,  for  either  grouse 
or  snipe.  Half  the  ground  having  been  cov- 
ered without  result,  we  were  anticipating  fail- 
ure when  an  old  cock  grouse,  that  had  lain 
close,  rose  with  a  triumphant  crow  a  long 
way  behind,  his  jubilation  being  a  trifle  pre- 
matiM-e,  h>r  J.,  swinging  round,  winged  him 
with  a  remarkably  lucky  shot,  and  the  brief 
chase  that  ensued  ended  for  him  in  the  game 
bag.  The  rest  of  the  morning  was  spent 
Iti  a-spirited  endeavor  to  come  in  touch  with 
the  covey  already  seen;  on  the  bare  upper 
slopes  we  had  several  glimpses  of  them,  but 
they  were  as  wild  as  hawks,  and  never  al- 
lowed themselves  to  be  caught  napping. 
Nothing  would  induce  them  to  descend  to 
the  thicker  heather.  Tired  out,  we  at  length 
turned  homewards,  bagging  two  or  three 
snipe  on  the  way,  one  of  them  being  flushed 
from  a  puddle  at  the  edge  of  a  turnip  field — 
an  illustration  of  how,  at  this  time  of  the 
year,  one  has  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  snipe 
in  the  most  unlikely  places. 

In  very  leisurely  fashion  passed  the  after- 
noon, our  morning  tramp  having  made  it 
clear  a  big  score  was  out  of  the  question. 
Sauntering  after  lunch  to  the  pond  in  the 
paddock,  we  had  the  good  fortune  to  put  up 
a  couple  of  snipe  at  our  feet,  one  falling  to 
J.'s  gun  and  the  other  to  mine;  and  then 
crossing  the  island,  we  whiled  away  the  time 
on  a  flat,  grassy  promontory,  without  seeing 
much  of  interest  except  numberless  curlews 
and  a  large  flock  of  sixteen  herons.  Shore 
birds  were,  of  course  in  evidence,  but  powder 
was  seldom  wasted  on  them,  though  today 
1  happened  to  add  a  redshank  and  a  couple 
of  turnstones  to  the  bag.  Towards  nightfall 
we  divided,  J.  going  down  to  the  shore  by 
the  farm  to  watch  for  green  plover  flighting 
over,  and  I  to  the  hilltop  after  golden,  not 
infrequently  met  with  on  the  upper  "slopes 
in  the  evening.  Very  impressive  showed  the 
surrounding  isles  from  the  cairn  marking  our 
island's  highest  point,  their  storm-riven  hills 
backed  by  thunderous  clouds,  tinged  with 
orange  and  red,  and  a  last  glimmer  suns6t 
playing  on  the  waters.  But  as  for  the  quarry 
we  were  seeking,  J.  and  1  were  equally  un- 
successful, though  he  shot  a  rabbit  by  the 
burrows  and  a  heron  by  the  sea  wall,  the 
hitter's  end  being  due  to  his  wishing  to  try 
the  "royal  dish" — an  experiment  that  could' 
not  be  followed  out  owing  to  the  cooking  au- 
thorities declaring  emphatically  against  it. 

Only  eight  couple  of  snipe,  including  the 
jack,  had  been  bagged,  a  total  much  below 
previous  records;  but  for  one  thing  we 
had  at  least  to  be  thankful,  and  that  was  the 
absence  of  rain — a  blessing  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated that  night  over  a  glowing  peat 
lire,  when  a  terrific  thunderstorm  burst  over 
the  island. — P.  F.  L.  C. 


Going  Alone 


Strange  Fish  Facts 

Fish  have  been  referred  to  as  "voiceless 
and  emotionless  creatures,"  but  scientific  in- 
vestigation appears  to  demonstrate  the  fact 
that  tishes,  as  well  as  land  animals,  are 
largely  swayed  by  the  same  emotions,  and 
that  they,  in  a  limited  way,  give  expression 
thereto.  Among  such  means  of  expression 
may  be  mentioned  their  habit  of  erecting 
their  scales  or  fin  rays  when  under  the  in- 
fluence of  anger  or  of  terror,  pretty  much  in 
the  same  way  that  feathers  and  "hairs  are 
erected  in  birds  and  mammals. 

Inasmuch  as  fish  have  eyes  without  mov- 
able eyelids,  cheeks  encrusted  with  bony 
plates  or  covered  with  hard  scales,  and  in- 
ternal ears,  one  may  hardly  expect  to  find 
special  expressions,  as  of  joy,  pain,  aston- 
ishment, so  well  marked  in  the  case  of  the 
higher  animals,  wherein  the  play  of  the 
features  gives  an  insight  into  their  emotions. 

In  fish  change  of  color  is  one. of  the  best 
indexes  to  the  emotions.  When  the  tish  is 
sick  its  color  is  apt  to  be  fajnt,  while  in 
health  the  color  stands  out  vividly.  One  of 
the  most  striking  examples  of  the  effect  of 
the  emotions  on  color  is  that  of  the  stickel- 
back.  This  fish  shows  a  violent  temper.-  In- 
deed, it  might  be  said  to  swim  about  with  a 
chip  on  its  shoulder.  During  the  breeding 
season  fierce  combats  among  the  males  are 
of  frequent  occurrence.  When  fighting,  their 
brilliant  colors  stand  out  with  extraordinary 
vividness;  but,  upon  the  conclusion  of  the 
combat,  the  defeated  one,  his  gay  Colors  now 
quite  faded,  seeks  refuge  among  Ms  more 
peaceable  companions. — L,  K.  H. 


To  the  multitude,  whether  city  or  coun- 
try; bred,  the  bare  idea  of  faring  alone  in  .the 
wilds  for  days  or  weeks  at  a  time  is  eerie  and 
fantastic,  or  something  worse.  It  makes 
their  flesh  creep.  He  who  does  so  is  certainly 
an  eccentric,  probably  a  misanthrope,  pos- 
sibly a  fugitive  from  justice,  or,  likely  enough 
some, moonstruck  fellow  whom  the  authori- 
ties would  do  well  to  follow  up  and  watch. 

But  many  a  seasoned  woodsman  can 
avow  that  some  of  the  most  satisfying,  if  not 
the  happiest,  periods  of  his  life  have  been 
spent  far  out  of  sight  and  suggestion  of  his 
fellow  men. 

From  a  practical  standpoint,  there  are 
compensations  in  cruising  the  woods  and 
streams  alone,  and  even  in  camping  without 
human  fellowship.  It  simplifies  the  whole 
business  of  outfitting  and  camp  routine.  You 
get  the  most  out  of  the  least  kit.  It  would 
be  piggish,  for  example,  if  two  men  should 
eat  out  of  the  same  dish;  there  must  he  three 
at  least,  one  to  cook  in  and  two  for  serving 
the  food ;  but  for  one  man  to  sup  from  his 
own  frying  pan  is  not  only  cleanly  but  a 
sensible  thing  to  do.  It  keeps  the  food  hot- 
ter than  if  transferred  to  a  cold  plate,  and 
saves  washing  an  extra  dish,  an  economy  of 
effort  that  is  the  most  admirable  of  all  effi- 
ciencies! 

The  pro_blem  of  cuisine  is  reduced  to  its 
lo\\:est  terms.  ^You-i:i)Ok  what  you  like,  and 
nothing,  else;  you-  prepaj:e  .-what-y-ou-ueedr- 
and  not  one  dumpling  more.  It  is  done  pre- 
cisely to  your  own  taste — there  is  a  world 
of  gustatory  satisfaction  in  that.  You  bake 
a  corn  pone,  let  us  say,  leaving  the  frying 
pan  clean  of  grease.  You  cut  your  venison 
(the  flesh  of  all  game  is  venison)  into  cubes 
and  broil  these  on  a- sharpened  stick,  one  at  a 
time,  just  as  you  eat  them,  which  is  the  best 
and  daintiest  cooking  process  in  the  world. 
Your  coffee,  settled  by  a  dash  of  cold  water, 
is  drunk  from  the  same  cup  you  brewed  it  in. 

Theh  comes  the  cleaning  up.  No  more 
bugaboo  of  dishwashing,  which  all  men  so 
cordially  despise.  You  give  pan  and  panni- 
kin a  rinse  and  a  wipe,  jab  your  knife  into 
the  ground  and  draw  it  through  some  fresh 
leaves,  chuck  the  broiling-stick  into  the  fire, 
and — voila! — the  thing  is  done,  thoroughly 
and  neatly  done,  without  rising  from  your 
seat! 

So  with  other  camp  chores,  from  pitch- 
ing the  miniature  tent  to  packing  up  for  the 
march;  everything  is  simplified,  and  time  and 
effort  are  saved. 

From  a  selfish  standpoint,  the  solitary 
camper  revels  in  absolute  freedom.  Any 
time,  anywhere,  he  can  do  as  he  pleases. 
There  Is  no  anxiety  as  to  whether  his  mates 
are  having  a  good  time,  no  obligation  of 
deference  to  their  wishes.  Selfish?  Yes; 
but,  per  contra,  when  one  is  alone  he  is  bor- 
ing nobody,  elbowing  nobody,  treading  on 
nobody's  toes.  He  is  neither  chiding  nor 
giving  unasked  advice.  Undeniably  he  is 
minding  his  own  business — a  virtue  to  cover 
multitudes  of  sins. 

If  1  have  spoken  rudely  it  is  because  a 
woodsman  naturally  goes  straight  to  the 
point  and  calls  a  spade  a  spade.  Sentimen- 
talism- is.his  bugbear.  He  respects  healthy 
sentiment,  and  has  some  tender  spots  of  his 
own;  but  the  messages  breathed  to  him  in 
forest  aisles  are  heard  only  when  he  is  alone. 
A  companion,  however,  light  footed  he  may 
be,  adds  fourfold  to  the  risk  of  disturbing 
the  shy  natives  of  the  wild.  By  yourself  you 
can  sit  motionless  and  mutely  watchful,  but 
where  two  are  side  by  side  it  is  neither  polite 
nor  endurable  to  pass  an  hour  without  saying 
a  word.  Should  a  dash  of  poetic  tempera- 
ment be  wedded  to  one's  habit  of  observing, 
then  -it  is  more  than  ever  urgent  that  he 
should  be  undisturbed;  for  in  another's 
presence 

"Imagination  flutters  feeble  wings." 

Solitude  has  its  finer  side.  The  saints  of 
old,  when  seeking  to  cleanse  themselves  from 
taint  of  worldliness  and  get  closer  to  the 
source  of  prophecy,  went  singly  into  the 
desert  and  bided  there  alone.  So  now  our 
lone  adventurer,  unsaintly  as  he  may  have 
been  among  men,  experientes  an  exhaltation, 
finds  healing  and  encouragement  in  wilder- 
ness life. 

When  twilight  falls,  and  shadows  merge 
in  darkness,  the  single-hahded  camper  muses 
before  the  fire  that  comforts  his  bivouac  and 
listens  to  the  low  s^veet  voices  of  the  night, 
which  never  are  heard  in  full  harmony  save 
by  those  who  sit  silent  and  alone. 

Then  comes  the  time  of  padded  feet. 
Stealthy  now,  arid  mute,  are  the  creatures 
that  move  in^  the  forest.  Our  woodsman, 
knowing  the  ways  of  the  beasts,  regards  them 
not,  but  dreams  before  the  leaping  flames 
like  any  Parsee  worshipping  his  fire. 

Weird  shapes  appear  in     the    flowing 
coals.    Elves  dance  in  the  halo  where  ntght 
and 'radiance  mingle. 
-    Hark  to  TKania:

CABBAGE 

There  is  probably  no  garden  crop  that 
exhausts  the  soil  more  than  cabba^^^e.  The 
Spring  cabbage  (from  seed  sown  about  the 
middle  of  August),  which  is  the  chief,  occu- 
pies the  land  from  one  September  to  an- 
otlier,  and  yields  an  enormous  weight  of 
crop  in  the  course  of  Spring  and  Summer. 
Therefore,  if  a  good  return  is  to  be  had,  the 
land  must  be  deeply  trenched  and  liberally 
nianured.  A  good  plan  is  for  the  cabbage 
to  follow  onions.  The  best  varieties  to 
plant  for  early  crops  in  April  and  May,  when 
young,  cabbage  is  so  much  appreciated,  are 
Sutton's  April  and  Flower  of  Spring  and 
Ifllam's  Early.  For  a  general  Summer  crop 
Entield  Market  is  still  one  of  the  best.  Red 
cabbages  for  pickling  are  sown  at  the  same 
time  and  grown  in  a  similar  way.  Sowing 
cabbages  at  the  wrong  time  is  a  frequent 
cause  of  their  bolting  to  seed.  If  any  of  the 
above  named  varieties  were  sown  in  the 
Spring  the  chances  are  that  many  of  the 
plants  would  "bolt,"  but  if  Tender  and  True 
or  All  Heart  were  sown  then,  scarcely  any 
would  run  to  seed.

cabbage  is  obtained,  and  they  are-  of  better 
flavor  than  the  old .  ones  that  have  been  on 
the  ground  so  long.     A  good  time  to  sow 

is  the  end  of  March._  „_- 

"The  Colewartr  orMaiJeHCabtiage,  is  a 
most  usefulcrop.     Seeds  are  sown  early  in 


June,  and  the  plants  are  put  out  on  the  land 
cleared  of  early  potatoes  or  some  other  crop 
towards  the  middle  or  end  of  July.  This 
small  cabbage  should  be  planted  In  rows 
one  foot  apart,  allowing  twelve  inches  be- 
tween plant  and  plant  in  -the  row.  ,  When 
growth  is  completed  towards  the  etid  of 
October,  the  flat  brown  heads  of  the  cab- 
bage will  almost  be  touching  one  another. 
The  Colcworl  is  in  use  from  November  lo 
the  end  of  January.  The  London  and  Ros- 
setti  are  still  amongst  the  best. 

The  Savoy — This  cabbage  is  chiefly 
valued  for  its  hardiness  and  its  excellence  as 
a  late  Winter  and  Spring  vegetable.  Seed  is 
sown  at  the  end  of  March,  the  plants  being 
put  out  at  the  end  of  June,  the  large  form 
(the  Drumhead)  in  rows  two  feet  apart 
each  way,  and  the  smaller  varieties  eighteen 
inches  apart.  The  plants  are  earthed  up  (as 
all  cabbages  should  be)  as  soon  as  they  have 
made  a  fair  growth  of  leaves  and  stem.  No 
crop  derives  greater  benefit  from  frequent 
hoeing  than  this  cabbage.  The  best  varieties 
are  Drumhead,  Dwarf  Green,  Curled,  Late 
Green  and  Tom  Thumb. 

CAPSICUM  AND  CHILLI 
Both  of  these  when  well  grown  are  use- 
ful and  ornamental  for  the  decoration  of  the 
conservatory  in  Winter  or  for  use  in  the 
kitchen,  either  in  a  green  state  for  pickles  or 
for  making  chilli  vinegar,  or,  when  ripe,  for 
grinding  into  cayenne  pepper.  The  chilli 
is  best  for  the  latter  purpose.  The  seed  is 
sown  in  warmth  early  in  March,  and  as  soon 
as  the  plants  are  large  enough  to  handle 
they  are  put  into  shallow  boxes  in  line, 
sandy  soil,  three  inches  apart,  -And  kept  on 
a  shelf  near  the  greenhouse  roof.  In  about 
three  weeks  they  are  potted  singly  in  four- 
inch  pots.  About  the  middle  or  end  of  May 
they  will  be  ready  for  their  last  potting,  the 
chillis  into  five-inch  and  the  capsicums  into 
six-inch  pots.  They  may  be  successfully 
grown  and  ripened  in  a  cold  pit  or  frame. 
In  a  warm  season  they  do  fairly  well  when 
planted  out  in  a  sunny  border.  The  fol- 
lowing are  good  varieties:  Capsicum: 
Erect  Fruiting,  Mammoth,  Long  Red,  Gold- 
en Dawn  and  Long  Yellow.  Chilli:  Long 
Red,  Long  Yellow,  Small  Red  Cayenne, 
Round  Red  and  Round  Yellow. 

CARROT 

The  carrot  thrives  best  in  deep,   rather 
sandy  soil,  and  is  preferably  grown  on  land 
that  has  been  well  manured  for  a  crop  the 
previous  year.     No  further  manure  is  add- 
ed,  but  the  ground  is  well  dug  in  Winter. 
Where  the  soil  is  naturally  shallow,  the  best 
plan  is  to  sow  only  the  short  varieties,  such 
as  Champion  and  Scarlet  Horn.     The  best 
for  general  crop  are  the  red  and  Scarlet  In- 
termediate and  the  Long  Surrey  Red.     Seeds 
of  these  should  be  sown  towards  the  end  of 
March  in  drills,  for  the  large  varieties,  twelve 
inches  apart,  and  rather  less  for  the  smaller 
horn   varieties.      As  soon  as  the  roots  are 
through  the  ground  have  the  soil  hoed  to 
kill  weeds,  as  they  will  grow  much  faster 
than  the  carrots.     Thin  the  young  plants  to 
three  inches  apart   in   the   first  place,   and 
subsequently  until  they  are  six  or  eight  inches 
apart.    Carrot  seeds  should  be  mixed  with  a 
small    quantity    of    dry    sand    and    rubbed 
through  the  sands  before  they  are  sown,  or 
they  will  stick  together  and  be  sown  un- 
evenly.    Young,  tender  carrots  can  be  se- 
cured many  months  in  the  year  by  succes- 
sional  sowing.     The  first  seed  of  the  Early 
Scarlet  Horn  or  Sutton's  Early  Gem  is  sown 
in  late  December  on  a  bed  of  soil  five  inches 
deep  made  up  in  a  frame  containing  a  hot- 
.  bed.     With    the    carrots    radishes    may    be 
sown    (Wood's  Frame  is  a  good  variety). 
They  will  be  ready  long  before  the  carrots. 
The  carrots  will  be  ready  for  use  in  April, 


followed  by  a  crop  sown  outdoors  in  Febru- 
ary on  a  warm.  .Mieltered  border.  By  sow- 
ing at  intervals  of  five  weeks  a  continuous 
supply  of  young  carrots  may  be  had  through- 
out tile  Summer  and  Autumn,  and  even  in 
the  Winter  by  sowing  in  the  middle  of  Aug- 
u.st.  Main  crop  carrots  are  ready  for  lifting 
at  the  end  of  C)ctober,  and  should  be  stored 
in  damp  sand  or  soil  in  a  cold  shed  or  out- 
house, cutting  oil'  the  leaves.  Those  sown 
in  August  will  be  fresher  and  of  better  flavor 
if  left  in  the  ground  until  the  end  (.it  January, 
covering  them  with  strawey  manure  during 
the  l\ard  weather,  so  that  they  can  be  lifted 
when  wanted. 

CAULlFLUWliR 

The  dillerence  between  caulitluwcr  and 
broccoli  is  mainly  apparent  in  quality  and 
flavor,  the  cauliflower  being  far  superior  in 
these  respects.     The  cauliflower  is  a  tender 
plant  and  can   only   be  grown   outdoors  in 
Summer  and  Autumn,  whereas  the  hioccoli 
is  comparatively  hardy    and    produces    its 
flower  heads  through  the  Winter  and  Spring. 
It  is  of  less  delicate  and   pleasant   flavor. 
To  grow  the  cauliflower  to  perfefftiort  the^ 
land  cannot  be  too  well  cultivated.    For  the' 
first  early  crop  seeds  are  sown  on  a  warm 
border  outdoors  about  August  14.     Sow  in 
drills  twelve  inches  apart  and  one-half  inch 
deep.     The   voung  plants  are  Wintered  in 
:i  cold  frame.    Lcti:he  plants  tre 
frame  in  light,  friable  soil  early  in 'October, ' 
putting  them  four  ijiches  apart.     Let  them 
TOW  as  hardily  as  possible  during  the  Win-'_ 
ter,  giving  air  freely  when  it  is  not  too  cold. 
In  very  cold  weather  the  frame  must  remain 
closed  and  be  covered  up  at  night  during 
frosty  weather.      Towards    the    middle    of 
April  prepare  in  a  warm,  sheltered  position 
a  piece   of  land   that   has  been   previously 
heavily  manured  and  deeply  dug.     Fork  it 
over  well.     Handlights  or  cloches  should  be 
placed  over  the  plants  after  they  are  planted. 
Put  the  plants  in  groups  of  four,  so  that  one 
handlight  will  cover  each  group.     A  little  air 
must  be  given  in  the  daytime.    When  danger 
from  frost  is  past  the  handlights  are  takea 
off.    The  heads  will  be  small  on  these  plants, 
but  they  will  be  early  and  of  good  quality. 
From  the  same  batch  of  plants    (sown   in 
August)   plant  also  a  row  at  the  foot  of  a 
South  wall;  these  will  be  ready  for  use  as 
soon  as  the  earlier  ones  are  over.     Plant  yet 
another  lot  of  these  plants  in  a  sheltered 
position  in  the  open  garden  and  they  will 
continue  the  supply  into  June.     Early  cauli- 
flowers may  also  be    obtained    by    sowing 
seeds  in  a  warm  greenhouse  early  in  Febru- 
ary,  putting  the  seedlings  in  a  bed  of  soil 
made  up  in  a  warm  frame,  and  subsequently, 
in  April,  planting  out  as  directed  above.     If 
wanted  still  earlier,  the  plants  may  be  potted 
into  five-inch  pots  and  grown  in  frames  until 
lit  to  use.    The  next  sowing  should  be  made 
early  in  March  for  successional  crops,  and 
this  should  include  larger  varieties,  such  as 
Veitch's   Perfection   and   Dickson's   Eclipse. 
These   will  give   magnificent   heads   in   late 
Summer  and  Autumn.     Another  small  sow- 
ing of  the  early  sorts  may  be  made  early  in 
April  and  early  in  May.     It  is  of  no  use  sow- 
ing after  this  date.     Generally  speaking,  the 
proper  distance  apart  to   plant  cauliflower 
is  two  feet  apart  each  way,   hut  the  small 
early  varieties  may  be  planted  closer,   and 
the  larger  ones  a  little   wider  apart.     The 
best  variety  for  sowing  in  .August  is  Early 
London.     The  best  for  sowing  in   heat  in 
Spring  is  Early  Snowball.     Erfurt  Dwarf  and 
King  of  Cauliflowers  are  excellent  for  mid- 
season,  and  Dickson's  Eclipse  and  Autumn 
Giant  are   the  best  for  late    Summer    and 
Autumn. 

CELERY 

In  England  this  plant  is  found  growing 
wild  in  ditches  and  swampy  places,  and  it  is 
well  for  the  grower  to  bear  this  fact  in  mind, 
for  success  in  its  cultivation  depends  largely 
on  an  ample  supply  of  water  during  the  Sum- 
mer and  Autumn.     There  are  two  methods 
by  which  celery  is  usually  grown,  in  single 
trenches  and  short  rows  across  wide  beds. 
Large  specimens  can  best  be  grown  in  single 
trenches.     If  the  grower  wishes  to  grow  for 
quality  rather  than  for  size,  then  the  latter 
system  is  the  best  and  most  economical,  as 
a  larger  number  of  plants  can  be  grown  in 
the  same  space,  and  the  labor  of  earthing 
up   is  not  so  great.      Land   that    has    been 
cropped  with  broccoli  is  very  suitable,  for  the 
time  to  open  the  trenches  is  when  the  last 
of  the   broccoli   are  cut,   about  the  end   of 
May.     Naturally  the  celery  prefers  a  deep, 
rather  light  soil,  but  it  can  be  made  to  grow 
well  in  poor  soil  by  the  application  of  an 
abundance  of  well    decomposed    farmyard 
manure.      If    the    single    trench    system    is 
adopted,  mark  out  lines  four  and  one-half 
feet  apart,  centre  to  centre.     The  trenches 
should  be  from  ten  to  twelve  inches  deep, 
and  fifteen  inches  wide,  forming  ridges  be- 
tween the  trenches  with  the  soil  dug  out. 
Let  the  trenches  be  filled  with  seven  or  eight 
inches  of  manure  and  on  this  three  inches  of 
soil;  then  dig  and  thoroughly  mix  together 
and  tread  fairly  hard.    The  trench  will  then 
be  filled  to  within  about  two  Inches  of  the 
.  top.    If  very  dry  give  good  watering,  and  the 
trench  will  be  ready  for  planting  in  a  day 
or  two.    Give  the  plants  a  g;ood  soaking  of 
water  directly  they  are  planted  and  shade 
for  a  few  days.    The  end  of  May  is  a  good 


time  to  plant  the  earliest  crop.  Put  the 
plants  out  about  ten  inches  apart  in  the  row. 
The  ridges  of  soil  may  be  planted  with  dwarf- 
growing  vegetables  which  mature  early, 
such  as  dwarf  peas,  dwarf  French  beans, 
cauliflower,  spinach  and  lettuce. 

When  celery  is  grown  in  beds  the  hitter 
are  dug  ten  inches  deep;  the  plants  are  put 
out  in  rows  twelve  inches  apart  across  the 
bed,  tiie  plants  in  the  row  being  ten  inches 
apart.  The  width  of  the  bed  will  depend  on 
the  number  of  plants  the  grower  decides  to 
place  in  lhc_-rows;  five  plants  in  a  row  are 
usual;  the  lied  would  then  be  about  four  and 
one-half  feet  across;  the  space  between  tiic 
bpds  should  be  the  same  width,  to  allow 
plenty  of  soil  for  earthing  up.  The  trenches 
are  manured  and  prepared  for  planting  in 
the  same  way  as  directed  for  the  single 
trenche.s;  the  ridges,  too,  are  similarly 
planted. 

1-tir  the  earliest  crop  sow  afew  seeds  of 
Sandringham  White  and  Major  Clarke's,  in 
February,  in  a  pan  of  line,  moist  soil  and 
place  in" a  warm  greenhouse  or  frame,  cover- 
ing -vith  a  piece  ,of  :glass.  n  ""n  .i  ^  the 
seedlings  are  through,  remove  tlie  gla^^  and 
place  the  pa'ns'near  the  glass.  As  soon  as 
larg4i  enough  to  .handle,  transiMant  the  seed- 
lings three  inches  apart  in  shallow  boxes  of 
soil.     In  a  week  or  ten  days  remove  them

are  trom  twt^'  td  thiiftfi  InthfiJs'  KlrlftHey^^e 
planted  in  a  cold  frame  placed  In  a  sunny, 
sheltered  position.  In  the  frame  place  a 
layer* of  rotted  manure  three  inches  deep 
when  trodden  down;  then  four  inches  of  soil. 
Put  in  the  young  plants  lirmly  and  keep  the 
frame  clo.se,  moist  and  shaded  for  a  few 
days,  afterwards  giving  plenty  of  air  on  all 
favorable  occasions,  and  taking  the  light  off 
on  fine  days.  These  plants  should  be  ready 
for  planting  in  the  trenches  at  the  end  of 
May.  The  sowing  for  the  main  crop  should 
be  made  at  the  end  of  March.  A  bed  made 
up  as  advised  for  that  in  the  frame  is  pre- 
pared outdoors  in  a  warm.,  sheltered  spot  for 
the  seedlings,  these  having  been  hardened  in 
frames.  A.  rough,  light  framework  of  wood 
should  be  made  round  about  the  bed,  so  that 
the  young  plants  may  be  protected  at  night 
by  mats  placed  round  the  sides.  They  must 
have  careful  attention  as  to  watering  and 
weeding,  and  will  be  ready  for  planting  in 
the  trenches  late  in  June. 

If  the  single  row  system  is  to  be  adopted, 
let  the  plants  be  put  out  seven  inches  apart 
and  at  once  watered.     The  plants  must  not 
be  allowed  to  suffer  from  drought  at   any 
time,  or  there  is  danger  of  their  "bolting"  to 
seed.    When  about  twelve  inches  high  a  little 
soil  from  the  ridge  should  be  placed   over 
their  surface  roots,  say  an  inch  deep.     The 
first  earthing  should  take  place  at  the  end  of 
August  or   early  September    (excepting,    of 
course,  for  the  earlier  crops,  when  the  earth- 
ing up  should  take  place  earlier  in  all  stages) . 
First  remove  all  the  small  leaves  and  shoots 
frcmi  the  base  of  the  plant.     Earth  up  when 
the  leaves  are  dry.     They  are  loosely  tied 
up  with  matting  at  a  point  a  httle  lower  than 
the  centre  of  growth,  and  this  will  also  de- 
termine the  height  to  which  they  should  be 
earthed   up   this   time — it  will   probably  be 
about  live  inches.     Before  the  soil  is  placed 
round  the  plants  it  is  a  good  plan  to  scatter 
a  dry  mixture  of  soot  and  lime  over  them  to 
discourage  attacks  of  slugs.     The    soil    is 
placed    firmly  round   the   plants   with   both 
hands.     Fill  the  spaces  with  soil,  take  away 
the  matting,  and  the  first  earthing  up  is  com- 
pleted.   Three  "earthings"  are  generally  suf- 
ficient, the  last  towards  the  end  of  October. 
The  earthing  up  of  plants  grown  in  beds  is 
carried  out  in  much  the  same  manner,  ex- 
cepting that  it  is  an  advantage  to  have  two 
boards  seven  inches  deep  and  a  little  longer 
than  the  rows.     Before  placing  soil  between 
the  rows,  place  one  of  the  boards  on  edge 
against  the  plants  on  the  right  side,  another 
on  the  left,  then  fill  the  space  between  the 
two  boards  with  soil.     Proceed  to  place  the 
soil   around    the   plants  with   the   hands   as 
directed  before  in  the  ca.se  of  the  single  row. 
In  frosty  weather  celery  should  be  protected 
with  mats,  bracken  or  straw  litter.     The  fol- 
lowing  are   amongst  the    best   varieties   to 
grow:       Major     Clarke's    (red).    Leicester 
(red),  Sutton's  Improved   (pink),  Sandring- 
ham   and    Veitch's   Solid    (white).      Larger 
varieties  are  Standard  Bearer  and  Manches- 
ter (both  red). 

CHICORY

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GROWING  VIOLETS  IN  COLD  FRAMES

If  runners  are  to  be  taken,  they  should 
be  removed  the  first  of  April,  selecting  only 
the  strong  and  healthy  growths.  For  propa- 
gating the  plants  should  be  removed  from 
the  old  frame,  the  soil  forked  over,  and  a 
top  dressing  of  about  two  inches  of  a 
screened  mixture  of  loam,  leaf  mould  and 
sand  placed  on  the  top.  The  makes  an  ideal 
rooting  medium.  The  young  plants  are  re- 
moved from  the  runners  by  a  cleun  cut  and 
can  be  re-set  in  the  frame  in  twenty-four 
rows  and  twelve  plants  to  the  row  across  the 
frame.  They  must  be  shaded  and  watered 
every  day  until  rooted. 

My  experience  has  been  that  plants 
propagated  in  light  compost  rather  than  pure 
sand  are  more  sturdy.  They  can  also  be 
tsken  right  from  the  frame  to  be  placed  out- 
doors where  they  are  to  remain  all  Summer, 
and  a  ball  of  soil  being  taken  with  each 
plant  there  is  very  Uttle  check  in  transplant- 
ing. If  sand  is  used  for  the  propagating  bed, 
closer  attention  is  necessary  in  both  watering 
and  shading,  and  it  is  easy  for  the  plants  to 
become  weak  and  "drawn."  For  the  ama- 
teur the  first  method  is  distinctly  advan- 
tageous because  it  does  away  entirely  with 
the  process  of  potting  off  or  transplanting  be- 
fore planting  outside.  The  old  growth  had 
best  be  discarded,  using  only  the  young,  new 
growths  for  propagation.  The  older  plants 
have  a  tendency  to  make  suckers  and  are  not 
nearly  so  good  for  Fa41-plit-nt4ng-as-thc^mall — 
er  ones  would  be. 

The  young  stock  propagated  in  April 
will  be  ready  to  plant  out  in  May  and  will  re- 
quire a  space  of  fifteen  inches  between  plants 
in  rows  eighteen  inches  apart.  From  that 
time  on  weeds  must  be  kept  under  control  by 
cultivating  the  soil,  which  will  also  help  to 
conserve   moisture. 

During  the  Summer  cut  off  all  runners  as 
they  appear.  In  other  words,  try  what  the 
strawberry  growers  call  "hill  culture."  Aim 
to  build  up  a  good  crown  and  not  a  strag- 
gling plant.  The  flowers  that  are  to  be  pro- 
duced in  the  Winter  are  made  in  the  crown 
during  the  Summer. 

The  violet  grower  is  liable  to  sulVcr  from 
one  insidious  disease — leaf  spot.  Double 
violets  are  especially  liable.  It  appears  in 
the  early  Fall  and  it  is  especially  prone  to 
develop  on  plants  that  have  been  grown  in 
rich  soil  or  over-watered  during  the  Summer. 
For  a  sturdy,  vigorous  growth,  observing  the 
rules  for  proper  watering,  and  having  ade- 
quate drainage  so  that  the  soil  will  not  be- 
come sour  are  the  practical  precautions.  The 
air  space  around  the  bed  in  the  frame  is  a 
help,  too. 

In  the  early  Spring,  in  common  with 
other  plants,  green  fly  is  liable  to  make  an 
attack.  Some  of  the  oil  or  soap  or  tobacco 
preparations  are  effective  remedies.  I  have 
used  soap,  one  half-pound  to  eighteen  gal- 
lons of  water,  which  would  also  be  effective 
against  red  spider,  although  that  little  pest 
does  not  usually  bother  violets  in  frames. 

VARIETIES  TO  GROW 

Marie  Louise  and  Lady  Hume  Campbell 
are  both  fine  doubles,  the  former  being 
darker  in  color,  and  the  variety  most  gen- 
erally grown;  the  latter,  however,  is  a  good 
violet  and  some  growers  claim  that  it  has 
the  advantage  of  a  longer  flower  stem.  I 
have  tried  both  under  the  same  conditions 
and  prefer  Marie  Louise. 

Among  the  single  varieties  Princess  of 
Wales  is  the  leader,  having  a  long  stem,  fine 
color,  and  very  free  flowering,  a  combina- 
tion that  is  all  that  can  be  desired. 

Should  violets  be  required  as  late  as 
possible,  try  a  few  sashes  of  Princess  of 
Wales  and  allow  theiri  to  remain  frozen  all 
Winter.  These  need  not  be  planted  before 
late  October,  so  the  frames  can  he  used  for 
other  things  till  that  time.  Let  them  grow 
along  until  December  so  as  to  be  well  rooted, 
and  then  let  them  freeze.  Keep  a  mat  and 
shutter  on  the  glass  to  exclude  the  sun  and 
allow  the  frost  to  come  out  gradually  in 
early  Spring.  You  will  be  surprised  at  the 
wealth  of  flowers  obtained  in  this  manner, 
The  cool  conditions  of  night  during  the  early  after  the  plants  grown  under  ordinary  con-

The  violet,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  is 
a  somewhat  dillicult  plant  to  handle.  It  does 
not  do  equally  well  ui  all  places;  it  has  very 
marked  likes  and  dislikes.  In  places  where 
it  will  grow,  however,  it  is  really  no  trick  at 
all  to  get  first-class  flowers  in  quantity. 
Elsewhere,  a  reasonable  amount  of  success 
can  be  had  by  close  attention  to  cultural  dc- 
tuils.  The  best  success  is  had  uiider  green- 
h(juse  m:inagement;  but  all  of  us  do  not  have 
greenhouses  and  with  cold  frames  many  large 
commercial  growers  have  been  highly  suc- 
cessful, so  there  is  real  encouragement  for 
the  amateur.  The  essential  things  are  to  keep 
the  plants  cool,  fairly  moist,  in  well  drained 
soil  and  witii^^eii  circulation  of  air  about 
them. 

If  you  would  have  violets  during  the 
coming  Winter,  a  start;,should  be  made  early 
in  September .  4«ide^»;  that  is  the  very  best 
time  for  planting,  because  plants  set  out  then 

before  Winter.  You  can  purchase  plants 
fp<H5  a  florist  or- you  cm  lift  the  current 
season's  plants  that  have  been  growing  out- 
doors during  the  Summer.  More  than  with 
most  other  plants  the  exact  kind  of  soil  is 
important.  The  ideal  is  a  good  strong  loam 
and  well  rotted  barnyard  manure,  three 
parts  to  one,  stacked  the  previous  Spring  and 
chopped  down  now.  If  such  a  stack  has 
been  turned  twice  during  the  Summer  so 
much  the  better.  When  growing  in  frames 
this  compost  had  best  be  put  in  over  a  layer 
of  half  decayed  roots  or  rough  straw  in  order 
lo  ensure  drainage. 

Make  the  frame  two  and  one-half  feet 
deep  and  six  and  one-half  wide,  and  adjust 
it  to  take  the  regulation  three  by  six  sash.  Or 
you  can  buy  frames  already  made,  and  some 
of  the  greenhouse  builders  nowadays  offer 
a  smaller  sized  frame  especially  for  ladies 
who  wish  to  do  their  own  garden  work.  If 
you  are  making  your  own  frame,  have  a 
false  bottom  to  the  bed  fourteen  inches  be- 
low the  glass  in  front  and  sixteen  inches  at 
the  back.  The  drainage  material  already 
spoken  of  is  placed  over  this  false  bottom, 
which  is  merely  a  layer  of  boards.  The  bot- 
tom boards,  in  order  to  give  drainage,  are 
laid  on  tlie  ground  with  a  half-inch  space  be- 
tween. ."Xn  interior  frame  of  five-inch  boards 
can  then  be  nailed  to  the  uprights,  usually 
made  of  two  by  fours.  This  interior  frame 
will  hold  the  soil  and  allow  a  two-inch  air 
space  between  itself  and  tiie  frame  proper. 
This  arrangement  ensures  a  circulation  of 
air  around  the  plants  which  is  very  beneficial 
during  the  Winter  time  when  the  frame  has 
to  be  closed  up  tight. 

After  the  soil  is  in  and  settled,  the  plants 
can  be  set  out  in  exactly  the  same  way.  as 
strawberry  plants  are  handled.  That  is,  with 
the  crown  well  above  the  soil  and  none  of 
the  leaves  covered.  The  number  of  plants 
to  the  standard  sash  is  governed  by  the  vigor 
of  the  plant  itself.  The  double  violets  can 
be  planted  twenty-eight  to  the  sash,  in  seven 
rows  of  four  each.  The  same  space  will  only 
accommodate  eighteen  plants  of  the  single 
varieties  which  are  heavier  growers. 

Whether  the  plants  be  received  from  a 
dealer  or  taken  up  from  the  ground, _  they 
must  be  properly  trimmed  before  being  set 
out,  cutting  ofi'  poor  leaves  and  all  runners. 
After  setting  be  sure"  to  •nia'^^  ^'""^  soil  firm 
around  the  plants,  give  a  thoroughly  good 
watering,  and  if  the  day  be  warm  leave  the 
glass  on  and  further  shade  the  frame  with 
a  lath  screen  or  plant  cloth.  At  night  the 
glass  sash  can  be  removed — say  as  soon  as 
the  sun  goes  down.  Keeping  violets  too 
warm  at  this  stage  is  a  potent  cause  of  failure.

white,  crisp  leaves  are  obtained  by  forcing 
the' roots  in  a  dark,  warm  place  during  the 
Winter  months  at  a  temperature  of  about 
fifty-five  degrees.  Chicory  may  also  be 
blanched  in  the  open  ground  in  Spring  and 
Summer  by  earthing  up  the  roots,  or  by  cov- 
ering with  pots  and  litter.  It  succeeds  well 
in  ordinary  garden  soil,  and  should  be  sown 
in  drills  an  inch  deep  and  twelve  inches 
wide,  about  the  end  of  May,  the  plants  being 
thinned  to  six  inches  apart  in  the  case  of  the 
ordinary'  variety,  and  to  nine  inches  apart 
for  the  Witloof. 

CHIVES 

This  is  grown  chiefly  for  .adding  to 
soups  and  salads  being  of  much  milder  flavor 
than  the  onion.     It  is  Increased  by  dividing 


possible  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  forty- 
five  to  fifty  during  bright  days  and  forty  or 
one  or  two  degrees  lower  at  night  throughout 
the  Winter. 

It  is  important,  too,  that  the  foliage  be 
dry  before  the  frames  are  closed ;  therefore, 
watering  must  be  done  in  the  morning,  and 
it  will  pay  to  be  careful  about  applying 
water  to  the  soil  between  the  plants  and  not 
over  the  plants  themselves.  Use  a  watering 
can  and  do  the  work  slowly.  Under  this 
routine  flowers  will  begin  to  develop  during 
early  Winter  and  the  crop  will  continue 
through  Spring  up  to  March,  when  the  plants 
can  be  thrown  out  and  discarded  or  new  run- 
ners may  be  propagated  for  planting  out  the 
following  September. 


There  are  several  ways  of  heating  % 
hotbed  other  than  by  the  use  of  manure. 
It  is  a.n  easy"  matter  to  build  a  frame  against 
or  near  the  house  in  the  back  yard,  and  put 
in  it  a  coil  of  pipes  connected  with  the  house 
heater,  thus  securing  a  permanent  source  of 
supply. 

If  this  method  is  net  available,  one  stQl 
has  recourse  to  the  oldest  means  ai  pt0^ 
house  heating — the  flue.  The  f|ue  is  HflitJui- 
ing  more  or  less  than.*  Hflde  |^]^  t^tdiil^ 
from  the  fire  up  a  gradual  loeliBe  tQ  the  btb* 
er  end  of  the  toed,  vhea;  it  ftsstunes  tn  tip- 
right  position-  and  becomes  whit  Is  gener*^:

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To  the  question,  "Which  breed  shall  I 
choose?  "  the  logical  answer  is  another  ques- 
tion, "For  what  purpose  do  you  want  it?" 
There  are  over  sixty  distinct  varieties  in- 
cluded in  the  American  Standard  of  Perfec- 
tion, many  of  them  differing  widely  in  ap- 
pearance and  characteristics.  Moreover, 
new  varieties  are  originated  from  time  to 
time,  so  that  the  list  is  constantly  growing. 
Poultrymen  have  long  amused  themselves 
by  developing  new  breeds,  in  an  endeavgr 
to  secure  a  fowl  which  will  meet  certain  pre- 
conceived notions  of  what  a  good  bird  ought 
to  be. 

•  If  you  have  an  attractive  suburban  home, 
a  flock  of  beautiful  white  fowls  will  com- 
pose an  attractive  picture,  as  they  wander 
over  the  green  lawn  in  search  of  bugs  and 
worms.  If,  however,  you  live  in  the  open 
countryTyou  wilt  do  better  to  choose  a 
breed  with  sombre  plumage,  for  white  fowls 
advertise  their  presence  by  their  feathers  to 
the  ever  watchful  eye  of  the  ubiquitous 
hawk.  Those  fowls  which  have  topknots 
also  are  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  open  coun- 
try, because  of  the  difficulty  which  they 
have  in  seeing  above  their  heads. 

Many  of  the  breeds  which  produce  large 
numbers  of  eggs  make  very  poor  dressed 
poultry.  Leghorns,  for  instance,  while  their 
flesh  is  tender  and  juicy,  are  top  small  to  be 
considered  as  market  poultry.  Other  old- 
time  favorites,  like  the  Brahmas  and  Coch- 
ins, make  splendid  dressed  poultry  because 
of  their  large  size,  but  are  heavy  feeders, 
and  have  gone  largely  out  of  favor  as  egg 
producers. 

The  color  of  the  flesh  is  also  a  matter 
of  moment,  in  this  country,  fowls  with  yel- 
low skin  and  yellow  legs  are  preferred;  so 
that  Plymouth  Rocks.  Wyandottes,  Rhode 
Island  Reds,  Brahmas  and  Cochins  are 
among  the  most  popular  for  market  pur- 
poses. This,  too,  however,  is  largeb'  a  mat- 
ter of  individual  opinion,  for  in  France  those 
birds,  like  the  Houdans,  which  have  dark 
meat  and  black  legs,  are  considered  tlie 
finest,  while  your  Englishma/i  wants  his 
poultry  to  possess  white  flesh,  and  so  favors 
the  Dorking  and  the  Orpington. 

The  fancier  is  more  interested  in  pro- 
ducing fowls  of  beautiful  plumage  which 
measure  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
official  standard  than  in  developing  an  egg- 
laying  breed.  Almost  every  variety  has  its 
staunch  supporters,  and  breeding  fancy 
poultry  is  a  hobby  ridden  by  thousands  of 
men  and  women,  old  and  young — rich  and 
poor,  as  a  visit  to  any  of  the  numerous  poul- 
try shows  will  demonstrate.  And  it  is  a 
splendid  hobby  for  the  suburban  resident.  A 
small  flock  of  carefully  chosen  birds  affords 
amusement  and  recreation  throughout  the 
year. 

So  much  for  a  general  purview  of  the 
subject.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  possible 
to  find  breeds  which  lay  large-sized  eggs  in 
abundance,  which  are  attractive  both  in 
feather  atid  in  form,  and  which  at  the  end 
of  their  careers  make  satisfactory  fowls  when 
served  on  the  table.  Utility  breeds  they  are 
called,  and  they  meet  the  needs  of  the 
suburban  resident  particularly  well.  And 
there  is  enough  variety  among  them  to  allow 
considerable  latitude  when  malting  a  selec- 
tion. 

No  breed  is  more  popular  than  tiie 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock.  As  the  hen  weighs 
about  seven  and  one-half  pounds,  and  the 
cock  a  pound  or  so  more,  this  breed  finds 
favor  as  dressed,  poultry,  and  the  hens  are 
prolific  layers  of  large  brown  eggs.  The 
White  Plymouth  Rock  is  growing  in  favor, 
and  has  one  advantage  over  the  barred 
variety  in  that  no  dark  pin-feathers  appear 
in  the  flesh. 

•  White  Wyandottes  are  very  useful  utility 
birds,  weighing  about  one  pound  less  than 
Plymouth  Rocks.  They  are  easily  cared  for, 
bear  confinement  well,  and  are  good  Winter 
layers.  There  are  several  varieties  of  Wyan- 
dottes besides  white,  all  having  the  same 
general  characteristics,  but  appealing  strong- 
ly to  many  fanciers  because  of  their  attrac- 
tive plumage.  They  include  Silver,  Golden, 
Buff,  Black  and  Columbia  Wyandottes. 

It  was  only  a  few  years  ago  that  Rhode 
Island  Reds  came  into  popularity,  but  the 
breed  now  has  tremendous  vogue.  Rhode 
Island  Reds  weigh  about  the  same  as  Wyan- 
dottes, and  are  excellent  layers,  as  well  as 
good  table  birds.  Their  glossy  brown 
plumage  is  so  attractive  that  they  are  highly 
popular  among  suburban  poultry-keepers. 
Their  chief  drawback  comes  in  the  difficulty 
which  is  found  in  breeding  them  true  to 
color.  Too  often  there  is  a  wide  range  in 
the  shading  of  the  plumage,  which  makes 
impossible  that  uniformity  in  coloring  which 
is  to  be  desired.

From  January  1  to  July  i  I  sold 
squabs  and  birds  to  the  amount  of  $520.80 
at  a  feed  cost  of  a  little  less  than  $  1 50,  and 
my  stock  today,  is  worth  more  than  it  was  on 
the  first  of  January.  I  also  kept  about  eighty 
hens,  from  which  I  received  a  revenue 
amounting  to  ;Sl8o,  less  $75.06  for  feed.  I 
valued  the  hens  on  January  l  at  $80.  July 
1,  1  summed  up  the  six  months'  business  as 
follows:

Considering  that  it  takes  me  only  about 
two  hours  a  day  to  take  care  of  my  stock, 
except  on  Mondays,  when  1  kill  squabs  and 
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These  three  breeds  are  the  leadin.i;  repre- 
sentatives of  the  American  class,  and  cannot 
be  surpassed  for  general-purpose  fowls, 
wherever  brown  eggs  are  desired.  The  fact 
that  tliey  lay  brown  eg;;s,  however,  and  also 
the  fact  that  they  frequently  become  broody, 
rules  them  out  of  the  list  among  some 
poultry-keepers. 

Among  the  general-purpose  fowls  which 
lay  white  eggs,  none  is  more  desirable  than 
the  Minorca,  both  black  and  white.  They 
are  good  for  table  purposes,  the  flesh  being 
white  and  firfe-grained;  but  they  arc  noted 
particularly  for  their  good  laying  abilities, 
the  eggs  being  large  and  pure  white.  The 
hens  almost  never  become  broody,  so  that 
incubators  must  be  used  unless  some  oilier 
breed  is  kept,  also,  for  liatching  purposes. 
Minorcas  are  particularly  good  fowls  for 
suburban  poultry-keepers,  as  they  are  hardy 
and  mature  quickly.  They  have  long 
comb?,  which  are  somewhat  easily  frosted 
in  very  cold  weather,  however,  a  point 
which  should  be  borne  in  mind.  Minorcas 
belong  to  the  Mediterranean  class,  as  do  the 
Leghorns,  of  whicii  there  are  many  varieties, 
including  brown,  white,  black,  buff  and  silver 
duck-wing.  Leghorns  have  a  reputation  as 
egg-producers  which  exceeds  that  of  any 
other  breed.  They  are  often  said  to  hold 
the  same  place  among  poultry  as  Jerseys 
among  cattle.  They  mature  early  and  often 
begin  to  lay  before  they  are  five  monihs  old, 
their  eggs  being  pure  white  in  color,  about 
ten  to  the  pound.  They  are  light  feeders, 
but  high  flyers,  and  are  restless  and  nervous. 
When  confined,  there  should  be  boards  two 
feet  high  around  the  bottom  of  the  pens, 
so  that  the  birds  cannot  see  out,  and  often- 
times it  is  necessary  to  stretch  poultry-wire 
over  the  yards.  The  flesh  is  tender,  but  the 
small  size  of  the  birds  is  decidedly  against 
them  as  table  fowls.  Like  tlie  Minorcas, 
they  are  non-sitters.  The  black  and  tiie 
brown  varieties  are  the  most  popular,  al- 
though it  is  difficult  to  breed  the  latter  true 
to  feather. 

The  Orpingtons,  which  are  of  English 
origin,  have  found  much  favor  during  late 
years  and  are  growing  in  popularity.  There 
are  black,  white  and  buff  varieties;  the  birds 
are  about  the  size  of  Wyandottes,  and  lay 
white  eggs.  They  are  good  sitters  and  make 
good  mothers,  but  the  flesh  is  too  white  to 
suit  some  people,  with  fastidious  American 
tastes. 

The  most  favored  of  the  Asiatic  class  are 
the  Brahmas  and  Cochins.  These  birds  are 
extremely  attractive,  being  very  large  and 
handsomely  feathered.  Light  Brahmas  are 
the  heaviest  tff  all  the  breeds.  The  hens 
weigh  nine  and  one-half  pounds,  and  the 
cocks  twelve  pounds ;  Cochins  weigh  scarcely 
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mure  than  a  pound  less.  Both  these  breeds 
are  much  better  adapted  to  the  farm  than 
to  the  small  suburban  yard,  although  they 
thrive  well  in  confinement.  They  are  very 
heavy  feeders,  while  they  lay  no  more  eggs 
than  breeds  which  eat  scarcely  more  than 
one-half  as  much.  In  the  case  of  the  aver- 
".ige  family,  tiie  large  size  is  no  special 
qualification.  Moreover,  these  Asiatic  birds 
are  slow  to  mature.  From  the  fanciers' 
standpoint,  however,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  a  handsomer  bird  than  the  Cochins,  par- 
ticularly the  buff  variety,  with  their  feathered 
shanks  and  toes,  which  completely  hide  the 
legs  and  feet. 

The  suburban  fancier,  however,  who  is 
looking  for  birds  wliich  are  different  from 
those  usually  seen  in  his  neighbors'  yards, 
lias  a  long  list  from  which  to  choose — a  list 
which  includes  Houdans,  which  have  large 
crests  or  topknots,  Polish  in  many  different 
colors,  Andalus^ans,  which  have  blue  feathers, 
and,  by  the  way,  are  splendid  layers,  many 
varieties  of  Hamburgs,  and  a  large  assort- 
ment of  bantams. 

.As  a  general  rule,  however,  the  subur- 
ban poultry-keeper  wants  eggs  in  abundance. 
Too  often  he  is  led  to  believe  that  this  de- 
pends almost  entirely  upon  the  breed  which 
he  selects.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  does  not. 
The  strain  is  of  as  much  importance  as  the 
breed.  A  strain  of  egg  layers  may  be  de- 
veloped from  almost  any  breed. 

The  point,  then,  is  to  find  a  breeder  who 
has  been  selecting  his  hens  carefully  for  sev- 
eral years,  with  the  purpose  of  building  up 
a  strain  of  heavy  layers.  All  things  con- 
sidered, the  strain  is  the  thing.  It  often  hap- 
pens that  poultry  fanciers  entirely  neglect 
the  utility  purpose  of  their  birds  in  their  at- 
tempts to  develop  certain  points  of  shape 
or  feather.  The  prospective  suburban  poul- 
try-keeper must  remember  all  these  facts 
when  he  is  making  his  selection  of  a  breed.

POULTRY  HINTS, 


Chicks  in  the  coops  are  better  for  sitting 
directly  on  the  ground  in  hot  weather.  Have 
the  earth  floor  raised  somewhat  so  that  water 
from  rains  will  not  run  in. 


Growing  chicks  will  do  much  better  on 
range  than  when  confined.  Most  cultivated 
crops  will  be  benefited  rather  than  harmed. 
Many  injurious  insects  will  be  put  to  good 
use. 


Good  time  to  cull  out  the  poorest  hens  as 
prices  are  much  higher  during  the  last  two 
Summer  months. 


For  years  1  wanted  to  give  up  business 
and  move  into  some  small  country  town, 
but  was  confronted  with  the  inevitable  prob- 
lem of  making  a  living. 

There  was  no  question  in  my  mind  that 
life  in  the  country  was  preferable  in  every 
way;  the  trouble  was  I  knew  tiothing  about 
country  life,  having  always  lived  in  large 
cities,  and  I  was  unable  to  see  any  way  of 
earning  money. 

Afler  looking  into  the  matter  closely, 
however,  1  decided  to  try  squab-raising.  1 
felt  that  I  could  take  care  of  pigeons,  and 
started  on  a  hunt  for  a  suitable  place,  which 
proved  not  easy  to  find,  principally  because 
of  my  wife's  decided  opposition  to  any 
change  which  would  take  us  far  from  town ; 
for,  to  be  frank,  she  did  not  take  kindly  to 
the  idea  of  country  life.  At  last  I  found  a 
place  of  one  acre,  situated  on  the  principal 
ave.nie  of  Vineland,  N.  J.,  with  all  city  con- 
veniences— water,  gas,  electric  lights,  and 
trolley  cars  at  the  door.  My  wife  concluded 
that  she  might  be  contented  there,  so  we 
bought  the  place,  and  started  in  to  fit  up  for 
pigeons. 

A  SMALL  BEGINNING 

1  began  with  fifty  pairs  df  Homers,  and 
bought  about  fifty  pairs  more  of  youngsters 
a  little  later,  intending  to  raise  stock  enough 
to  fill  up  my  house,  which  I'did  in  about  a 
year.  Then  I  realized  that  1  had  made  a  mis- 
take, that  the  best  results  could  not  be  se- 
cured from  Homer  pigeons.  1  became  con- 
vinced that  Maltese  hen  and  Carneaux 
pigeons  were  much  more  profitable,  as  their 
squabs  weigh  ten  to  twelve  pounds  per  dozen, 
and  command  a  much  better  price  than 
Homer  squabs.  So  1  decided  to  "stock  up 
with  these  birds,  and  disposed  of  the  Homers 
as  soon  as  I  could. 

While  1  made  money  on  paper  from  the 
start,  by  figuring  the  Homers  that  I  had  in 
stock  at  one  dollar  and  fifty-cents  per  pair, 
the  price  I  would  have  had  to  pay  for  them, 
1  came  out  with  very  little  profit  in  cash  when 
I  disposed  of  them  at  twenty-five  to  forty 
cents  a  pair.  Then,  after  over  two  years,  I 
staffed  all  over  again.  I  began  to  reap  some 
real  profit.  At  that  time  I  had  ninety  pairs  of 
good,  selected  mated  birds,  and  sixty  pairs 
of  young  of  different  ages,  together  with  a 
mixed  lot  of  twenty -five  pairs  of  mated  birds, 
the  balance  of  my  previous  stock,  which  I 
sold  as  soon  as  I  found  a  buyer. 

The  change  has  proven  most  profitable; 
the  new  birds  earned  more  money  in  six 
months  than  I  had  expected  to  get  out  of 
them  in  a  year. 


do  wliatever  cleaning  is  required,  1  feel  well 
repaid  for  the  time  spent.  Now  that  1  have 
my  place  well  stocked,  1  see  no  reason  why 
1  cannot  double  my  sales  next  year.  This 
showing  is  very  likely  to  be  questioned;  all 
I  can  say  is  that  1  will  gladly  give  a  detailed 
account  if  it  is  desired. 

FIGURING  THE  PROFITS 

1  reasoned  that  as  a  good  pair  of  pigeons 
can  raise  seven  and  one-half  pairs  of  young 
per  year,  1  ought  to  be  able  to  select  a  flock 
that  could  at  least  average  six  pairs.  So  1- 
started  culling  out  all  birds  that  would  not 
produce  at  least  five  dollars  worth  of  squabs 
a  year,  and  1  succeeded  in  doing  better  than 
that.  My  selected  breeders  have  been  earn- 
ing, for  some  months,  on  an  average  of  sixty 
cents  per  pair  a  month,  allowing  two  months 
for  molting;  that  would  show  six  dollars  for 
ten  months,  provided  1  killed  and  mar- 
keted all  the  squabs.  But  1  sold  most  of 
my  best  young  alive  at  twelve  dollars  per 
dozen,  at  which  rate  my  birds  brought  me  in 
over  one  dollar  a  pair  per  month. 

Although  it  may  appear  that  there  is 
much  larger,  profit  in  selling  live  birds  than 
squabs,  in  reality  there  is  little  difference, 
for  the  reason  that  more  pens  are  required;  if 
all  of  these  pens  were  filled  with  breeders 
and  the  squabs  marketed,  the  result  would 
be  about  the  same.  1  figured  from  experi- 
ence that  a  pair  of  good  birds  will  net  ten 
dollars  a  year  if  their  youngsters  are  sold 
alive  or  when  mated.  In  the  same  space, 
with  the  same  care,  three  pairs  of  breeders 
can  be  kept  that  ought  to  net  three  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  pair,  or  ten  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  a  year.  1  mention  this  for  the 
reason  that  some  people  might  not  care  to 
undertake  the  sale  of  live  stock.  The  de- 
mand for  squabs  is,  one  might  say,  unlim- 
ited, and  this  demand  bids  fair  to  keep  ahead 
of  the  supply. 

While  the  money  that  1  derived  from  my 
pigeons  is  most  gratifying,  it  is  the  smaller 
half  of  the  benefit.  The  ease,  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  living  in  a  suburban  town  out- 
weighs all  else.  Under  no  -circumstances, 
could  my  wife  and  1  be  induced  to  return  to 
the  city  to  live.  One  day  in  town  is  quite 
sufficient  to  make  us  long  to  get  back  home. 
GOOD   STOCK   IMPERATIVE 

1  know  people  will  not  take  advice,  but 
I  cannot  refrain  from  saying  that  every  one 
starting  to  raise  squabs  should  secure  the  very 
best  stock  that  money  can  buy.  Consider 
that  a  pair  of  pigeons  producing  four  pairs 
of  squabs  a  year  will  give  a  total  of  129 
pairs  in  three  years.  Now,  if  you  have  a 
pair  that  will  produce  at  the  rate  of  five 
pairs  a  year,  there  will  be  a  total  of  405 
pairs  at  the  end  of  three  years.  So  it  will  be 
seen  that  even  a  little  difference  in  the  \)ro- 
ducing  capacity  of  a  pair  of  squabs  amounts 
to  a  great  deat  at  the  end  cTf  a  few  years. 

You  might  as  well  try  to  win  a  race  with 
any  kind  of  horse  as  to  try  and  make  money 
with  any  kind  of  pigeons.  1  know  the  temp- 
tation is  strong  to  seek  a  lot  for  a  little 
money — many  have  tried  it  to -their 'sorrow. 
It  is  better  to  start  with  a  few  birds;  they 
will  soon  fill  your  pens  with  good  stock.  And 
in  the  meantime  you  will  learn  how*. to  care 
for  them.  Don't  be  afraid  to  cull  out  all 
unprofitable  birds.  You  will  save  money  by 
doing  so.  If  you  begin  in  a  small  way,  you 
can  work  up  your  market  as  you  go  alonc, 
and,  with  good  birds,  success  will  be  reiSoar* 
ably  certain.  It  is  foolish  to  start  with  a  liif^ 
plant  and  no  experience.— N.  L.  Lafrehlentr

The  Fussi;  Hostess 


We  often  hear  a  hostess  spoken  of  as 
being  this,  that,  or  the  other.  But  whatever 
the  qualifying  adjective  may  be,  none  is 
more  to  be  avoided  than  "fussy,"  for  a  fussy 
hoste.ss  is  a  trial  to  both  her  visitors  and 
guests.  /\  rude  hostess  is  soinelimes  to  be 
met  with.^one,  for  instance,  who  takes  no 
trouble  "to^  entertain  her  guesfC6r"^shows 
her  visitors  that  they  bore  her.  Yes,  even 
such  a  one  is  better.  A  visitor  need  nut  call 
more  often  than  strict  civility  requires,  and 
a  guest  can  decline  her  invitations;  but  a 
fussy  one  is  altogether  different,  for  as  a  rule 
she  is  a  really  nice  person,  with  so  many 
likable,  and  even  lovable,  qualities  that  one 
feels  almost,  and  sometimes  actually 
ashamed  at  being  annoyed  by  her  wa3's.  She 
is  so  well-meaning,  wants  so  much  to  be 
kind  and  hospitable,  tries  hard  to  be  a  good 
hostess,  and  yet  fails  so  completely  that  she 
is  really  to  be  pitied. 

To  think,  as  some  people  are  apl  to  do, 
that  it  is  a  sign  of  her  being  "neither  well 
born  nor  well  bred"  is  a  mistake.  It  is  more 
often  the" sign  of  shyness,  nervousness,  inex- 
perience, of  not  being  accustomed  to  going 
out  much  into  society.  Hut,  fortunately,  all 
these  things  can  be,  if  not  entirely  overcome, 
greatly  modified.  Every  woman  who  has  to 
receive  visitors  and  entertain  guests  should, 
whether  slie  be  young  or  old,  strive  to  culti- 
vate that  repose  of  manner  so  necessary  in 
a  good  hostess,  who,  if  she  is  not  at  ease  her- 
self, cannot  set  those  about  her  at  ease.  It  is 
extraordinary  how  greatly  the  manners  and 
actions  of  those  we  are  with  affect  our  own, 
especially  if  gifted  with  a  like  temperament. 
Thus  a  fussy  hostess  will  make  a  shy  visi- 
tor more  shy  and  a  nervous  one  more  nerv- 
ous, and  one  not  experienced  In  the  ways  of 
society  so  confused  and  uncomfortable  that 
she  begins  to  M^onder  whether  this  is  the  right 
thing  and  that  is  the  wrong,  until  at  length 
she,  too,  begins  to  fuss  about  nothing  at  all. 


the  custom  of  encasing  our  feet  in  what 
Whittier  calls  "the  prison  cells  of  pride," 
from  infancy  onward  is  accountable  for 
many  blemishes.  Whatever  the  fashion  in 
shoes  may  he,  it  seldom  approximates  quite 
to  the  natural  siiape  of  the  liuman  foot,  and 
their  lack  of' ventilation  makes  Whittier's 
"prison  cells"  an  appropriate  lerm.  This, 
coupled  with  the  heat  from  sunbaked  pave- 
menLs.  makes  it  advisable  to  give  the  feet 
soine  special  attention  in  order  to  keep 
them  in  good  condition,  and  avoid  uncom- 
fortable consequences. 

When  the  feet  are  sore  and  painful  from 
walking  or  from  the  heat,  bathing  them  in 
hot  water  to  which  a  little  witch  hazel  is 
added  will  give  relief.  Some  people  add  a 
spoonful  of  pure  alcohol  to  the  hot  foot- 
bath, and  others  squeeze  in  the  juice  of  half 
a  lemon  for  its  acid  property.  The  hot  water 
is  the  main  thing.  After  the  feet  have  been 
bathed  and  dried,  give  them  a  good  massage 
treatment.  Indeed,  if  the  feet  were  ma.s- 
saged  regularly,  there  would  be  but  little 
foot  discomfort,  provided  always,  of  course, 
comfortably  fitting  shoes  were'  worn.  The 
reason  for  the  massage  is  clear,  the  confining 
nature  of  even  the  softest  leather  of  which 
shoes  are  made  and  the  lack  of  shoe  ventil- 
ation interfere  with  perfect  circulation,  and 
the  object  of  the  massage  treatment  is  to 
restore  this.  While  the  feet  are  softened 
from  their  hot  bath,  moisten  the  fingers  witli 
cold  cream  to  prevent  friction,  and  rub  the 
feet,  using  both  hands,  and  stroking  from 
the  toes  up  over  the  ankles.  This  relieves 
the  congestion  which  makes  the  feet  swollen 
and  uncomfortable.  It  is  best  to  do  this  just 
before  going  to  bed  at  night.  Any  surplus 
cream  can  be  wiped  off,  and  if  a  little  tal- 
cum powder  is  dusted  over  the  skin,  the  bed- 
linen  will  not  suffer.  The  massage  need 
take  only  a  few  minutes,  and  anyone  who 
suffers  from  swollen  feet  in  hot  weather  will 
find  that  it  is  time  well  spent. 

A  chiropodist,  who  advocates  the  foot 
massage,  says  also  that  holding  the  feet 
under  the  cold  water  tap  in  the  morning  is  a 


good  means  of  making  tender  flesh  more 
firm.  After  the  usual  morning  bath,  she 
says,  give  the  feet  an  extra  moment  or  two 
under  the  cold  water  tap,  then  dry  them 
thoroughly.  Calloused  spots  which  some- 
times appear  on  the  soles  of  the  feet,  can  be 
removed  by  rubbing  with  pumice  stone,  but 
do  not  try  to  remove  them  all  at  once  or  you 
will  rub  them  sore.  It  is  more  comfortable 
and  more  economical  in  the  long  run,  to 
have  a  couple  of  pairs  of  walking  shoes  in 
commission  at  the  same  time  and  wear  them 
on  alternate  days.  The  stockings  should  be 
changed  frequently,  and  as  stockings  are 
easily  washed  at  home,  almost  anyone  can 
have  a  fresh  pair  every  day  at  least  in  the 
hot  weather  without  undue  extravagance.  It 
is  worth  while  taking  a  little  extra  trouble  to 
keep  the  feet  in  good  condition,  as  on  the 
well-being  of  those  servants  of  the  body 
much  of  our  comfort  depends,  more  especi- 
ally in  Summer.

HOW  TO  PUT  UP  WINTER  BLACKBERRIES. 

When  there  is  a  surplus  of  berries,  after 
using  as  many  as  possible  in  their  fresh  state, 
there  are  many  methods  of  preserving  them 
for  winter  use,  such  as  preserves,  jellies,  etc., 
the  following  being  recommended  by  The 
Modern  Priscilla. 

Canned  Blackberries — For  a  quart  can 
take  one  cupful  of  water  and  one  cupful  of 
sugar  and  boil  together,  skimming  off  any 
scum.  Put  in  two  boxes  or  quarts  of  berries 
and  let  cook  a  few  minutes,  just  enough  to 
heat  the  berries  thoroughly  clear  through; 
too  long  cooking  will  make  them  hard.  Have 
the  cans  thoroughly  scalded,  set  in  a  dish  of 
water,  fill  brimful  with  the  boiling  hot  fruit, 
and  seal  at  once  as  tight  as  possible,  with 
well  scalded  rubbers  and  covers.  When  cold» 
keep  in  a  cool,  dark  place. 

Blackberry  Preserves — Select  large,  ripe, 
firm  berries,  and  to  each  pound  allow  three- 
fourths  of  a  pound  of  sugar.  Spread  the 
berries  on  plates  or  platters,  and  sprinkle  the 
sugar  over  them,  let  them  stand  for  one  or 
two  hours,  then  put  into  the  preserving  ket- 
tle with  all  the  juice,  but  adding  no  water. 
Let  them  heat  shghtly  until  scalded  but  not 
boiled,  skim  out  the  berries  on  to  plates,  Met 
the  syrup  boil  rapidly  for  five  minutes  then 
put  back  the  berries  and  let  simmer  (not 
boil)  for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  If  they  show

Some  time  or  other  the  "don't  care"  wo- 
man has  turned  in  the  wrolig  direction  at 
some  crossroads  in  the'highway  of  life,  and, 
travelling  in  the  wrong  direction,  she  never 
found  that  which  makes  the  travelling  worth 
wliile,  which  is  an  understanding  of  the  true 
incentive  of  living.

Rather  she 
mutely  invites  what- she  might  naturally  ex- 
pect— uncomplimentary  opinions  of  her  ex- 
pressed by  others — and  then  takes  umbrage 
at  these  opinions. 

If  fhere  is  a  woman  who  really  does  not 
care  what  others  think  of  her,  there  is  no 
reason  why  she  should  not  make  the  most 
of  herself  for  at  least  her  own  sake.  For 
to  ignore  the  opportunities  of  improvement 
is  to  ignore  life  itself,  and  the  penalty  for 
such  ignorance  is  sure  to  weigh  heavily  at 
one  time  or  another. 

Every  normal  woman  should  have  pride 
and  joy  in  the  development  of  her  natural 
gifts.  No  woman  should  be  content  to  "just 
live  along." 

This  is  a  thought  which  may  well  be 
meditated  by  the  woman  who  "doesn't 
care."  She  rebels  against  herself  when  she 
ignores  the  requirements  of  intelligent,  hap- 
py living. 

Her  shoulders  were  formed  to  be  held 
firmly  in  position,  not  to  droop.  Her  limbs 
were  fashioned  to  move  with  grace,  not  to 
drag  wearily  one  after  the  other.  Her  hair 
is  nature's  own  gift  of  ornamentation,  and 
never  was  intended  to  lack  gloss  and  shine, 
to  appear  dull,  and  to  be  suffered  in  unkempt 
disorder. 

Her  eyes  should  enjoy  the  heritage  of 
brightness,  and  should  reflect  emotions  of 
healthfulness  and  of  joy.  Her  mouth  should 
curve  with  smiles.

at  once  and  seal  in  glass  cans. 

Spiced  Blackberries — 'Put  one  cupful  of 
vinegar  in  a  porcelain  kettle,  add  two  cup- 
fuls  of  sugar  two  and  one  half  pounds  of 
blackberries  and  one  tablespoonful  each  of 
allspice,  cinnamon  and  cloves  tied  in  a  bit  of 
muslin.  Bring  to  a  boil  then  skim  out  the 
blackberries,  boil  the  syrup  for  one  hour,  put 
back  the  berries  and  let  boil  for  fifteen 
minutes,  then  put  in  jars  and  cover  tightly. 

Blackberry  Jelly — Choose  large  juicy 
berries  that  are  rather  under-ripe,  mash 
well  and  drain  through  a  jelly  bag.  Measure 
the  juice  and  allow  the  same  amount  of 
sugar.  Heat  the  juice  in  a  preserving  kettle, 
and  at  the  same  time  have  the  sugar  heating 
in  the  oven  until  hot  but  not  colored  at  alL 
Let  the  juice  boil  for  twenty  minutes,  add  the 
hot  sugar,  stirring  until  dissolved,  let  boil  for 
a  few  minutes,  or  until  it  will  jellify  when  a 
little  is  cooled. 

Blackberry  and  Apple  Jelly — Wash  three 
pounds  of  sour  apples  and  cut  in  quarters 
without  peeling  or  coring,  remove  any  im- 
perfections and  the  blossonr  ends.  Put'them 
in  a  preserving  kettle  with  two  quarts  of 
water  and  two  pounds  of  blackberries.  Let 
them  boil  until  the  apples  pulp,  then  put  in 
a  jelly  bag  and  let  the  juice  drain  off.  Boil 
the  juice  for  twenty  minutes,  add  an  equal 
amount  of  hot  sugar,  and  let  boil  rapidly  un- 
til it  will  jellify. 

Blackberry  Jam — Weigh  the  berries,  put 
them  in  a  preserving  kettle  and  mash  well, 
let  them  boil  for  twenty  minutes,-removing 
any  scum  that  rises.  Add  three-fourths  of  a 
pound  of  sugar  for  each  pound  of  berries, 
and  let  boil  ten  minutes,  or  until  as  thick  as 
liked. 

Blackberry  Marmalade — Mash  the  ber- 
ries, cook  them  in  their  own  juice  until  thor- 
ouglily  heated,  then  press  through  a  sieve  to 
remove  the  seeds.  Return  the  pulp  to  the 
fire  with  one-half  the  amount  of  sugar  as 
pulp,  and  boil  rapidly  for  twenty-five 
minutes,  stirring  constantly.

Split  open  six  sheep  kidneys;  put  into 
boiling  water  for  a  few  minutes;  season  with 
pepper  and  salt;  fry  in  two  ounces  of  drip- 
ping.  Spice  one  and  one-half  pounds  toma- 
toes, put  them  in  saucepan  with  small  piece 
of  onion,  half  a  pint  of  stock,  salt  and  pep- 
per, and  let  the  whole  simmer  for  fifteen 
minutes.  Add  tiie  kidney,  and  dish  in  a  ring 
of  mashed  potatoes.  The  n,umber  of  kid- 
neys used  .-should  be  according  to  the  quan- 
tity of  the  dish  required.  All  the  condiments 
should  be  in  proportion.

Soak  one  ounce  gelatine  in  one-half 
tumbler  of  water,  two  ounces  of  the  best 
chocolate  Meniar  well  powdered,  pint  of 
milk.  Beat  the  white  of  two  eggs  until  very 
stiff,  add  yolks  of  two,  boil  the  milk,  choco- 
late, and  yolks  of  eggs  together,  take  off  the 
lire  and  whisk  in  the  whites.  Pour  into  a 
mould.     Turn  out  when  cold.

Your  page  this  week  is  a  sad  one,  but  even 
boys  and  girls  must  learn  that  the  Mother  Country 
Is  at  war  and  that  Canada  shares  her  danger  and  is 
ready  to  help  her  lift  the  terrible  burden  she  has 
undertaken  for  the  good  of  smaller  nations  and 
her  own  safety. 


Enraged,  it  Is  said,  by  the  treatment  of  the 
Crar's  mother,  who  was  sent  back  from  the  Rus- 
sian frontier  by  the  Germins,  the  mob  attacked 
the  German  Embassy  in  St.  Petersburg  with  great 
fury.  It  does  not  seem  that  the  Ambassadors  or 
their  families  were  hurt,  but  the  building  was  dam- 
aged and  the  furniture  destroyed.  In  London  the 
police  had  to  protect  the  German  Embassy,  but 
the  Ambassador  and  his  wife,  Prince  and  Princess 
Lichnowsky,  both  of  whom  had  many  friends  in 
London,  seem  to  have  left  as  peacefully  as  if  they 
had  been  going  on  a  pleasure  trip,  it  is  said  that 
the  German  Ambassador  in  England  worked  hard 
(or  peace. 


The  mother  of  the  Czar  tried  to  cross  German 
territory  to  reach  her  home  in  St.  Petersburg,  but 
was  turned  back  and  sent  to  her  old  home  in 
Copenhagen.  She  will  try  to  reach  St.  Peters- 
burg by  way  of  Sweden  and  Finland.  She  is 
Queen   Alexandra's  sister. 


President  Wilson  has  lost  liis  wife.  She  was 
a  good  and  beautiful  woman  who,  though  she  could 
paint  beautifully,  loved  her  home,  her  husband  and 
her  children  above  all  things.  Not  only  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  but  of  the  whole  continent, 
will  mourn  the  good  President's  great  loss. 


The  women  of  Canada  are  going  to  give  a  hos- 
pital ship  to  the  British  navy.  Perhaps  some  of 
the  children  will  be  able  to  help.  We  must  re- 
member that  it  will  cost  a  great  deal  of  money  to 
I;ll  the  ship  with  medicine  and  "bandages  and  to 
send  surgeons  and  nurses,  as  well  as  a  captain  and 
crew.  The  women  who  do  this  must  do  without 
many  of  the  nice  and  pretty  things  they  have  been 
used  to.  If  the  little  girls  who  can  sew  well  and 
'nuivkly  asked  some  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Em- 
pire in  the  Temple  Building  what  they  could  do 
to  help,  perhaps  they  could  make  some  of  the 
things  that  will  be  needed  by  the  brave  soldiers 
who  are  sick  or  wounded.  It  is  not  only  money 
that  is  needed,  as  perhaps  some  of  your  grand- 
mothers who  remember  the  great  American  war  be- 
tween "111*.  Nijrth   and  South   can    tell  you. 


Germany,  France  and  Belgium  have  prohibited 
the  export  of  wheat  or  other  foodstuffs.  Prices 
h.-ive  already  risen,  for  no  one  knows  how  long  it 
will  be  before  the  fields  of  Europe  will  again  be  al- 
lowed to  ripen  to  the  harvest.  There  is  an  excel- 
lent crop  in  the  United  States,  and  Canada  will 
have  much  grain  to  sell. 


The  British  Premier  has  decided  with  the  con- 


sent  of  all  parties  to  postpone  the  debate  on  the 
Home  Rule  Amending  Bill  till  it  has  been  settled 
how  Great  Britain  will  act  with  regard  to  the  war. 
This  is  no  time  for  quarreling  at  home. 
Germany  and  Austria  must  see  that  in  reality 
us  well  as  in  name  there  is  a  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Australia,  New  Zealand 
and  Canada  are  preparing  with  all  haste  to  come 
to  the  aid  of  the  Mother  Land.  The  colonial  troops 
proved  their  worth  in  the  South  African  W.ir. 


There  have  been  several  skirmishes  between 
ships  in  the  North  Sea,  but  the  first  great  battle 
was  fought  on  Thursday  shortly  before  midnight 
olT  the  South  Dogger  Banks.  The  German  fleet 
was  beaten  and  moved  to  the  coast  of  Holland. 
The  dispatch  says  that  "It  is  now  believed  the 
German  fleet  is  completely  hemmed  in  on  the 
Eastern  side  of— thtr-North  Sea." — T-he^-Gemi a h- 
steamer  Luise,  which  was  laying  mines  some 
sixty  miles  from  Harwich,  was  sunk  by  the  torpedo 
boat  destroyer  Lance.  A  British  light  cruiser,  Am- 
phion,  was  sunk  by  a  mine,  it  is  believed  by  one 
of  those  the  Luise  was  laying.  The  paymaster 
m^  i^O  men  were  ilps^  i""*  sixteen  oflicers,  the 
captain  and  13!!  men  were  saved.  The  commander 
of  the  British  fleet  is  Sir  John  Jellicoe,  who  is  an 
(irticer  of  great  ability  and  experience. 


Never  before  have  there  been  such  destructive 
engines  of  war — torpedo  boats,  submarines,  de- 
stroyers, cruisers  and  the  terrible  dreadnoughts 
at  sea,  and  artillery  which  has  been  made  as  per- 
fect as  the  ingenuity  and  skill  of  man  can  con- 
trive. Already  airships  have  proved  their  useful- 
ness in  war.  But  behind  all  these  must  be  the 
bravery  and  the  strength  of  men,  true  to  their 
country  and  their  duty.  Long  ago,  you  know,  a 
shepherd  boy  with  a  stone  from  a  brook  slew  the 
wicked  giant  clad  in  armor  and  wielding  a  mighty 
sword. 


In  Victoria  .ill  preparations  for  defence  have 
been  going  on  all  the  week.  Since  the  first  de- 
tachment of  the  5th  Regiment  were  called  out  last 
Sunday,  men  have  been  enlisting  and  drilling  and 
preparing  themselves  for  whatever  duty  might 
await  them.  No  boy  must  forget  that  men  can 
serve  their  country  at  homo  about  their  ordinary 
work  as  well  as  in  the  regiments.  We  are  proud 
of  our  soldiers  who  have  been  so  ready  to  show 
that  they  are  worthy  to  wear  the  uniform  of  their 
country,  but  we  honor,  too,  every  man  who  brave- 
ly and  steadily  remains  at  his  post  of  duty. 


Lord  Kitchener  has  been  made  War  Secretary, 
and  is  directing  the  movements  of  the  army.  This 
;;reat  general  has  shown  that  he  can  turn  defeat 
into  victory.  In  Egypt,  in  the  Soudan,  in  South, 
Africa  Kitchener  of  Khartoum  has  proved  that  he 
cm  direct  men  and  fill  them  with  confidence.  He 
is  in  the  prime  of  life  and  will  do  what  man  can 
do  to  defend  his  country  and  <  nquer  her  ene- 
mies. There  are  few  men  or  women  of  the  widely 
scattered  British  nations  who  do  not  feel  beaver 
and  stronger  a.«  they  look  at  the  picture  of  this 
gr'eat  leader  and  know  that  the  force  behind  the 
British  arms  wiil  be  his  clear  brain  and  tremendous 
will.  Lord  Kitchener  is  asking  that  the  army  shall 
be  raised  to  a  strength  of  500,000  men. 


A  little  more  than  a  week  ago  we  were  all  look- 
ing forward  to  a  visit  from  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught.  All  arrangements  had  been  made  when 
•  (he  news  of  the  outbreak  of  war  called  him  froni 
Banff  lo  Ottawa.  There  he  is  staying  for  the  pres- 
ent, serving  the  Empire  not  as  Governor-General 
only,  but  as  one  who  knows  what  is  needed  in  time 
of  war  and  what  should  be  done.  The  Premier  and 
his  Ministers,  who  had  also  planned  to  come  tc 
the  Coast,  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  are  all  in  Ottawf 
consulting  together  as  men  who  desire  nothing 
now  but  the  success  of  the  British  arms.  Parlia- 
ment has  been  called  for  August  1 8,  when  Canada 
will  decide  how  she  can  help  in  the  awful  strug- 
gle which  has  begun.  In  the  meantime  enlistment 
is  going  on,  and  20,000  volunteers  are  asked  for. 
Colonel  Hughes  says  that  he  has  had  offers  from 
100,000.  The  men  will  be  taken  to  Quel^ec,  where 
they  will  be  drilled  before  taking  the  field.  It  will 
not  be  known  till  then  where  they  will  go.  There 
are  no  divisions  in  Canada  now.  French  and  Eng- 
lish-speaking Canadians  are  one  in  defence  of  Great 
Britain,  and  Liberal  and  Conservative  will  work  and 
plan  together. 


Belgium  has  been  callifd  the  batllefieid  oh  feu- 
ropc,  It  was  here  that  the  terrible  Battle  of  Water- 
loo was  fought,  and  a  long  list  could  be  inade  of 
the  others  where  brave  men  have  fallen  in  defence 
oi  freedom  or  for  the  protection  of  their  country. 
It  \\!\S  decided  by  the  nations  of  Europe  that  Bel- 
t^'lum  should  be  left  henceforth  free  to  carry  on 
her  industries.  But  Germany  thought  she  saw 
an  easy  way  to  France  through  her  territory.  Bel- 
gium is  the  most  thickly  peopled  country  in  Eu- 
rope. ;i;id  her  people  are  the  most  industrious, 
livery  foot  of  fertile  land  is  tilled.  Her  mines  are 
rich  and  are  very  productive.  In  her  cities  are 
factories  of  all  kinds.  In  the  great  forges  of 
Liege  are  manufactured  guns  of  all  kinds,  as  well 
as  other  things  made  of  metal.  You  all  know 
about  the  lace  and  carpets  of  Brussels.  But  if  the 
Belgians  can  work  they  can  also  tight.  When  the 
Germans  entered  their  country  the  army  was  ready. 
The  Government  appealed  to  Great  Britain  for  help 
and  the  soldiers  determined  to  defend  their  na- 
tive land.  A  great  battle  has  been  raging  round 
Liege.  How  it  has  gone  is  not  yet  known,  though 
the  Germans  were  defeated  at  the  first  onset  with 
a  loss,  it  Is  reported,  of  8,000  men.  Liege  is  forti- 
fied and  the  Belgians  are  ready  to  defend  It  at  all 
costs.  King  Albert  has  taken  command  of  the 
troops.  His  wife,  the  Queen.  Is  ainong  the  Red 
Cross  nurses,  who  are  caring;  for  the  wounded  sol- 
diers, and  their  palace  is  turned  into  a  hospital. 


Ever  since  the  first  rumor  of  war  and  before 
gold  was  being  drawn  to  the  banks  of  Europe, 
Great  Britain  has  been  careful  not  to  lend  more 
money  than  she  could  spare.  Now  steps  are  being 
taken  to  provide  money  for  the  people  to  use  and 
to  keep  the  gold  from  being  wasted.  How  to  do 
this  and  to  prevent  selfish  people  from  hoarding 
what  is  needed  for  the  use  of  all  is  a  hard  problem. 
Food  is  being  kept  in  France,  Austria,  Germany 
and  Russia,  which  are  food-producing  countries, 
and  is  being  imported.  In  Great  Britain  provisions 
are  being  bought  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  the 
Atlantic  trade  routes  are  being  guarded  so  that 
ships  may  come  from  America  with  wheat,  flour 
and  meat.  The  tishermen  on  the  North  Sea  have 
been  told  that  they  can  safely  pt^  their  calling. 
Dealers  are  raising  their  prices  in  the  cities,  but 
the  Governments  are  assuring  the  people  that  there 
is  food  in  the  country,  and  in  some  places  make 
rules  against  a  rapid  rise  of  prices.  Even  in  our 
own  city  flour  and  some  other  provisions  are  dear- 
er, but  this  is  because  it  is  thought  that  more  will 
be  needed  to  feed  the  armies  of.  Europe,  not  be- 
cause there  is  any  hindrance  to  trade.  Our  rail- 
ways are  open  and  ships  can,  so  far,  move  freely 
on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Boys  and  girls  should  re- 
member that  every  kind  of  food  should  be  saved. 
Gardens  ought  to  be  made.  We  can  grow  Winter 
vegetables  here  and  the  garden  dug  in  the  Fall  will 
be  ready  for  Spring  planting.  Fowls  should  be 
kept  and  cared  for,  so  that  there  may  be  eggs. 
More  people  on  the  edge  of  the  city  should  keep 
cows.  One  cow  can  be  kept  as  clean  as  the  big 
dairy  herds.  We  all  must  work  and  save  that  the 
poor  people  in  big  cities  and  the  soldiers  depend- 
ing us  may  have  plenty. 


On  Tuesday,  July  2.S.  Austria  declared  war 
against  Servia.  Her  armies  had  already,  it  was  re- 
ported, entered  the  country.  The  Servians  blew 
up  the  bridge  leading  to  Belgrade,  but  next  day 
the  Austrians  attacked  the  capital.  No  great  battle 
seems  to  have  been  fought.  Russia  at  once  began 
to  take  steps  to  protect  Servia,  assenibling  her 
troops  near  the  Austrian  frontier.  Germany  or- 
dered her  to  cease  warlike  operations.  In  the 
meantime  Germany  herself  began  to  prepare  for 
immediate  fighting,  and  on  Saturday  declared  war 
against  Russia.  This  was  followed  almost  instantly 
by  an  invasion  of  Luxemburg,  a  neutral  state  South 
of  Belgium,  and  later  the  German  troops  entered 
Belgium.  .Many  reports  of  fighting  on  the  frontier 
came  across  the  cables  before,  on  Tuesday,  war 
was  declared  by  Germany  and  France.  Great  Brit- 
ain on  Monday.  August  3,  sent  word  to  Germany 
that  she  must  observe  the  neutrality  of  Belgium. 
No  attention  was  paid  to  her  demand,  but  the  Ger- 
mans proceeded  to  force  their  way  through  Bel- 
gium to  France.  On  Tuesday  Great  Britain  formal- 
ly declared  war  against  Germany,  and  the  fleet 
in  the  North  Sea  received  orders  to  engage  Ger- 
inany's  warships.  The  Belgians  are  opposing  the 
Germans.  In  the  meantime  Australia,  New  Zea- 
land and  Canada  have  ofTered  assistance  to  Great 
Britain,  and  it  is  .";aid  that  Parliament  will  be  assem- 
bled and  money  granted  to  buy  three  ships  that 
are  bui'ding  in  England  for  foreign  nations.  The 
war  is  not  of  England's  seeking,  but  she  cannot 
break  her  word  to  protect  Belgium,  and  France 
looks  to  her  for  assistance.  If  she  is  threatened 
by  a  foreign  enemy.  Britons,  wherever  they  may 
live,  will  go  to  her  aid.  The  United  States  is  neu- 
tral. Italy  also  has  declared  her  unwillingness  lo 
ioin  in  the  war,  but  she  is  a  member  of  the  Triple 
Alliance  of  Germany,  Austria  and  Italy.  She  js 
jealous  of  Austria,  however,  and  will  not.  if  she 
can  help  it.  assist  her  to  conquer  Servia.  Little 
Montenegro  Is  fighting  with  Servia.  Sweden,  Den- 
mark and  Holland  are  armed,  though  they  have  not 
taken  sides.  So  far  Spain  and  Portugal  have  not 
prepared  for  war.  and  Turkey  is  neutral.  Never 
since  Napoleon's  time  has  Europe  heard  the  tramp- 
ing of  so  many  armies,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that 
nothing  will  now  calm  the  madness  of  the  nations 
except  the  crushing  defeat  of  one  of  the  Great 
Powers.  In  our  own  city  all  regime^its  arc  prepar- 
ing for  defence,  and  many  men  have  volunteered  to 
go  wherever  they  are  needed.  It  has  been  a  week 
of  anxiety  and  excitement  here,  but  we  cannot  un- 
derstand the  terror  and  sorrow  of  the  children 
along  the  frontiers  of  Belgium,  France.  Austria, 
Germany  and  Russia  as  armies  meet  and  men  fall. 
God  grant  that  no  enemy  Invade  our  own  city  or 
Province.  Yet,  here,  too,  are  brave  men  learning 
with  all  speed  to  defend  our  city  or  to  go  out, 
if  necessary,  to  meet  the  enemy.  On  board  the 
Rainbow  the  naval  volunteers  are  ready  for  duty. 


The  Keg  That  Opened  the 
Elect  fie  Age 


A  ladj  who  has  a  most  beautiful  amber  neck- 
lace, and  an  ambef  brooch,  and  an  amber  bracelet, 
was  asked,  "What  is  amber?." 

"1  have  not  the  least  idea,"  she  answered. 

"Then,"  said  her  friend,,  "you  don't  deserve  to 
have   it." 

It  is  quite  true  that  the  ancients  used  to  wear 
it,  and  that  they  also  did  not  know  what  It  was; 
but  they,  at  least,  invented  beautiful  fairy  tales 
about  it.     Here  is  one  of  the  Greek  fairy  tales. 

Once  upon  a  time  the  sun  fod,  Helios,  married 
an  ocean  maiden  called  Ctymene,  and  they  had 
three  daughters  and  oije  son.  The  son  was  named 
Phaethon,  and  was  a  very  handsome  and  high- 
spirited  youth.  Full  of  love  of  adventure,  he  came 
to  his  father  one  day,  and  said: 

"Let  the  whole  world  know  that  you  are  my 
father  by  permitting  me  to  drive  the  Chariot  of  the 
Sun." 

Helios  was  very  proud  of  his  boy,  but  such  an 
audacious   request   staggered   him,   and   he   replied: 

"That  can  never  be.  No  hand  but  mine  is 
strong  enough   to  guide   such   fiery  steeds." 

But  Phaethon  pleaded  and  pleaded,  and  at  last 
Helios  reluctantly  consented. 

Happy  and  fearless,  Phaethon  entered  the  blaz- 
ing chariot.  The  wild  steeds  champed  and  pawed 
and  pranced,  and  then  flew  across  the  sky.  At  first 
all  went  well,  and  Phaethon.  laughed  with  delight 
as  the  wheels  glowed  and  the  chargers  snorted 
fire.  But  soon  the  fiery  steeds  got  out  of  con- 
trol. Leaning  back  in  the  chariot,  he  pulled 
and  tugged  to  hold  them  in;  but  they  were  too 
strong  for  him,  and  careered  wildly  over  the  sky. 

On  earth  there  was  panic,  for  the  blazing  wheels 
came  too  near,  and  burnt  up  forests,  devastated 
cities,  and  shrivelled  up  men  as  moths  are  shriv- 
elled in  a  candle  flame.  In  their  despair,  the 
mnamtants  ot  tTfe  eartlr  tlTTed  upon  Japttpr,  ^'htr 
thereupon  hurled  a  thunderbolt  at  Phaethon,  So 
well  was  the  bolt  aimed  that  Phaethon  was  killed, 
and  knocked  clean  out  of  the  chariot  into  the 
River  Po.— r 

When  Phaettion's  sisters  heard  ol  the  tragedy, 
they  went  to  the  riverside  and  wept  so  bitterly 
that  the  gods,  in  very  pity,  turned  them  into  poplar 
trees.  But  even  the  poplar  trees  wept,  and  their 
tears  were  drops  of  amber. 

That  is  the  Greek  fairy  tale  about  amber,  and 
it  really  is  not  very  far  from  the  truth;  for  the 
amber  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  the  hardened 
gum.  or  resin  of  ancient  pine  trees. 

Amber  now  is  obtained  from  the.  sea.  but  this 
is  partly  because  the  level  of  the  land  has  changed, 
so  that  forests  are  now  below  the  sea,  and  partly 
because  gum  dripped  into  rivers  and  was  carried 
into  the  sea.  Anyone  who  walks  in  a  pine  forest 
must  notice  how  much  resin  pours  down  the 
branches  and  stems  of  the  pine  trees  when  they 
have  been  injured  in  any  way,  and,  though  the 
ancient  pine  forests  have  now  rotted  away,  the 
resin  is  left  to  record  their  existence. 

The  pine  forests  that  produced  the  resin  flour- 
ished millions  of  years  ago,  long  before  man  ap- 
peared in  the  world.  They  flourished  in  the  times 
that  geologists  have  called  the  Tertiary — or  third 
— Epoch.  Then  all  the  strange  animals  of  the  early 
world  had  died  out,  and  the  world  was  beginning  to 
have  modern  animals.  But  it  was  chiefly  a  time 
of  great  forests  which  were  full  of  insects,  and  in 
the  amber  many  of  the  insects  of  that  ancient 
world  have  been  perfectly  preserved.  Altogether, 
hundreds  of  different  kinds  of  insects  have  been 
preserved — common  flies,  saw  flies,  turnip  flies, 
may  flies,  ant  flies,  gnats,  bees,  wasps,  ants,  moths, 
butterflies,  beetles,  cockroaches,  grasshoppers, 
crickets,  locusts,  caterpillars,  spiders,  lizards,  scor- 
pions, and  centipedes.  It  is  not  wonderful  that 
little  delicate  insects  should  be  thus  preserved 
for  millions  of  years? 

Amber  is  found  in  various  parts  of  the  world, 
but  it  is  found  in  largest  quantity  on  the  Southern 
coast  of  the  Baltic,  and  on  a  sort  of  peninsula 
called  Samland,  having  the  town  Konigsberg  as  its 
capital.  Here,  for  generations,  it  has  been  an 
article  of  trade.  After  a  storm  it  is  washed  up, 
sometimes  in  considerable  quantities,  on  the  shore, 
and  men,  women  and  children  glean  a  golden  har- 
vest. At  other  times  the  workers  dig  in  the  sand 
and  dive  into  the  sea,  or  dredge  the  sea  bottom, 
and  in  one  place  a  mine  has  been  made  right  under 
these.!.  The  amber  is  usually  in  small  pieces,  but  a 
lump  weighing  as  much  as  eighteen  pounds  has 
been  found.  About  2,000.000  pounds  of  amber  are 
found  every  year  on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic. 

Geologists  tell  us  that  at  the  time  amber  was 
formed  the  climate  was  much  warmer  than  now, 
and  a  great  continent  stretched  across  from  Nor- 
way and  Greenland  to  North  America.  The  Baltic 
was  also  land  then,  so  that  it  would  have  been 
possible  in  those  days  to  go  all  the  way  from  Russia 
to  Canada  by  land.  On  this  great  continent  were 
the  pine  forests  that  produced  the  amber,  and  the 
forests  extended  Northwards  almost  to  the  North 
Pole. 

From  the  earliest  times  amber  has  baen  es- 
teemed as  a  gem.  An  inscription  to  a  King  of 
Nineveh  tells  how  "in  the  sea  (  f  changeable  wiJids 
his  merchants  fished  for  pearls;  in  the  sea  where 
the  North  Star  is  on  high  they  fished  for  yellow 
amber."  Homer  tells  how  one  friend  gave  another 
a  necklace  "set  with  amber  like  the  radiant  sun." 
and  the  Phoenicians  did  a  big  trade  in  amber,  and 
certainly  got  some  of  it  from  the  Baltic.  The 
Romans,  too,  were  fond  of  amber,  and  valued  it 
very  highly.  The  Roman  historian  Pliny  tells  us 
thst  a  tiny  figure  cut  out  of  amber  cost  more  than 
a  healthy  full-grown  slave.  It  was  also  very  much 
esteemed  by  the  Arabs,  who  burned  it  during  re- 
ligious ceremonies,  and  the  very  word  "amber" 
is,   indeed,  from  the  Arabic  language. 

For  some  reason — without  any  truth — amber 
has  always  been  supposed  to  have  medicinal  qual- 
ities. In  the  East,  burnt  amber  is  often  used  for 
the  cure  of  headaches,  and  up  till  quite  recent 
times  powdered  amber  was  given  in  this  country 
in  cases  of  hysteria,  and  vapor  of  amber  was  used 
for  rheumatism,  and  oil  of  amber  was  used  for  fits 
and  faintings.  Amber  has  also  been  believed  to 
have  magical  properties.  The  Scots  used  to  string 
amber  beads  on  a  red  thread  to  prevent  the  spells 
of  witches. 

Nowadays  we  have  no  faith  in  the  magical 
and  medicinal  properties  of  amber,  and  men  use  it 
chiefly  as  mouthpieces  for  pipes.  It  Is  also  used 
as  a  varnish,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  beautiful 
tone  of  Cremona  violins  is  due  to  a  special  kind  of 
amber  varnish.  It  is  a  strange  thing  that  this 
gum  of  ancient  pine  trees,  preserved  for  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  years  under  the  sea,  should  be 
the  means  of  giving  men  beautiful  music. 

But  amber  gave  men  a  much  more  wonderful 
thing  than  music  This  little  bit  of  clotted  sun- 
light gave  mar,  the  first  hint  of  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  wo<f^erful  powers  in  the  universe,  for 
it  gave  him  the  first  hint  of  electricity,  as  the  very 
name,  "electricity."  which  l»  derived  from  electron, 
the  Greek  name  for  amber,  tells  us. 

More  than  two  thousand  years  ago  the  Greek 
philosopher  Thaies  knew  that  amber,  when  rubbed, 


would  attract  to  it  bits  of  straw  and  other  light 
substat)ces,  and  this  knowledge  was  the  beginning 
of  the  science  of  electricity,  leading  step  by  step 
up  to  all  the  marvellous  discoveries  that  have  given 
man  electric  light,  electric  motors,  telegraphs,  tele- 
phones. No  doubt  electricity  would  have  been 
discovered  in  time,  even  if  there  had  been  no 
amber;  but  amber  it  was  that  gave  the  first  hints 
to  man  of  the  power  he  has  found  so  useful — the 
marvellous  power  (hat  is  rapidly  changing  the  face 
of  the  world. — Children's  Magazine.

THE  SPEED   OF  A   BASEBALL 


A  device  made  to  measure  the  velocity  of  bul- 
lets, has  now  been  applied  to  determining  the 
speed  with  which  a  pitcher  throws  a  baseball. 

Walter  Johnson  and  "Nap"  Rucker,  big  league 
baseball  pitchers,  took  part  in  a  test.  Johnson's 
best  trial  showed  that  he  had  thrown  the  baseball 
at  a  speed  of  122  feet  a  second.  Rucker's  niark  was 
113  feet  a  second.  Johnson's  ball  traveled  at  the 
rate  of  more  than  eighty-three  miles  an  hour. 

The  apparatus  used  consists  of  a  wooden  frame 
across^whicli  fine  copper  wires  arc  stretched.  The 
baseball  is  thrown  through  this  screen,  establish- 
ing an  electrical  contact  and  recording  the  exact 
instant  of  the  passage  of  the  missile.  A  steel  plate 
exactly  five  yards  away  receives  the  impact  and 
records  the  time  of  arrival,  thus  providing  the 
data  from  which  the  speed  may  be.  determined, —

A   FLY'S   FEET 


Why  does  a  fly  occupy  so  much  time  in  at- 
tempting to  keep  his  feet  clean?  The  fact  that 
a  fly  can  walk  on  a  glazed  or  slippery  perpen- 
dicular surface  has  long  been  a  matter  of  observa- 
tion. It  was  at  first  thought  that  the  fine  hairs 
that  cover  his  legs  were  so  small  that  they  could 
enter  the  pores  of  the  smoothest  surface,  and  in 
that  way  bear  the  weight  of  his  body.  Later,  it 
was  thought  that  a  sticky  fluid  was  secreted  by  the 
feet,  which  caused  them  to  adhere  slightly  to  the 
wall.  The  advent  of  the  microscope  has  made  it 
possible  to  observe  the  precise  facts  about  the  fly's 
unusual  powers,  says  the  Youths  Companion. 

It  is  true  that  the  fly's  feet  secrete  a  kind  of 
grease,  but  not  in  a  liquid  form.  Each  leg  has 
from  1.600  to  2,000  minute  hairs,  .ind  each  hair 
carries  a  certain  amount  of  this  fat.  When  the  fly 
lights  on  a  smooth  surface,  the  whole  mass  of 
hairs  adheres  to  it,  and  each  individual  hair  can 
be  seen,  under  the  microscope,  to  leave  a  distinct 
grease  spot,  which  has  a  little  circular  mark  in  its 
centre  made  by  the  hair  itself. 

With  such  sticky  feet,  it  is  naturally  the  case 
that  the  fly  collects  a  good  deal  of  dust  in  the 
course  of  his  daily  perambulations.  If  he  wishes 
to  walk  on  glass,  or  upside  down  on  the  ceiling, 
he  must  spend  a  few  hours  every  day  keeping  his 
feet  clean  of  this  coating  of  dirt.

For  instance,  twice  9 — tS;  add  8  and  l  and 
you  have  9.  Three  times  9 — 27;  2  and  7  make  9 
again.     Go  on  until  you  try  11   times  9 — 99.    This 

seems  to  bring  an  exception.     But  add  the  digits 

9  and  9  make  18;  and,  again,  i  and  8  make  nine. 
Go  on  to  an  interminable  extent,  and  the  thing 
continues. 

Take    any    number    at    random.      For   example, 

4  So  times  9  equals  4.050,  and  the  digits,  added, 
make  9  once  more.'    Take   6,000  times   9,   equals 

5  4,000.  and  again  you  have  5  and  4. 

Take  any  row  of  figures,  reverse  their  order, 
and  subtract  the  less  from  the  greater — the  total 
will  certainly  be  always  9  or  a  multiple  of  9.  For 
example,  take  5,07 1  —  t.7oS  equals  3.366.  Add 
these  digits  and  you  have  18 — and  1  and  8  makes 
the  familiar  9. 

You  have  the  same  results,  no  matter  how  you 
raise  the  numbers  by  squares  and  cubes.

countries  whose  formations  are  much  broken. 
In  fifty  years  from  now,  or  less,  there  will 
be  mining,  camps  dotting  the  mountain  sides 
of  the  whole  country  from  North  to  South 
and  from  East  to  West  within  the  encompass- 
ing boundaries.  But  quite  apart  from  these 
developments  there  will  under  certain  con- 
ditions be  large  hiatuses  still  unproductive 
and  still  unpeopled.  That  will  be  true  even 
after  the  reforestation  of  the  Province  has 
reached  its  widest  practical  limits,  and  na- 
ture has  restored  to  us  what  fires  and  the 
woodsman  have  taken  away  from  us.  In 
timber  we  have  perhaps  the  greatest  possibil- 
ities in  the  direction  of  utilizing  waste  spaces, 
but  1  hazard  the  opinion  that  not  more  than 
two-tifths  of  the  Province  will  ever  supply 
more  than  the  actual  local  needs,  and  much 
of  the  balance  will  not  do  that.  1  am  speak- 
ing now  of  what  will  be  possible  in  tlie  next 
few  hundred  years,  and  not  of  remote  geo- 
logical periods. 

And  yet  there  is  a  splendid  future  for 
British  Columbia  in  respect  to  its  hillsides 
and  mountain  tops  and  waterways  and  almost 
impenetrable  interiors.  Opinions  may  differ 
as  to  what  may  in  this  Province  be  classed 
as  arable  lands  and  what  are  not.  In  Spain, 
for  instance,  there  are  large  areas  of  very 
poor  land  included  in  commons  upon  which 
sheep  range,  and  in  Italy  the  peasants  make 
vineyards  by  carrying  earth  from  the  valleys 
on  their  backs  and  planting  vines  against  the 
rocky  hill  and  mountain  sides.  Thomas 
Sharpc.  late  superintendent  of  the  Experi- 
mental Farm  at  Agassiz,  was  quite  enthusi- 
astic about  the  prospects  of  fruit  and  nut- 
growing  on  the  side  hills  adjacent  to  the  val- 
ley, and  for  a  time  the  results  seemed  to 
promise  great  things  for  the  future,  but  the 
ravages  of  birds  and  bears  rendered  the  ex- 
periment a  failure.  Otherwise,  I  do  not  think 
it  was  essentially  a  failure,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  as  the  Province  is  settled  up  that  many 
opportunities  will  present  themselves  for 
widening  the  present  areas  classified  as  ara- 
ble. It  is  stated  that  we  have  20,000,000 
acres  of  land  in  British  Columbia,  perhaps 
not  arable,  that  may  become  pasture  lands. 
The  tree  growth  in  British  Columbia  is  one 
of  the  most  astonishing  features,  and  it  is 
certain  that  every  tree  indigenous  to  the 
temperate  zone  in  any  part  of  the  world  will 
flourish  on  the  Island  of  Vancouver  and  on 
liip  Mainland.  It  will  take  time  to  introduce 
and  grow  on  a  commercial  scale  such  of  the 
Eastern  hardwoods  as  beech,  chestnut,  wal- 
nut, hickorjT  and  other  nut  trees,  but  there 
seems  to  ber  no  doubt  that  they  would  suc- 
ceed and  add  materially  to  the  economic 
values  of  arboriculture  in  this  Province. 
Ash,  oak,  elm,  and  so  on,  should  do  well  as

If 
this  be  true,  another  great  possibility  has 
been  discovered.  Under  the  policy  of  con- 
servation now  adopted  and  carried  into  effect 
in  the  Province  there  is  a  likelihood  of  all 
these  big  game  animals  increasing;  very 
rapidly,  and  it  seems  to  me  they  should  be 
utilized  for  other  purposes  as  well  as  sport. 
It  carries  with  it  a  suggestion  of  cruelty  that 
we  should  breed  animals  only  to  die  in  order 
that  we  may  live  with  greater  profit;  but  as 
the  brute  creation  has  been  subject  to  the 
dominion  of  man  for  the  purposes  of  utility 
and  food  from  all  past  time,  it  must  be  pre- 
sumed that  it  was  a  part  of  the  general 
scheme  of  nature.

It  never  carries  tuberculosis  germs.  The 
meat  of  the  kids  is  equal  to  the  best  lamb, 
and  up  to  a  certain  age  equal  to  mutton.  If 
the  animal  lives  entirely  on  browse  the  meat 
is  gamey  like  venison;  if  fed  in  the  ordinary 
way  as  sheep  are  it  resembles  mutton.  The 
Angora  pelts  are  used  for  robes,  rugs,  trim- 
mings, leather  for  bookbinding  and  gloves. 
They  are  worth  from  $2  to  S3  apiece.  When 
well  bred  Angoras  make  beautiful,  and  are 
admirable,  pets  for  children,  and  may  be 
harnessed  and  driven  like  ponies.  In  addi- 
tion, a  United  States  Government  report 
says  "the  enrichment  of  the  land  from  the 
droppings  of  goats  is  decidedly  noticeable 
wherever  they  have  been  kept  for  a  year  or 
more.  This  factor  is  of  no  small  importance 
where  goats  have  been  employed  to  clear 
the  brush  from  land  with  the  object  of  turn- 
ing the  land  into  grass  pasture."  Instances 
are  given  of  what  usually  happens,  showing

The  po.ssibility  of  increasing  this  number 
by  importations  from  other  continents  is  very 
great.  According  to  l.antz'  estimate,  there 
are  about  five  thousand  species  of  mammals 
inhabiting  the  earth;  about  twenty-three  of. 
these  are  in-  a  state  of  domestication,  fur- 
nishing men  with  beasts  of  burden,  food, 
clothing  or  companionship. 

And  I  still  have  left  untouched  a  great 
undeveloped  asset:  1  refer  to  the  fresh 
water  fisheries  of  the  interior  lakes  and 
rivers.  Our  fishery  development  up  to  the 
present  affects  principally  deep  sea  fisheries, 
including,  of  course,  salmt)n,  which  is  terri- 
torial as  well  as  being  a  deep  sea  product. 
We  have  in  the  Province  sixteen  great  lakes, 
with  a  total  area  of  about  1,500,000  acres, 
besides  innumerable  small  ones.  Except  for 
purposes  of  sport,  and  these  only  in  a  limited 
way,4he  interior  M^aters  have  yielded  nothing 
to  the  general  fisheries  production.  They 
are  all  stocked  M'ith  ordinary  trout  and  some 
of  them  with  charr  or  speckled  trout,  and 
whitefish  of  two  varieties.  Experiments 
are  being  carried  on  by  the  Department  of 
Fisheries  of  this  Province  in  the  direction  of 
stocking  these  lakes  with  the  whitefish  of 
Lakes  Superior  and  Erie.  It  is  not  intended, 
however,  to  introduce  any  of  the  voracious 
fish  of  Eastern  Canada  which  are  the  natural 
enemies  of  the  salmon  and  trout.  In  time 
the  lakes  will  all  be  heavily  stocked  with  the 
commercial  and  sporting  varieties  referred 
to.  In  time,  too,  when  transportation  facil- 
ities have  been  Improved  sufficiently  and  the 
great  Interior  is  brought  into  touch  with  the 
Coast  and  the  Middle  West,  fishing  villages 
will  spring  up  all  along  those  lakes,  and  the 
industry  will  almost  rival,  that  of  the  Coast  in 
magnitude.  The  fishery  output  of  Ontario 
and  the  Middle  West,  which  have  no  deep 
sea  fisheries,  amount  to  over  ;(4,000,ono 
annually.  T^e  Great  Lakes,  though  almost 
seas  in  extent,  are  not,  with  the  exception 


of  Lake  Erie,  good  fishing  grounds.  The 
depth  of  Lake  Superior,  for  instance,  is  un- 
favorable. By  the  wonderful  system  of  in- 
tercommunication in  the  interior  of  British 
Columbia,  the  waters  are  accessible  to 
salmon  from  the  sea,  and  we  have  also  that 
much-debated  species,  the  land-locked 
salmon.  In  addition  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Fisheries  is  making  a  deep  study  of 
the  possibilities  of  oyster  culture  and  the  po- 
tential \\'ealth  of  all  economic  shell  fish,  in- 
i:luding  clanis  and  crabs.  Our-eateusi,ve 
coastline  suggests  much  wealth  in  these  direc. 
tions. 

If  one  were  to  dwell  on  the  subject  at 
length  he  might  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
after  all  the  mountains  are  among  the  great- 
est assets  the  Province  possesses;  and  in  an- 
other  sense   that   is   literally   true,    even   if 
we  exclude  the  minerals  which  lie  embedded 
in  them.     1  forget  how  much  it  is  said  that 
Switzerland  reaps  annually  from  the  tour- 
ist trade,  but  it  is  an  enormous  amount,  and 
now  she  is  developing  large  industries  con- 
tributed to  by  water  power.     It  surprised  me 
to  learn   that  the  electric  light  and  power 
plant  at  Bow,  in  East  London,  was  manu- 
factured in  Switzerland,  and,  in  the  language 
of  the  vernacular,  it  is  "some"  plant,  too. 
Now.   if  British  Columbia  could  be  repre- 
sented  as   a   good   sized   man,   Switzerland 
could    be  put  in   his   outside  coat   pocket. 
Switzerland,  of  course,  is  in  the  heart  of  a 
heavily   populated    continent    and    is    con- 
venient for  tourist  purposes  to  men  of  means; 
but  the  outstanding  fact  is  that  Switzerland 
has  achieved  her  present  greatness,  and  con- 
sidering her  physical  handicaps, .  it  is  won- 
derful, by  capitalizing  her  scenery.     Rome 
was  not  built  in  a  day,  and  British  Columbia 
<3annot  expect  to  divert  or  create  large  tour- 
ist traffic  in  a  short  time.    She  is  at  one  edge 
of  a  great  continent  as  yet,  but  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal    will    rather    change 
the    centre    of    gravity    for    business  and 
other     world     purposes,     and      we      shall 
see    a    much    altered   condition   of  things. 
When     you     get     the     world's     fleets     in 
the     Pacific     our     Coast     cities     will     be- 
come the  Liverpools  of  the  West.     Perhaps 
the  most  potent  fact  in  the  development  of 
maritime   commerce  is  the   aivai'lability   of 
ships  for  chartering  and  regular  shipments. 
To  get  a  favorable  rate  on  the  Pacific  hereto- 
fore you  had  to  have  a  return  cargo  in  sight, 
and   a   tramp   steamer    in    London    would 
carry  a  cargo  at  a  rate  cheaper  from  there 
to   Hongkong  than  the  rate  from  here  to 
Hongkong.      Ships   will  now   compete  for 
Pacific  Coast  trade,  and  with  the  traffic  will 
come  travel.    British  Columbia  will  eventual- 
ly be  in  the  heart  of  things  instead  of  at  the 
extremity  of  activities.     Large  investments 
in  international  and  interprovincial  roads,  in 
railways,  in  national  parks  and  in  the  crea- 
tion of  sport  and  healthful  recreation  will 
pay  largely  in  the  end.     To  get  the  things 
we  want  we  must  be  ready  for  them  when 
the  favorable  opportunity  offers.     It  is  quite 
safe  to  predict  that  within  twenty-five  years 
our  hillsides  and  resorts  will  swarm  with  the 
pleasure-seeker    and    the     traveler;     and 
tiT^e  skier  and  the  fisherman  and  the  hunter 
and  the  motorman  and  the  aeronaut    will 
revel  in  the  delights  of  nature  here  to  be  ob- 
tained on  an  unprecedented  scale. — R.   E.

^  OR  many  cenluiie.s  llie  only 
powerful  explosive  known  and 
used  for  warlike  purposes  was 
;;unpowder,  a  mixture  of  sul- 
phur, carbon  and  saltpetre. 
With  its  aid,  Constantinople  defended  itself 
for  very  many  years  against  its  enemies, 
and  tile  conquest  of  Southwestern  Europe  by 
the  Arabs  in  711  was  no  doubt  in  part  due 
lo  their  employment  of  this  means  of  of- 
fence and  defence.  At  the  outset  gunpowder 
was  known  as  Greek  fire,  and  was  merely 
used  to  throw  at  the  enemy  like  a  modern 
hand  grenade,  but  it  was  made  almost  exact- 
ly as  it  is  today. 

A  most  interesting  fact  is  that  its  corn- 


greater  source  of  danger  to  those  who  use  it 
tlian  to  those  against  whom  its  use  is  in- 
lended.  ihe  terrible  disaster  which  befel 
the  French  navy  in  1911  will  be  in  the  mem- 
ory of  all.  One  of  her  proudest  and  might-

spontaneous  explosion  of  some  nitro-celju- 
lose. 

So  much  attention  has  now  been  de- 
voted to  the  manufacture  of  this  high  ex- 
plosive that  not  only  can  its  serviceable 
qualities  be  relied  upon  after  twelve  to  fif- 
teen years'  storage,  but  deteriorated  material 
can  be  worked  up  again,  and  made  as  good

for  from  five  to  six  hundred  years;  but  for 
this  the  course  of  history  might  have  been 
very  tlifferent. 

But  this  primitive  pyrotechnic  was  a  fee- 
ble weapon  compared  with  its  modern  de- 
scendants, the  high  explosives.  It. was  not 
until  1845  that  gunpowder  met  its  first  seri- 
ous rival  in  guncotton,  or  nitro-cellulose,  a 
substance  which  soon  came  into  general  use, 
and  has  remained  a  constitucsnt  of  the  rna- 
jority  of  smokeless  powders  ever  since. 
When  gunpowder  is  exploded,  it  produces 
a  number  of  solid  products  which  are  seen 
as  smoke,  but  guncotton  affords  only  color- 
less gases  which  are  invisible.  Cellulose  is 
the  organic  matter  which  forms  the  basis  of 


and  allied  substances  are  prepared  for  ser- 
vice in  various  shapes  and  forms — tubes, 
cords,  tablets,  discs,  and  rods — each  form 
exerting  its  own  particular  influence  upon 
the  rate  of  combustion  of  the  explosive. 

Very  soon  after  the  advent  of  guncot- 
ton, nitroglycerine  and  dynamite  made  their 
appearance.  The  former  is  made  by  treat- 
ing ordinary  glycerine,  a  by-product  of  soap 
manufacture,  with  "nitro-acid,"  and  as  it  is 
a  liquid,  and  therefore  not  well  suited  for 
an  explosive,  it  is  mixed  with  a  fine  sandy 
material,  "infusorial  earth"  (the  remains  of 
microscopic  organisms),  and  in  this  way 
dynamite  comes  into  being.

The  "burster"  is  placed  in  the  central 
portion  of  the  shell,  and  in  order  that  it  may 
withstand  the  shock  of  impact  on  armor- 
plate,  the  outer  casing  of  the  shell  is  very 
thick  and  made  of  specially  hardened  steel, 
alloyed  with  one  or  other  of  the  metals 
nickel,  chromium,  or  vanadium.  At  the  base 
is  the  complex  mechanism  called  the  "fuse," 
the  function  of  which  is  to  ignite  the 
"burster."  As  the  effect  of  a  penetrating 
shell  is  greater  than  one  which  explodes  on 
mere  contact,  its  point  is  surrounded  with  a 
soft  steel  cap  which  supports  and  guides  the 
hard  point  underneath,  and  so  enables  it  to 
"bite"  and  penetrate  the  armor-plate. 

Not  only  are  high  explosives  used  in 
the  construction  of  shells;  they  are  equally 
necessary  for  torpedoes  and  mines.  The 
submarine  mine  is  simply  a  charge  of  high 
explosive  suitably  encased,  so  that  it  either 
floats  on  or  just  belov'  the  surface.  One 
type  explodes  on  impact  with  a  rigid  moving 
body,  like  a  ship;  the  other  can  be  exploded 
by  an  electrical  communication  from  a  dis- 
tance.

LURE   OF  THE  LIGHTHOUSE 


Every  year  the  lighthouses  all  over  the 
world  are  the  cause  of  the  destruction  of 
thousands  of  birds.  In  four  nights  during 
the  migrating  season  10,000  birds  were 
killed  at  the  Barfleur  Light.  At  one  time  it 
was  generally  believed  that  the  birds, 'at- 
tracted by  the  glare  of  the  lantern,  flew 
blindly  towards  it  and,  striking  the  glass  or 
the  metal  frame,  were  killed.  But  close  ob- 
servation lias  shown  that  this  is  not  the  case. 
Most  of  the  birds  have  fluttered  about  the 
lantern  until,  finding  no  resting  place,  they 
have  at  last  died  from  exhaustion.  Of 
course,  in  rough  weather  many  are  dashed 
agaijist  the  structure  by  the  wind,  but  the 
great  majority  of  deaths  occur  in  the  man- 
ner described. 

Some  time  ago  the  matter  was  taken  up 
in  Holland  where,  at  the  Terschelling  Light- 
house, great  numbers  of  deaths  occurred.  A 
number  of  perches  were  placed  about  the 
lantern  and  it  is  now  claimed  that  during 
the  whole  of  the  migrating  season,  when 
thousands  of  birds  pass  the  lighthouse,  not 
more  than  100  are  killed.  At  night  every 
perch  is  crowded,  sometimes  as  many  as 
10,000  birds  roosting  at  one  time. 

The  Royal  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Birds,  following  this  example,  set  up  perches 
at  St.  Catherine's  and  the  Caskets.     In  the 


Spring  of  this  year  the  sanctuary  at  St.  Cath- 
erine's was  crowded  every  night.  The 
birds  that  tarried  there  during  their  Northerly 
fiight  were  of  a  great  variety,  including  war- 
blers, swallows,  flycatchers,  blackcaps, 
swifts,  nightjars,  and  many  others. 

Trinity  House  has  now  permitted  the 
Society  to  furnish  other  lighthouses  with  sim- 
ilar accommodation,  and  the  next  to  be  so 
treated  are  the  South  Bishop,  off  Pembroke- 
shire, and  that  at  Spurn  Head,  where  the 
work  will  be  completed  before  the  Summer 
is  over.  The  perches  are  made  in  the  form 
of  a  .small  ladder  of  wood,  and  iron  within 
view  of  the  light,  but  so  placed  as  not  to 
obstruct  it.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  perches  from  which  the  birds  cannot  see 
the  light  are  always  empty  and  at  St.  Cath- 
erine's many  such  were  removed  as  useless. 
The  sacrifice  of  bird  life  lakes  place  only 
upon  nights  when  no  stars  are  visible;  when 
the  sky  is  clear  the  birds  never  approach  the 
lantern.

In  a  recent  number  of  The  Observatory, 
Mr.  H.  P.  Mollis  gives  a  very  interesting  list 
of  large  refractors  and  reflectors,  either 
under  construction  or  already  set  up  in  ob- 
servatories. The  largest  working  objective 
is  that  of  the  Yerkes  Observatory  in  Wis- 
consin, U.S.A.  Of  the  refractors  under 
construction,  the  following  may  be  mention- 
ed: a  32-inch  for  the  Nicolaieff  Observatory, 
Ru,ssia;  a  26-inch  for  the  Union  Observatory, 
Johannesburg;  three  24-inch  for  the  follow- 
ing observatories:  Argentine  National  Ob- 
servatory, Cordoba;  Chili  National  Obser- 
vatory, Santiago;  and  the  Detroit  Obser- 
vatory, Mich.,  U.S.A.,  and  a  20-inch  for  the 
Chabot  Observatory,  Oakland,  Cal.  The 
Earl  of  Ross'  72-inch  reflector  holds  the  field 
for  the  largest  reflector  (metallic  speculum), 
while  Dr.  Common's  60-inch  (silver  on 
glass),  now  at  the  Harvard  Observatory, 
U.S.A.,  comes  second.  Of  the  reflectors 
under  construction,  two  giants  are  in  hand, 
namely,  one  of  100  inches  for  the  Mount 
Wilson  Solar  Observatory,  and  one  of  72 
inches  for  the  Dominion  Observatory,  Can- 
ada. Others  under  construction  are  a  40- 
inch  for  the  Simeis  Observatory,  Crimea,  and 
two  of  30  inches,  one  for  the  Hclwan  Ob- 
servatory, Egypt,  and  the  other  for  Mr. 
D'Esterre's  Observatory,  Surrey,     England. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of 
instruments  in  each  list  is  about  the  same, 
namely,  38  refractors  and  40  reflectors.

the  sight  of  tier  one  evening  dressed  for 
I  IcVoe,  with  a  tender  melancholy  in 
liereyes,  reopened  the  floodgates  of  the 
Kmpcror's  nicmory  and  emotions.  Catch- 
ing her  in  his  arms  and  crushing  her 
tirtiuliful  goWn,  he  cried  like  a  child 
while  lie  protested;  "No!  I  can  ne^or 
leave  you!"  He  was  bo  overwrought,  as 
he  Kobblngly  complained  of  the  people 
wh'j  were  tormenting  him,  that  the 
lOnipress  induced  him  to  lie  down  and 
let  her  h(dd  the  rei'eptinn  without,  lilm, 
after  which  she  rctui'iiecl  and  stayoit  with 
him  througii  a  troubled  night,  when,  we 
arc'  told,  he  literally  soailtedhla  pillow 
with  tears. 

As  the  agitators  saw  the  ISmperor 
)i«sslng  again  under  the  spell  of  his 
wife's  charm  and  recoiling  from  the 
step  toward  which  they  wore  pusliing 
lilm.  TallyranM  expressed  their  im- 
lialience  and  disgust:  "What  a  devil  of 
a  man!

^ridRlnp  the  way  from  the  defeat  of 
Aspem-lOsallng  to  the  victory  of  Wag- 
ram,  he  wrote  her,  "You  know  my 
feelliiga  for  Josephine;  they  are  un- 
changoaldf-." 

A  BATTLE  WON  AND  LOST.

Fur  two  montha  be 
put  off  a  decisive  answer  to  the  de- 
mand which  iiad  reall}-  been  made  aoma 
time  before  the  divorce  waa  pronouaoed. 
At  laat  the  imperial  and  imperious  wid- 
ower sent  an  ultimatum,  giving  the 
Rusaian  court  forty-eight  hours  to  aay 
yes  or  no.  But  Alexander  continued  to 
jialter. 

Already,  however,  the  Emperor  Fran- 
cis of  Austiia  had  frankly  entered  his 
daughter,  Marie  Louise,  as  an  open 
candidate  for  the  vacant  throne.  Met- 
ternich.  the  Austrian  Forclirn  Minister, 
had  been  camping  on  the  trail  of  the 
divorce  for  two  years  and  now  that  it 
bad_  come,  he  nr«iva:<ed  to  take  advan- 
tage of  It.  He  and  the  crafty  politi- 
cians had  no  doubt  that  Napoleon  was 
riding  for  a  fall,  but  they  shrewdly  cal- 
culated that  the  Inevitable  day  of  reck- 
oning probably  was  four  years  off. 
Meanwhile  Austria  must  keep  in  bis 
good  graces  until  tlie  time  came  to 
snatch  back  the  provinces  he  had  taken 
from  her.  A^  marriage  alliance  with 
him  surely  would  weaken  his  political 
alliance  with  Russia,  thus  hastening 
his  downfalL  It  was  a  clever,  well- 
thought-out  Bchcme  on  the  part  of  the 
Austrian  Court — and  it  would  cost  only 
an  eighteen-year-old  girl! 

JOSEPHINE'S  LAST  SERVICE. 

Napoleon,  weary  and  exasperated  with 
the  Czar's  ishifty  conduct,  suddenly 
turned  to  take  up  the  hint  which  the 
Austrian  Governmetit  had  dropped.

Inviting  the  wife  of  Metternlch  to  Mal- 
maison  only  two  weeks  after  the  di- 
vorce, she  amazed  that  lady  by  ex- 
pressing her  earnest  wish  that  her  di-

Fontainebleau  when  the  "grctat  noise" 
hurst  upon  tlio  palace  on  a  late  October 
morning  in  1809;  Tlie  Emperor  had  trav- 
eled from  JkMenna  faster  than  the  news 
of  his  coming,  and  the  Empress  did  not 
arrive  from  St.  Cloud  until  the  evening. 
Her.  absence  dashed  his  spirits,  and, 
when  at  last  they  met.  it  was  under  the 
influence  of  a  mutual  constraint  which 
saved  them  botti  from  a  renewal  of  rela- 
tions that  would  have  onl.v  made  harder 
tho  now  unavoiciablo  trial  that  awaited 
them. 

.\li-eady  Fouthe  liad  seen  the  Emperor, 
and  bluntly  warned  him:  "There  is  not 
a  marshal  who  is  not  considering  how 
to  dispose  of  your  est.ate  if  we  have  the 
misfortune  to  lose  you.  .It  is  an  instance 
of  Alexander's  lieutenants  eager  for  his 
kingdoms."  All  tho  Imperial  Bonapartcs 
had  been  for  Llie  divorce  fioni  tho  bo- 
ginning,  and  now  even  Napoleon's  moth- 
er was  saying,  "1  hope  the  Emperor  will 
have  the  courage  this  time  to  lake  the 
step  which  not  only  France  but  Europe 
awaits  with  anxiety  .His  divorce  Is-  an 
act    of    necessit.v." 

After  a  gloomy  fortnight  at  Fontahi- 
bleau,  in  which  the  Emperor  and  Em- 
press alike  strove  to  avoid  being  left 
together  alone,  one  for.  fear  of  •liaving 
his  purpose  o>  ercome  and  the  other 
for  fear  of  hearing  it'  propo.sed,  they 
entered  Paris  to,  find  -the  chattering 
city  liusy  with  tlielr  affairs.  Worse 
.still,  Josephine's  creditors,  alarmed  by 
her  sinking  fortunes,  were  clamoring 
for  money,  and  Napoleon  was  amazed 
to  learn  that  she  wa^s  again  floundering 
In    ciobt, 

JOSEPHINE'S  EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Extravagance  appears  to  have  been 
Josephine's  one  fault  under  the  Em- 
pire. It  is  doubtful  if  she  Ivad  given 
the  Emperor  any  othei'"  grievance  since 
she  took  her  place  beside  him  on  the 
throne.  Once  he  east  her  milliner  in 
prison  for  several  hours  to  frighten 
her  out  of  the  habit  of  extortion.  But 
life  imprisonhent  would  not  have  cor- 
rected the  reckless  expenditure;;  of  the 
Empress,  with  .  her  500  chemises,  her 
new  pair  of  stockings  for  each  dress- 
ing, her  .'!00  or  400  cashmere  .shawls, 
some  costing  nearly  |2,500.  and  her  robes 
of  lace  for  which  she  paid  as.  Ijigli  as 
120.000  each.  Mme.  de  Kernusat  never 
entered  a  dressmaker's  or,  a  milliner's, 
go  when  she  would,  that  she  did  not 
find  aomething  in  the  making  for  the 
Empress.  Her  annual  allowance  for 
dress  rose  as  high  as  $110,000,  but  her 
credit  being  good,  she  «pent  as  much 
as  $200,000  in  a  year.  Out  of  her  year- 
ly expenditure,  however,  fihe  accumu- 
lated moat  of  her  jewelry,  which  rep- 
resented at  the  time  of  the  divorce  an 
investment  of  nearly  |l,O09.00O. 

Whenever  creditors  prnsst>d  and  tho 
Inevitable  time  of  reckoning  came,  the 
Empress  cried  and  the  Emperor  raged, 
but  not  at  her  so  much  as  at  the 
tradi'smen.  Althtmgh  ho  arbitrarily  cut 
down  their  l^lUs  .".0,  'lO,  and  ."iO  per  ciMit, 
they  were  well  enougli  satisfied  wltli 
tho  profits  still  remaining  to  start  at 
once  a  new  campaign  of  temiHatlon  atid 
a  new  account  with  the  lOm'press. 

The  ICmperor's  practiced  eye  came  to 
know  tho  signals  of  her  financial  dis- 
tress, !)ui  l*e  never  could  Induce  hi>r  to 
cniifesH  at  i..r,ce  the  full  amount  of  her 
debts.  ''No!  no!"  she  prtdested  to  her 
confidants,  wlien  the>-  advised  hor  to 
Meek  relief  In  telling  him  the  whole 
tniih.  "He  Would  kill  me!"  and  she 
always  tried  to  spare  herself  by  keeping 
back  half  the  truth.  "I  will  pay  the 
balance  out  of  my  savings."  the  (diild- 
liko  spendthrift  would  promise  herself, 
rt'ie  whose  fall-  fingers  were  formed  only 
to  be  a  sieve  for  gold. 

One  day,  when  her  rod  eyes  were  fly- 
ing tho  unmistakable  sisnai,  the  Em- 
peror said  to  Duroe,  as  he  pointed  to 
the  Empress  and  her  lady  of  honor: 
"Those  women  have  been  crying.  1  am 
Mure  It  Is  debts.  You  tty  to  find  out 
what  is  the  matter."  ,Io*ephlne  at  chce 
sobblngly  confessed  to  the  Gi^tnd  Mar- 
shal of  the  Palace  that  she  owed 
180.000, 

"Ah!"  exclaimed  the  wheedling  Dui"oc, 
"the   Bmperor   thought  It   was  |1«0,000!" 

"No!  No!"  .Tosephlne  protested;  "but. 
since  1  must  tell  you  all,  I  sW»ar  It  In 
only  1120,000!" 

The  crafty  mediator  next  feelingly 
portrayed  to  the  Mmporor  tbo  doapalr  of 
the  Kmprt'ss.  "She  Is  consOlona  of  \\*yv 
fault,  thenr'  tli«  deluded  husbaml  said: 


"86  much  the  better.  She  must  owe  an 
enormous  amount,  possibly  $200,000." 

"But,  sire,"  Duroc  pleaded;  "it  is  only 
$120,000!" 

"Only  $120,000!"  the  Euipeior  ex- 
claimed, concealing  his  surprl.se  and  re- 
lief. "You  talk  as  if  that  were  nothing." 
Then  he  went  to  the  repeutent  jirodigal, 
scolded  her  gentlj-  ami  finislied  by  coax- 
ing her  from  her  tears  with  the  com- 
forting assurance,  "Come,  come,  my  lit- 
tle Josephine:  don't  cry.  The  debts  will 
be  paid." 

JOSEPHINE'S  COURT. 

Even  in  her  weakness,  however,  there 
is  to  bo  found  the  source  of  Josephine's 
strengtii.  Her  Creole  love  of  beauty  and 
luxury,  costly  as  it  was,  had  framed  a 
fitting  background  for  Najioleon's  im- 
perial pretensions  and  made  his  court 
the  foremost  in  the  world  when,  had  he 
been  left  to  ills  own  devices,  it  would 
have  been  nothing  more  than  a  military 
camp  and  the  butt  of  scornful  Europe. 

AVith  a  simple  and  genuine  fondness 
for  people,  and  with  a  native  dignity 
free  from  the  stiff  hauteur,  the  icy  arti- 
ficiality of  women  bred  in  royal  palaces, 
the  supple  little  Islander  from  the  sugar 
loft  of  Martinique  .loftly  blended  a  mot- 
ley array  of  ex-sergeants  and  their  gar- 
rl.son  wive.o  with  the  old  nobility.  iTn- 
der  her  dainty  touch  the  Tuilerlcs  be- 
came the  mold  of  form  arul  the  looking 
glass  of  fashion  for  all  tine  ancient  and 
frumpy  courts  of  the  Continent.  Even 
the  English,  although  they  blockaded 
Napoleon  rclcntlessl.v,  were  eager  enough 
to  smuggle  across  to  London  the  latest 
models  from  Josephine's  dressmakers.  A 
revival  of  tho  British  fad  for  the  Em- 
pire st.vle,  a  century  after  the  reign  of 
tho  ICmpress  was  at  an  end,  provoked 
the  .ilngling  Irony  of  Uilbert  in  ilic  opera 
of    "Patience:" 

Art    stopped    short 

At  tho  celebrated  court 

Of    tho    Emitre.-'S   .losephlue. 

A\lille  Napoleon  was  waging  his  mili- 
tary campaigns,  it  was  no  loss  Jose- 
phine's duty  to  conduct  her  social  cam- 
paigns, atid  a  censorious  world  could 
find  no  fault  In  her  strategy.  Jt  being 
his  first  care  to  awe  the  world,  he  at- 
tached high  Importance  to  tho  role  he 
calle<l  upon  her  to  play.  As  he  sought 
to  impress  or  jiropitiaie  his  peoples  and 
Ills  allies  he  marched  and  counti-r- 
mareliivl  the  Empress  and  lier  train  like 
grenadiers  of  the  guard. 

Poor  Josrphlne'a  continual  journeylngs 
from  r>alace  to  palace,  frcmi  coinitry  to 
country  in  torturous  coaches  over  rack- 
ing road,  weary  find  stagger  the 
understanding.  Ts  she  about  to  set  out 
upon  one  of  these  imperial  progresses'? 
"She  Is  a  good  jiatured,  easy 
poing        woman        and  must         have 

tier  route  and  hchavlour  marked 
out  for  her,"  and  her  hui^baii'l 
dictated  everytliing  she  was  to  say  ami 
do  when  addressed  along,  hT  way  until 
his  In.'iiriietlons  covered  twenty-one  largo 
sheets  of  paper!  lOven  thougti  he  might 
bf  fighting  the  Tartars  In  Poland  he  un- 
ralllngly  watched  over  her  censeless  ac- 
tlvitles.  'When  1,000  miles  away  from 
Par|H,  he  wrote  her.  "Yon  must  not  go 
to  the  small  boxes  at  flie  theatres" 
— where,  of  course,  all  the  fun  was — "It 
does  not  l)ecome  ynur  rank.  You  must 
only  go  to  Ihe  four  principal  theatres" — 
('"nactlnc;  )\envy  tragedies  ))reserlhed  by 
him^ — '"and  always   to  the  prineliial   box." 

AN  EMPEROR'S  HELPMEET 

.Tosephine  lived  wholly  for  Napoleon 
and  his  Interests.  Having  no  great  am- 
bitions of  her  own,  no  desire  for  power 
or  grandeur,  she  did  not  meddle  In  poli- 
tics, hut  In  the  spirit  of  a  grocer's  or 
banker's  wife,  she  made  it  her  main 
purpose  In  life  to  please  her  husband, 
look  after  his  home  anrl  promote  his 
success  by  being  agreeable  to  his  asso- 
ciates. Because  she  was  tho  wife  of  an 
Emperor,  whose  home  was  a  palace, 
whose  business  was  ruiling  the  world 
and  whose  associates  were  kings,  princes 
and  dukes,  her  duties  were'  no  lighter 
and  no  less  difficult, 

"i-low  this  wearies  me."  she  once  ex- 
claimed. "I  have  not  a  moment  to  my- 
■  self.  It  would  be  better  for  me  were  I 
the  wife  Of  R  laborer."  Although  dia- 
mond arowns  and  glldod  salons  cast 
their  allusion  over  the  scene  of  her 
splendid  drudgery,  Josephine  could  not 
have  lolled  harder  had  she  been  a  la- 
borer's wife.  For  three  hours  each  day 
she  slaved  over  her  morning  toilet,  and 
thrice  dally  uh«  changed  her  linen 
throughout.  A  moll  of  sorrltors  and 
courttsra  flurroun^ied  her  norwng.  noon 


and  nlglit.  She  breakfasted,  lunched 
and  dined  with  them,  and  the  repetition 
of  some  dreary  function  was  scheduled 
for  each  wakllig  hour.  "Be  gay!  Be 
gay!"  That  was  the  imperial  command 
always. 

However  borne  down  under  the  bur- 
den of  a  crown,  however  HI  slie  iiiisht 
be,  and  she  was  not  phy.slcall.v  strong, 
however  hard  her  head  ached,  never  did 
Josephine  on  her  unending  round  of  pet- 
ty tasks,  disappoipl  the  iCmperor  with 
a  misstep,  a  wrong  word  or  a  lacking 
smile.  There  never  was  an  indiscreet  re- 
mark, an  Intrigue,  an  act  of  favoritism 
on  her  part  to  embarrass  her  husband 
for  a  moment.  He,  who  above  all  men 
valued  each  tick  of  the  clock,  never 
had  to  complain  that  she  kept  him 
waiting  a  minute.  And  when  he  was 
worn  out  by  the  cares  of  a  crowded  day, 
she,  who  never  opened  a  book  for  her 
own  enjoyment,  lay  across  the  foot  of 
his  bed  and  read  liim  to  sleep  In  that 
voice  whose  tones  unfailingly  entranced 
him. 

No  tnau,  monarch  of  peasant,  could 
ask  for  a  truer  helpmeet.  But  the 
lord  of  the  earth  was  without  an  heir. 
How  often,  his  sisters  had  taunted 
Jos'phine  with  nature's  unklndness  to 
her!  Once  when  she  had  triumphantly 
pointed  them  to  her  two  children  by 
her  first  husband,  the  Bonaparte  women 
only  turned  the  knife  in  tho  cruel  wound 
by  retorting,  "Yes.  dear  sister,  but  that 
was  when  you  were  still  young!"  And 
now  slie  was  past  i5! 

THE  DREADED  HOUR. 

Meanwhile  .Napoleon  had,  in  fact, 
become  a  father  In  the  birth  of  Leon 
Uevcl,  while  Mme.  "VValewskl  hoped  soon 
to  present  him  with  a  child.  'I'hese 
experiences  no  doubt  contributed  to  his 
resolve  to  -soek  a  lawful  heir  for  his 
throne. 

The  long  dreaded  hour  struck  for 
Josephine  when  Paris  was  in  the  midst 
of  preparations  for  the  celebration  of 
the  fiflh  anniversary  of  the  coronation 
and  w.hile,  from  all  the  federated  Na- 
tions of  the  Empire,  Kings  and  Queens, 
Princes  anti  Princes'ses  were  thronging 
Into  the  elty.  .Xfter  a  .silent,  mrnirnful 
riinner  in  the  Tullerles,  the  Emperor  and 
Empress  retired  to  his  apartments, 
where,  while  she  was  holding  the  cup 
of  coffee  which  he  had  just  T>assed  to 
her.  he  spoke  the  words  that  for  'many 
days  had  been  struggling  for  expres- 
sion. The  historian  of  tho  tragic  scene, 
in  the  person  of  tho  prefect  of  the  pal- 
ace, sitting  In  a  chair  tilted  against  tho 
wall."!  of  tho  corridor  outside  tho  door, 
suddenly  heard  loud  shrieks  from  the 
Emperor's  room.  An  usher,  who  also 
heard  them,  would  have  opened  tho 
door  had  not  his  chief  told  him  that  the 
Emperor  would  call  for  assistance  if  ho 
needed   it. 

The  prefect  was  rifilit.  for  in  a  moment 
the  door  opened  and  the  Emperor  stood 
before  Iilm.  his  eyes  full  of  tears  and  his 
voice  ehol<ed  In  his  extreme  agitation. 
The  f\inetlon.ai-y  entered  tho  room,  to 
find  .Joseph In--  lying  on  the  floor  and 
uttering  piercing  eric."!:  "I  shall  not  sur- 
vive It;  T  shall  not  survive  it!" 
The  Emperor  asked  the  prefect  to  carry 
the  stricken  Empress  down  to  her  own 
ai)artmcnts,  on  the  floor  below,  ^nd  he 
took  a  candle  off  a  table  to  light  the 
way.  The  private  stairs,  however,  prov- 
ing too  narrow  for  her  to  be  carried 
down  In  one  pair  of  arms,  the  Emperor 
gave  tho  candle  to  the  usher  and  helped 
the  prefect  bear  her  to  her  room. 

Having  played  the  woman  that  brief 
while.  Jo.<<ephine  iiulekly  and  bravely  re- 
sumed the  part  of  Empress.  Nothing  In 
her  brilliant  reign  became  her  more 
than  hir  farewell  to  her  greatness.  The 
fetes  went  on  and,  although  she  could 
not  keep  back  the  tears  and  summon 
the  vanished  smile,  she  faithfully  met 
all  her  duties  In  the  mocking  ceremo- 
nials. 

Queen  Hortense,  perked  up  th  •  glis- 
tering grief  for  her  eldest  son  and  wear- 
ing a  golden  sorro^  In  her  lovelesa  wed- 
lock, was  lanhapplness  entnroned  and 
could  not  understand  why  her  mother 
ahould  dread  the  loss  of  a  crown.  But 
Josephine  was  a  daughter  of  the  sun, 
and.  while  she  cared  nothing  for  power, 
she  was  naturally  proud  of  tha  aoooass 
with  Which  she  had  sat  the  highast 
throne  of  earth  and  ratalned  tha  affec- 
tions and  merited  the  admiration  of  the 
foremost  man  of  tha  World.  If  her  early 
indifference  had  not  re«Uy  warmed  Into 
Jove  for  Kapoleon,  she  had  at  least  be- 
come In  ihfttr  noarly  fourteen  years  of 


hoarrled   life,  a  fond  at;d   devoted  •  wife, 
capable  of  feeling  the  pangs  of  jealousy. 

THE  DIVORCE. 

With  the  arrival  of  Eugene,  the 
formal  arrangements  for  his  mother's 
divorce  were  entered  upon.  But  wh<'n 
Josephine  proposed  that  the  Eniperor 
shouhi  make  her  son  king  instead  of 
Viceroy  of  India,  the  always  high- 
spirited  young  man  protefted,  "Mother, 
let  mo  be  left  out  of  the  question.  Your 
son  does  not  wish  a  crown  as  the  price 
of  youi-  separation.  If  you  bow  to  the 
Emperor's  wish  it  is  of  you  alone  that 
he  must  think."  Napoleon,  who  had 
never  failed  in  a  father's  duty  to  his 
stepson,  expressed  his  admiration  of 
the  Viceroy's  ssenliments.  "That  is  a 
true  heart,"  ho  said:  "Eugene  does  well 
to  trust   to  my  affection." 

Tho  son  had  anticipated  the  situation, 
and  written  to  his  mother  a  month  be- 
fore that  If  the  Emperor  believed  his 
happiness  and  the  interests  of  France 
required  lilm  to  have  children,  no  con- 
sideration sliould  be  permitted  to  op- 
pose him,  and  he  invited  .Tosephine,  in 
event  of  divorce,  to  live  with  him  in 
Italy.  Finally,  it  fell  to  Evigene  to  make 
the  first  public  announcement  of  the 
matter.  "It  was  necessory  for  the  hap- 
piness of  France  tlxat  the  founder  of 
this  fourth  dynasty  should  grow  old, 
surrounded  by  hia  direct  descendants  as 
a  guarantee  to  us  all."  he  told  the  Sen- 
ate. "The  tears  that  his  resolution  has 
dr.iwn  from  the  Emperoi-  suffice  for  my 
mother's  glory." 

Neither  the  Empres.s  nor  her  children 
could  have  asked  for  more  genercus 
terms  than  Napoleon  volunteered.  He 
proposed  at  once  that  she  should  retain 
her  imiierial  rank  as  crowned  Empress, 
have  the  Elysee  Palace  in  Paris,  as  well 
a.H  her  cherished  abode  at  Malmaison 
and  the  chateau  of  Navarre  for  her  resi- 
dences, and  receive  an  allowance  of 
$600,000  a  year. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  divorce  should 
be  lawfully  pronounced  by  mutual  con- 
sent in  a  family  council  in  fJtrict  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Code 
Napoleon.  Josephine  was  as  loyally 
ready  to  forward  her  husband's  plans 
now  as  always,  and  while  her  hair  was 
being  dressed  the  morning  of  tlie  day 
appointed  for  the  proceedings  she  care- 
fully studied  her  speech.  It  had  been 
prepared  for  her.  but  she  made  changes 
In  the,  language  and  rewote  the  pro- 
nouncement in  her  own  hand. 

JOSEPHINE'S  LAST  FUNCTION. 

At  nine  in  the  evening  she  entered  the 
throne  room  to  take  part  In  her  last 
function  at  the  T.uileries.  She  and  the 
Emperor  and  his  mother  seated  them- 
selves in  three  armchairs,  while  the 
crowned  riiembcrs  of  the  Bonaparte  and 
Beauharnals  famlllcTS  sal  on  chairs  with- 
out arms  and  tlie  uncrowned  Princes 
and  Princesses  on  mere  stools.  All  were 
In  full  court  dress. 

The  act  of  divorce  had  been  read, 
when  the  Empress,  drying  her  eyes,  rose 
to  read  her  speech  in  n  voice  surprising- 
ly composed.  She  began  bravely  enough: 
"With  the  permission  of  our  august  and 
dear  spouse,  T  declare  that,  since  T  have 
no  hope  of  bearing  children  who  can  sat- 
isfy tho  requirements  of  liis  policy  and 
the  Interests  of  France.  It  is  my  pleasure 
to  Rive  him  the  greatest  proof  of  attach- 
ment and  devotion  which  ever  was  given 
on  earth."  But  now  her  voice  trembled 
and  utterly  failed  hnr.  and,  as  she  sank 
weeping  Into  her  chair,  she  handed  the 
paper  to  a  gentleman  of  the  court  and 
dumbly  appealed  to  him'  to  finish  the 
speech,  which  continued: 

"I  owe  all  to  his  bou'aty.  Tt  was  his 
hand  which  crowned  me.  find,  seated 
on  his  throne,  I  have  received  nothing 
but  proofs  of  affcotlon  and  devotion 
from   the  French   people. 

"The  dissolution  of  my  marriage  will 
make  no  change  In  the  sentiments  of 
xtiT'  heart. 

"The  Emperor  will  always  have  in  ma 
his  best  friends.  X  knoir  how  much  thia 
act.  which  is  made  necessary  by  his 
policy  and  by  auoh  e?^t  Ihterests,  has 
wounded  his  heart,  but  we  shall  win 
glory,  both  of  iis,  for  the  sacrifices  we 
have  made  for  our  country." 

AFm  -US  DIVORCE. 

As  the  dlTorcad  EmprasaJaCt'tila  pain- 
fnl  scene  attendsd  by  .  aer  son  aftd 
daughter,  XSugen*  fell  to  the  floor 'In  a 
faint  and  himself  had  to  ba  assisted  out 
of  the  room.  Attar  a  fsw  minutes  tha 
Braparor  *nd  ISmpress  m«t'a«aln  to 
miagia     tbbtr  '  telira '  in  a  prttate  leaVa 


taking,  when  Josephine  covered  his  face 
with  kisses  and  for  the  last  time  he  em- 
braced the  bride  of  his  youth  and  his 
glory. 

Napoleon  at  once  entered  a  waiting 
carriage  and  drove  alone  in  his  gloom 
through  the  black  night  to  Versailles, 
there  lo  pass  a  few  days  In  solitude  at 
the  palace  of  the  Grand  Trianon.  Josepii- 
ine's  departure  was  deferred  until  the 
next  afternoon.  A  few  courtiers  pre- 
sented themselves  In  tho-  morning  to 
take  formal  leave  of  her,  hut  when  at- 
tended by  two  members  of  the  court  she 
entered  her  carriage  for  the  drive  to 
Malmaison,  no  one  came  to  say  goodby, 
and  she  saw  not  a  friendly  or  grateful 
face  as,  in  the  cold  and  dismal  rain,  she 
drove  away  from  the  Tullerles  forever. 
The  palace  crowd  were  saving  their  sup- 
ple hinges  and  their  fawning  for  her 
successor. 

Tlie  Emperor  rode  over  to  Mabnaison 
the  next  day  to  call.  There  he  strolled, 
with  Josephine,  in  the  familiar  paths  or 
the  chateau  park,  but  there  were  no 
more  embraces.  When  he  had  returned 
to  Versailles  he  at  once  sat  dawn  and 
wrote  her  a  letter  breathing  the  tender- 
est  anxiety  and  hastened  to  dispatch  It 
by  cpurier  in  time  to  reach  the  Empress 
before  she  retired  for  the  night. 

"My  Friend — I  found  you  wea!<er  than 
you  should  have  been.  You  have  shown 
courage,  and  you  must  seek  the  strength 
to  sustain  you.  Do  not  let  yourself  fall 
into  a  fatal  melancholy.  You  must  learn 
to  content  j-ourself.  and  above  all  care 
for  your  health,  which  Is  so  precious  to 
me.  Sleep  well,  thinking  to  yourself 
that  it  Is  my  wish." 

But  the  callers  at  Malmaison  all  came 
away  with  tales  of  Josephine's  tears, 
and,  at  each  distressing  report,  the 
Emperor  sped  a  courier  to  her  with  a 
letter  appealing  to  lier  fortitude.  Ho 
called  again  in  person  on  Christmas  eve 
to  Invito  her  to  a  Christmas  dinner  with 
him  at  Versailles,  and  she  went  with 
Hortense  and  Eugene. 

Napoleon  returned  to  the  Tullerles 
the  day  after  Christmas.  Ho  had  been 
away  a  fortnight  and  was  plainly 
moved  by  the  memories  the  place 
evoked  and  shocked  to  find  it  so  desolate 
without  Its  graceful  mistress.  "Tho 
groat  palace  seemed  very  empty  to  me," 
he  confessed  in  his  dally  letter  to  .losc- 
phlne.  Once  more  ho  paid  her  debts  and 
he  appealed  to  her  to  try  and  live  on 
$300,000  a  year,  saving  the  rest  of  lier 
income  for  her  grandchildren.  But 
when  Gen.  Savary  returned  from  settl- 
ing those  businese  matters  with  the 
Empress  and  reported  that  she  had 
wept,  the  Emperor  complained,  "You 
ought  not  to  have  made  her  cry." 

NAPOLEON  AWOOING. 

The  conrpletion  of  his  policy  inaugu- 
rated by  the  divorce  now  occupied  Na- 
poleon's attention  and  he  at  once  pressed 
his  plans  for  a  matrimonial  alliance 
with  some  great  reigning  house.  A  Hat 
of  the  available  princess  of  Europe 
lay  before  him  like  a  military  map.  But 
tho  widoworhood  of  the  most  celebrated 
and  powerful  man  of  his  time,  with  the 
loftiest  throne  in  the  world  at  his  be- 
stowal, aroused  more  fear  than  ambition 
in  tho  bosoms  of  some  of  the  oliglblcs. 
Queen  Louise,  who  had  only  lately  re- 
turned to  Berlin  from  her  long  exile, 
thanked  God  in  her  maternal  heart  that 
her  first  born  daughter  was  dead  and 
safe  from  the  possibility  o,f  being  sacri- 
ficed to  the  conqueror,  -while  the  Arch- 
duchess Marie  Louise  of  Austria 
wrote  to  reassure  an  anxious  friend  that 
she  was  in  no  peril,  as  her  fat'her  was 
too  good  to  think  of  offering  her  up  to 
the  minotaur! 

Napoleon's  own  preference  was  to 
hind  together  the  two  empires  of  France 
and  Russia  In  a  marriage  between  him- 
self and  a  Romanoff.  Alexander,  how- 
over,  was  childless.  Ilka  himself,  and 
had  only  sisters  to  be  considered.  Their 
mother  hated  tha  French  Bmperor,  and 
when  Alexander  had  oomo  back  from 
Eh-furt,  In  1>0S,  with  Talleyrand's  aug- 
gestlon  of  a  match,  the  Dowager  Csar- 
Ina  made  such  haste  to  rescue  her  only 
grown-np,  unmarried  daughter  that  In 
eight  days  ah«  had  her  betrothed  to  * 
l^tlo  German  Duke,  the  hair  to  tli« 
Duchey  of  Oldenb«rr. 

-Napoleon  felt  the  rebuff,  hut  It  dIA  not 
deter  him  now  from  asking  for  the 
younger  sister,  who  was  a  mere  girl  In 
short  dresses  and  with  her  hair  down' 
her  back.  The  Cmr  ftrnm  eauglit  b»> 
twecn  hie  Importunat  ally  on  oBe  hand 
and  his  mother  and  the  entire  Ruaataa 


Mme.  de  Mettcrnlch  was  hardly  less 
astonished  when,  at  a  ball  a  few  days 
later  Nai)oleon  himself  bluntly  asked 
her  If  she  thought  the  Austrian  Arch- 
duchess would  marry  him.  Tho  lady 
very  properly  declined  to  an.-,wer  for 
another.  But  when  the  Eniperor  asked 
her  if  she  herself  would  have  him  were 
she  Marie  Louise.  Mme.  dc  Metternich, 
displaying  a  candor  that  belied  her 
wifely  association  with  the  most  ac- 
complished prevaricator  of  liis  genera- 
tion, replied  most  emphatically  in  the 
negative. 


CYCLE  CORPS  IN  WAR 


In  connection  with  tho  announcemeni 
that  a  cyclist  section  Is  being  formed 
by  the  88th  Fusiliers,  the  following  de- 
.scriptlon,  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Hugh 
Allan,  of  how  the  movement  originated 
in  the  '80's  in  England,  has  a  special  in- 
terest. Mr.  Allan  himself  served  for 
some  years  in  tho  25th,  County  of  Lou- 
don  Regiment,   of  which   he  writes: 

"Very  few  people  fully  Tealise  thO 
usefulness  of  the  cycle  in  warfare,  noc 
only  as  a  corps  of  orderlies  and  scouts, 
but  as  mounted  infantrymen  of  a  high- 
ly trained  order,  and  the  cyclish  bat- 
talions of  the  Territorial  force  stand  as 
a  monument  to  the  unwavering  grit  of 
a   handful   of  men. 

"Early  In  the  'SO's.  a  few  enthusiasts 
decided  to  work  for  the  formation  of  a 
company  of  "wheelers,"  and,  after  a 
long  and  arduous  fight  they  formed 
the  26th  Middlesex  Volunteer  Cyclist 
Battalion.  Still,  few  tn  numbers  and 
widely  scattered,  unrecognized  by  the 
\^  ar  Office,  they  persevered,  each  man 
providing  his  own  cycle  and  the  regi- 
ment paying  for  repairs  while  on  duty. 
It  was  a  costly  hobby,  but  it  showed 
thn  men's  keenness,  atid  produced  the 
•cyclist  spirit,'  which  Is  Indomitable. 
At  last  the  War  Office  woke  up,  and 
decided  that  there  must  be  something 
in  it,  and  In  1906  they  decided  to  tako 
the  old  26th  up  to  Y'orkshire  for  the 
annual  manoeuvres.  No  one  who  was 
on  the  force  at  that  time  will  over  for- 
get how,  time  after  time,  tlie  26th  had 
almost  impossible  tasks  to  perform, 
only  to  come  through  with  flying 
colors;  long  night  rides  through  Inches 
of  muff,  flying  daslies  across  country, 
dawn  attacks  on  troops  who  imagined 
they  were  thirty  miles  away,  all  helped 
to  prove  their  efficiency;  In  fact,  it  was 
proved  so  far  that  even  the  war  lords 
recognized   the  use  of  the  cyclist. 

"In  1908  tho  Territorials  were  formed, 
and  Instead  of  one  lone  cyclist  bat- 
talion In  the  South  of  England,  ten  bat- 
talions, each  some  500  strong,  was  au- 
thorized, and  now  it  is  hard  to  go 
through  the  British  Isles  without  meet-, 
ing  at  least  a  few  ardent  military  cy- 
clists. The  old  26th  became  tho  25th 
County  of  London  Cyclists,  and  had  tho 
honor  of  being  the  first  London  Terri- 
torial reglntent  to  reach  its  full  strength 
of  52.3. 

*1t  te  useless  to  suppose  that  anyone 
who  can  ride  a  wheel  is  qualified  as  a 
military  cyclist;  the  most  strenuous 
training  is  necessary,  as  a  cyclist  must 
think  little  of  doing  some  sixty  miles 
In  six  hours  In  full  marching  order, 
with  rifle  and  blankets;  he  must  be  ac- 
customed to  map  reading,  finding  his 
way  at  night;  and  no  man  should  bo 
passed  as  efficient  until  he  can  do  ail 
his  own  repairs,  mending  a  puncture  In 
ten  minutes  at  the  outside,  and,  abovo 
all,  every  man  In  the  unit  mnist  have 
the  cyclist  spirit,  which  can  be  summed 
up  in  the  motto  of  the  2,')th,  'Tonax  et 
Atidax,'  or,  amplified,  'Alertness,  alac- 
rity,   dash    and    tenacity." 

"The  cyclist  soldier's  flrat  thought  is 
his    wheel.       This   should    ba  a   strong, 
light    machine,    all    black    and    without 
frills,   fitted   with    two     brakes,     lamp, 
bell,    saddle    bag    (with    kit),    back    and 
front  carriers  and  rifle  ollp  under  sad- 
dle.

Sir, — Several  days  aijo  i  found  a 
family  of  oUve-backed  thrushes  in 
Beacon  Hill  Park,  and  have  been  u«lng 
the  opportunity  of  studying  these  sonjf 
birds. 

Th«j  charaoterl«tic  song  and  some  of 
the  other  notes  have  been  familiar  to 
me  for  aeveral  years.  1  have  heard 
them  often  at  Ladysmlth  and  In  the 
Como-t  Valley,  but  have  never  been  able 
to  identify  them  or  study  their  habits 
until   now. 

The  bird  Is  olio  of  the  most  Interesl- 
iPff  of  Canadian  song-  birds.  1  tind  the 
Park  tu  full  of  ihein.  If  you  should 
Ihlnit  .some  one  !.<*  whlHtlinir  at  you 
from  among  tho  tree«  Or  bii.shes.  It  is 
proliahly  one  of  these  thrushes.  The 
(.nil  is  a,  xentle  "hint,"  or  "wheel" 
itsuall.\.  Other  blid.s  may  do  this 
ul«o.  but  It  is  jn'otty  certain  to  be  this 
thrush.  It  .•seems  to  be  the  comrade 
cull  of  their  tribe.  The  bird  Is  ex- 
ceedingly shy.  but  It  ywu  mlmlo  Its 
whittle  It  w'U  probably  come  close  to 
you,  hopping  from  branch  to  branch.  I 
have  had  them  come  within  three  feet 
of  mo  looking  for  the  eupposed  bird.
